THE Prince of Wales is threat¬ 
ening the survival of the 
monarchy, and may not be fit 
to become supreme governor 
of the Church of England, 
according to a senior Anglican 
churchman. 

In a hard-hitting article in 
The Times today, the Ven 
George Austin. Archdeacon of 
York, says that Prince Charles 
apparently began to break his 
m marriage vows soon after 
promising lifelong faithful¬ 
ness to the Princess of Wales, 
although no evidence of such a 
breach has been produced. 

Referring to the vows Prince 
Charles will make at his 
coronation, the Archdeacon 
says: “If his attitude to his 
vows of matrimony was so 
cavalier, has he the right to be 
trusted in this second solemni¬ 
ty?" He would fed duty bound 
to resign if he cheated on his 
wife because he would have 
betrayed the trust placed in 
him. “It may be that Prince 
Charles has gone too far for 
that same trust to be restored." 

At ieast one senior bishop 
supported the Archdeacon, 
and others have privately 
ejqwessed their reservations 
about the prince's fitness to 
succeed. The Right Rev Noel 
Debroy Jones. Bishop of 
Sodor and Man and former 
Chaplain of the Fleet, said the 
breaking of marriage vows 
was “an indication of a moral 
flaw which would be worry¬ 
ing". The affair had put a 
question mark over the leader¬ 
ship of the Prince of Wales. 

Speaking on ITN yesterday. 
Lord St John of Fawsley, a 
leading constitutional expert 
1 and former Tory Cabinet min¬ 
ister, said: “I am afraid heirs 
to the throne, throughout the 


ages, have had affairs. After 
all. if you are the Prince of 
Wales, everybody — every 
attractive woman — has an 
eye on the Prince of Wales and 
has had throughout the ages. 
Now one may pass moral 
judgments one way or the 
other if one wishes, but this 
has nothing to do with the 
constitution, nothing to do 
with the rights of succession.” 

Questioning the prince’s fit¬ 
ness for a role occupied by 
every monarch since Henry 
VIII indicates a division of

opinion within the established 
Church: it fuels a debate 
already stoked by the Princess 
of Wales's announcement last 
Friday that she is withdraw¬ 
ing from most of her public 
duties, signalling that there is 
at present little hope of a 
reconciliation. 

The Archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury, Dr George Carey, does 
not oppose Prince Charles's 
succession to the throne, or as 
supreme governor of the 
Church of England and De¬ 
fender of the Faith. Earlier this 
year. Dr Carey said he did not 
rule out a separated or di¬ 
vorced monarch as supreme 
governor of the Church, but 
said: “We expect our leaders at 
every level to embody Chris¬ 
tian values." 

He recently said divorce 
should be looked on “more 
positively” and could some¬ 
times lead 10 better 
relationships. 

One senior churchmen said: 
“The Church does not have a 


view on this. It is almost 12 
months since the separation 
was announced. Pertinent 
questions about the future of 
the monarchy and the nature 
of the coronation service 
should have been looked ai by 
now. But it all hinges on the 
confusion In the Church over 
divorce." 

Buckingham Palace has de¬ 
clined to make arty formal 
comment on the Archdeacon's 
views, first aired on the BBC 
radio Today programme yes¬ 
terday morning. But sources 
there indicated their view that 
the Archdeacon speaks from a 
personal standpoint. They 
emphasise that the Queen still 
wishes and expects to be 
succeeded by her eldest son. 

The Palace has been thor¬ 
oughly dismissive of news- j 
paper reports this week > 
suggesting first that theQueen t 
wished the line of succession j 
to pass directly to Prince ! 
William, and secondly that Dr 
Carey would fed unable to 
accept tiie Prince of Wales as 
supreme governor of the 
Church of England. Both re¬ 
ports. it emerged yesterday, 
were based on an informal 
meeting Dr Carey had last, 
summer with newspaper exec¬ 
utives at which, far from 
putting forward his own firm 
views, he merely aired options 
and possibilities. 

Some senior clergy and 
church members privately 
support the Archdeacon of 
York cm grounds of traditional 
morality, but are reluctant to 
speak out against a future 
King. Most would not go so 
far as to question Prince 
Charles’s fitness, believing 
that his private behaviour 
does not necessarily reflect on 
his ability to be King. Any 
sustained challenge from the 
Church would almost certain¬ 
ly lead to renewed demands 
for disestablishment 
Dr Carey opposes disestab¬ 
lishment on the grounds that 
it would privatise religion and 
take spirituality of the nat¬ 
ional agenda.

France ready to throw in towel on Gatt

AFTER a year of fierce resis¬ 
tance, France yesterday sig¬ 
nalled provisional acceptance 
of the Blair House pact on 
agriculture, the centrepiece of 
any final agreement on the 
new Gatt round. 

Despite a last-minute press 
conference spoiler from Alain 
Juppe, the French Foreign 
Minister, in which he insisted 
that there was neither a farm 
deal nor agreement on other 


outstanding issues, optimism 
was rising last night that a 
final agreement was indeed 
achievable. 

"The conditions for agree¬ 
ment have not been reached 
on any of the three main 
headings” of the negotiation 
on the Genera] Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade, M Juppe 
said. They were the creation of 
a world trade body, the “au¬ 
dio-visual" and cultural chap¬ 
ter as weft as farm trade. On 
the last, M Juppe said the 
Blair House agreement had 
been “profoundly modified™ in 


the direction sought by 
France. 

Officials said US conces¬ 
sions in Brussels had an¬ 
swered most of France’s 
objections. France said final 
acceptance would depend on 
her European partners adopt¬ 
ing measures 10 protect 
French fanners from any 
losses that went beyond those 
already required under the 
common agricultural policy. 

Douglas Hurd, the Foreign 
Secretary, spoke for the rest of 
the Community when he said 
there was no link between the 


Gatt negotiations and the 
French demand for compensa¬ 
tion but the subject will dearly 
dominate EC debate in the 
immediate future. 

Further hints of an eventual 
French acceptance came from 
Gerard Longuet, the French 
Trade Minister, when he said 
last night that in the Brussels 
negotiations so far “France 
has not obtained 100 per cent 
satisfaction. We have got 
about half and we are trying to 
have a little bit more, but in 
such a negotiation we cannot 
have everything.” 


There remain se\ en days for 
the conclusion of Gan's “Uru¬ 
guay Round" negotiations that 
have lasted seven and a half 
years. 

Sir Leon Brittan, the EC 
chief trade negotiator, said in 
Geneva that he “remained 
totally convinced that the Uru¬ 
guay Round can and must be 
completed in the time allocat¬ 
ed to it". Mr Hurd said that a 
deal was "certainly possible 
and, on balance, probable".

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Solicitors ruled out 
of higher courts

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SENIOR judges will later this 
week reject attempts by solici¬ 
tors to break the Bar's monop¬ 
oly of advocacy rights in the 
higher courts. They are expect¬ 
ed ro indicate, however, that 
they would approve any new 
application by the Law Society 
for solicitors, excluding those 
working for the Crown Prose¬ 
cution Service, to appear in 
Crown Courts. 

The long-awaited derision 
will be greeted with anger by 
the Law Society and may 
signal unprecedented legal ac¬ 
tion against the judges in¬ 
volved. including the Lord 
Chancellor and the Lord Chief 
Justice. But it marks a victory 
for the Bar in what has been a 
bitterly fought battle between 
solicitors and barristers over 
the past decade. 

The derision will be seen by 
many lawyers as subverting 
die whole thrust of the Gov¬ 
ernment's own Courts and 
Legal Services Act 19%. which 
was specifically aimed at end¬ 


ing the Bar’s monopoly and 
widening consumer choice in 
local cervices. 

At the heart of thededsion is 
opposition by many senior 
judges and the Bax to allowing 
Crown Prosecution Service 
lawyers into the Crown 
Courts. The Bar has consis¬ 
tently opposed this on the 
ground that it would create a 
state prosecution service that 
was not independent 

Under the present Bar mo¬ 
nopoly, CPS lawyers, solici¬ 
tors as well as hamsters, must 
brief banisters in private 
practice for all Crown Court 
work. The Law Society's appli¬ 
cation for wider advocacy 
rights, submitted more than 
two years ago when the Courts 
and Legal Services Act came 
into force, covers both solid- 
tors in private practice and 
those in die CPS. 

The society will be reluctant 
to abandon the CPS solritors 
and may refuse to adopt the

Lloyd’s 
offers 
£900m 
to names

LLOYD’S of London yester¬ 
day offered £900 million to 
more than 21,000 names to 
compensate them for insur¬ 
ance losses of £5.5 billion. 
The offer is aimed at ending 
moves by names, the insur¬ 
ance market’s investors, to 
recover their losses through 
the courts. 

The balk of names are 
bring offered £100,000 each 
but 1,500 are not being 
offered anything, while 
about 40 names are being 
offered up to £1 million 
each. LlojnJ’s is limiting its 
offer to any name at two- 
thuds of their losses. 

Names have until the end 
of January to accept the 
offer, which requires them 
to give up the rights to legal 
action. However, several 
representatives of names 
have rejected the offer, de¬ 
claring it inadequate. A fail¬ 
ure to entice names to accept 
the offer will result in a 
string of court cases which 
could last for more than a 
decade. 

The offer has been weight¬ 
ed to favour the market’s 
hardest hit names and those 
due in court first As a result, 
names on the Gooda Walker 
Action Group, where a Seri¬ 
ous Fraud Squad investiga¬ 
tion is still continuing, and 
on Fdtrim syndicates stand 
to gain the lion’s share.

London hospitals 
face Bottomley 
axe at Christmas

THE closure or merger of 
London hospitals, including 
Hammersmith and St Bar¬ 
tholomew’s. is to be an¬ 
nounced by Virginia Bot¬ 
tomley, the Health Secretary, 
before Christmas to mark the 
radical reshaping of the capi¬ 
tal's health service. 

Mrs Bottomley is also likely 
to announce after Christinas 
that the Royal Marsden can¬ 
cer hospital is unlikely to 
survive on its site in west 
London. Hammersmith hos¬ 
pital staff and services are 
expected to move to the Char¬ 
ing Cross hospital, and St 

Bartholomew's will dose, 
leading to the loss of more 
than 1,000 beds. 

However, ministers are un¬ 
derstood to have intervened to 
save University College hospi¬ 
tal, whose closure was threat¬ 
ened by the local health 
authority on the grounds that 
patients couJd be treated more 
cheaply elsewhere. 

Mrs Bottomley will set out 
her vision for the future of 
London's health care follow¬ 
ing a year of discussion on the 
Tomlinson report which rec¬ 
ommended extensive pruning 
of the capital’s hospitals, with 
the loss of at least 2500 beds. 

Mrs Bottomley has derided 
it is better to make a “big 
bang" announcement to 
minimise uncertainty and give 
remaining hospitals the best 
chance of succeeding. The 
Royal Marsden announce¬ 
ment is likely to be made in 
January with notice of further 
changes. 

The most contentious deri¬ 
sion is that affecting the 
Marsden. Ministers believe 


that the cancer hospital should 
transfer to Sutton, Surrey, in 
spite of a vigorous campaign 
to save it that included a 
900.000-signature petition to 
Downing Street last month. 

The move was recommend¬ 
ed by the review of cancer 
services in the capital last June 
which said it would “best 
preserve and sustain" the hos¬ 
pital’s “major historic role." 
However, a derision may be 
deferred until the new year.

Ministers are also understood 
to favour the transfer of Ham¬ 
mersmith hospital services to 
Charing Cross, which would 
become a new specialist hospi¬ 
tal providing cancer and other 
services for west London.

State pension ‘will 
become worthless’

KENNETH Clarke was at 
odds with his deputy. Michael 
Portillo, over the future of the 
state pension last night as the 
latest opinion poll suggested 
that the Budget had foiled to 
improve Conservative for¬ 
tunes. 

The Chancellor's attempt to 
take the welfare controversy 
off the agenda failed as the 
right-wing Treasury Chief 
Secretary'suggested that the 
old-age pension would be 
worth only a “nugatory” or 
trifling amount in the next 
century. 

His claim, made on BBC 2's 
Westminster Live programme, 
suggested continuing sharp 
divisions at the top of Tory 
party over the future of the 
welfare stale. 

They appeared to be in 
direct conflict with Mr 
Clarke's statement last week 
that the state pension would 
never become a ‘‘vestigial re¬ 
main”. The Chancellor also 
opposed the concept of people 
being allowed to opt out of the 
basic pension, which Mr 
Portillo and others on the right 
have backed. 

The differences between the 
two arc mainly ones of empha¬ 
sis because Mr Portillo was 
referring mainly to the pen¬ 
sion's future value. His re¬ 


marks will, however, 
antagonise the Tory left. 

Their comments came as the 
Budget debate ended in the 
Commons last night, and as a 
new ICM poll in The Guard¬ 
ian suggested a 5-point in¬ 
crease m Labour's lead over 
the Conservative Party.

The former Archbishop of 
Canterbury. Lord Coggan, 
said: “The Prince has not 
broken his marriage vows 
tweause he is not a divorced 
man." But regarding the suc¬ 
cession were he to divorce. 
Lord Coggan said: That is a 
another matter. I hope there 
will be a reconciliation — don't 
we all. Leave them alone and 
let them work it out." 

A Church or England 
spokesman said: “The Arch¬ 
deacon of York is entitled to 
express his own opinions on 
this matter. He does not, 
however, speak for the 
Church. It is not the Church's 
practice to comment on hypo¬ 
thetical personal or pastoral 
matters relating to 
individuals." 

Sir Ivan Lawrence, Tory 
chairman of the Commons 
home affairs select committee, 
said the Archdeacon had de¬ 
livered a rather harsh 
judgment. 


Queen could lose her planes in sell-off

MALCOLM Rifitind. the Defence Secre¬ 
tary. is to consider selling off the aircraft 
which fly the Queen and the royal family 
all over ihe world as part of his attempts 
lo find substantia] savings. 

The Queen would no longer have 
immediate access to the three planes and 
two helicopters of ihe Queen's Flight 
owned by the Ministry of Defence. 

The aircraft, and those used for 
government ministers, will be one of the 
key areas under examination in the 
defence cost review announced last week. 

The royal yacht Britannia is also 
expected to come under threat. The ship, 
which costs the state £UL5 million a year, 
was used by the royal family on 31 days in 


1991 and her war role as a hospital ship 
has been abandoned. 

Options under consideration for the 
Queen's Flight include selling off the five 
aircraft — three British Aerospace 
HS14bs. with 25 to 40 seats, and two 
Wessex helicopters — leasing them, or 
encouraging a management buy nut of 
the serv ice. In each case, the MoD would 
maintain the right to use the planes as 
communication aircraft in wartime. 

Defence sources also made dear ihut 
there was no question of the Queen and 
foreign heads of state not having access to 
aircraft for state visits. 

If the changes are implemented, they 
could pose restrictions on the royal family 
for use of the planes for private visits. 
Earlier this year. Opposition MPs criti¬ 
cised the Prince of Wales for taking u 


plane from the Queen's Flight to Rome to 
visit a medieval village. 

Labour MPs were also outraged to 
discover that a plane from the Queen's 
Flight had flown nine of her pet corgis 
and spaniels from London to Balmoral.

A FATHER whose “dean- 
break" divorce settlement was 
overturned by the Child Sup¬ 
port Agency lost his test case 
in the High Court yestenlay. 

The judge who ruled against 
Gary Crazier. 34, a wood 
machinist earning E9J90 a 
year, admitted that her deci¬ 
sion was harsh. Mrs Justice l. 
Booth ruled that Mr Crazier • 
must pay maintenance despite 
an earlier “final settlement" in 
which he gave his ex-wife half 
of their marital home. She 
refused his request for the 
court to set aside the divorce 
settlement and give him his 
share from the subsequent 
sale of the home. 

The ruling wifi affect thou¬ 
sands of divorced fathers win 
thought that their dean-break 
divorces were unassailable.

This reflected die 
basic legal prindple that the 
dean-break formula had nev¬ 
er applied to the continuing 
responsibility of a father to¬ 
wards his child. "While the 
parties were free to achieve a 
dean break, as between them¬ 
selves, it was outside their 
powers to do so in respect of 
their child," she said.

Twen¬ 
ty arrests were made and 
dozens injured before the way 
was cleared for the contrac¬ 
tors’ bulldozers and diggers. 

During the day the roads 
surrounding the green were 
blocked by protesters who 
threw themselves m the path 
of a crane and hydraulic lift. 
Sheriff's officers tried to saw 
down the branches of trees to 
which the demonstrators had 
chained themselves and wres¬ 
tled with them high m the air 
on a hydraulic platform. 
Someone emptied a bucket of 
racrement over a police super¬ 
intendent and others urinated 
on die cordon surrounding 
the base of the tree. 

The drama began at dawn 
when the sheriff’s men arri¬ 
ved. They were as determined 
to tear down the tree-house in 
the ancient chestnut tree as 
the protesters were to save it

While the mood below the 
free turned ugly, among the 
branches it was beginning to 
re^mble a farce. The sheriff’s

THE Archdeacon of York's 
argument yesterday, that the 
Prince of Wales may be 
unsuitable to become Su¬ 
preme Governor of the 
Church of England because 
he might never have intended 
to keep his marriage vows, is 
on dubious historical grounds 
LF the Ven George Austin 
supposes that the Anglican 
church has made the mon¬ 
arch's role as its titular head 
dependent on the sanctity of 
royal marriages. 

Edward Mil’s abdication in 
1936 was precipitated by a 
sermon by the Bishop of 
Bradford, who warned the 
King to show more awareness 
, of his Christian duty — a 
^ reference to his affair with the 
American divorcee Wallis 
Simpson. However, there is a 
worid of difference between 
Edward Mil's situation and 
that of the Prince. 

At least since 168S. Parlia¬ 
ment has insisted on sanction¬ 
ing royal marriages, since 
they are affairs of state. By 
seeking to treat his marriage 
as private, Edward Mil was 
attempting to overturn the- 
stanis of the monarchy.

The theory of Church and 
State in England derives es¬ 
sentially from the Elizabethan 
era; above all from Richard 
Hooker, whose Laws of Eccle¬ 
siastical Polity (1594) helped to 
crystallise the fluid arrange¬ 
ments bequeathed by Henry 
VIII. 

Apart from brief periods 
under Mary Tudor and James 
H when a return to Roman 
Catholicism seemed possible, 
or under the Commonwealth 
and Protectorate when Eng¬ 
land was a republic, the 
monarch’s role as head of the 
Anglican Church has re¬ 
mained secure. It has survived 
numerous royal scandals: the 
homosexuality of Janies I and 
William HI; quasi-official mis¬ 
tresses for Charles II and 
several of the Hanoverians; 
and the philandering of 
Edward VII. 

The most serious crisis was, 
perhaps, George IMs separa¬ 
tion from Princess Caroline of 
Brunswick. George, then 
Prince of Wales, secretly mar¬ 
ried Mrs Frtzherbert and. after 
his accession to the throne in 
1820, attempted to have Caro¬ 
line deprived of the title of 
queen. He failed, but excluded 
her from his coronation.

Turbulent 
priest who 
wages war 
on liberals

FEW in the Church of Eng¬ 
land have gained the notori¬ 
ety of the Ven George Austin, 
Archdeacon of York, the ar¬ 
chetype of tiie turbulent 
priest 

He was once famously com¬ 
pared by his Archbishop, Dr 
John Habgood, to "the Fat 
Boy in the Pickwick Papers 
who sneaks up on a timid old 
woman saying, ‘I wants to 
make your flesh creep’.” 

This did him less that 
justice. While Mr Austin. 62, 
is undoubtedly corpulent he 
represents a constituency in 
the middle-to-high ground of 
the Church that his superiors 
would be unwise to ignore. 

Although he has the ability 
to hold high office, promotion 
became unlikely as soon as he 
developed his unerring talent 
for speaking his mind in a 
manner that guaranteed him 
media attention. Mr Austin, a 
regular contributor to BBC 
Radio 4’S Thought for the 
Day, has long been a critic of 
liberal tendencies in the 
Church. He is an opponent of 
women priests and a deter¬ 
mined advocate of high moral 
standards. 

He is a leading Anglo- 
Catholic and was a friend of 
the late Dr Gareth Bennett 
also a critic of of liberalism in 
the Church. Mr Austin was 
thought to be one of those 
who, according to Dr Bennett 
were being denied promotion 
because of their traditionalist 
views, and it is likely that his 
move to York in 1988 was an 
attempt by Dr Habgood to 
address this issue. 

He sees his role in the 
Church as often solitary and 
almost prophetic, but remains 
determined to speak out 
against what he sees as a 
swing to liberalism that could 
end in feminist liturgies, sin¬ 
gle-sex marriages and a rein¬ 
terpretation of the Creed.

Fugitive father may 
settle in Cyprus 

From Christoper Walker in Hurghada . 


THE father who fled with his 
son to Egypt to escape court 
custody arrangements said 
yesterday that they may go to 
northern Cyprus. 

Peter Malkin, who abducted 
his son Oliver. 12. from Prance 
where he lived with his moth¬ 
er and stepfather, was speak¬ 
ing in Cairo as sequestrators 
served a notice on his country 
club in Kent. 

Mr Malkin. 54, claimed 
yesterday that the Egyptians 
were willing to extend his 
three-month tourist visa. “1 
am now in the process of 
ensuring my son gets books 
from the British international 
school in Cairo and a tutor to 
keep up his education." he 
said. 

In case the Egyptians 
change their minds, Mr Mal¬ 
kin was making enquiries 
yesterday about moving to the 
self-styledTurkish Republic of 
Northern Cyprus, where he 
-would live alongside Asil Na¬ 
dir and other fugitives from 
the British legal system. 

Local sources said that Mr 
Malkin had also been enquir¬ 
ing about hiring a boat capa¬ 
ble of travelling long 
distances. 

Legal advisers have told 
him that his son will be in a 
stronger position to declare 
which parent he wants to live 
with when he reaches his 


fourteenth birthday in 15 
months. 

“I have also been told that if 
we return to England after 
that. I may have to go to 
prison." Mr Malkin said. “I 
am quite prepared for jail. It 
will have been worth it to have 
the opportunity to bring up 
my son in the meantime." 

Mr Malkin is convinced 
publicity will support his ar¬ 
gument that the bay should 
not be relumed to France or 
put into care in England, the 
alternatives he faces if they 
return to Britain. “The govern¬ 
ment has been acting to keep 
my son off British television 
screens because they know he 
will say his choice is to be with 
me.” the businessman 
claimed. “Anyone who comes 
here can see we are happy to 
be in each other's company." 

Officials from Clark 
Whitehill, the chartered acc¬ 
ountant appointed by the 
High Court family division, 
served a writ on Bridge Man¬ 
or Country Club, near Canter¬ 
bury, and its assets.

Boys put

Detective 
denies 
causing 
road deaths

TWO men died when a de¬ 
tective constable in an un¬ 
marked police car drove on the 
wrong side of the road into the 
path of a stolen police motor¬ 
cycle. a court was told 
yesterday. 

Hie motorcycle had been 
stolen from outside an officer’s 
house in Bristol in July last 
year, Winchester Crown Court 
was told. Shaun Starr, 32, and 
his passenger Keith Buck, 18. 
died instantly when Det Con 
Robert WaUington intercepted 
them in what Michael Kalli- 
sher QC, for the prosecution, 
said was a “highly dangerous" 
piece of driving. 

Dei Con WaUington denies 
causing the deaths of both 
men by dangerous driving. 
Det Con Anthony Knight, 
alleged to have driven an un¬ 
marked car on the wrong side 
of the road toward the motor¬ 
bike just before the collision, 
denies dangerous driving. 

Mr Kallisher said trial in 
“an extremely dangerous ma¬ 
noeuvre" Mr Knight had driv¬ 
en into the path of the motor¬ 
cycle, so that it had to brake 
and “swerve severely".

Minister backs zero level 
for drivers who drink

A ZERO alcohol limit could be 
introduced for motorists, a transport 
minister suggested yesterday as he 
announced a £1 million Christmas 
television advertising campaign. 

Robert Key said that drinking and 
driving, an issue with “appalling and 
horrific consequences", must be con¬ 
fronted. More than 600 people lost 
their lives and over 3.200 were 
seriously injured last year because of 
a “deliberate and senseless act of 
violence — drinking and driving." he 
said. 

The roads minister’s warning was 
made as a motoring report disclosed 
that almost three quarters of motor¬ 
ists believed the limit should be made 
zero for consuming alcohol before 
driving. At present, a driver is fined 
and loses his licence if he exceeds SO 
milligrams of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of blood. 

For a healthy man who has had a 
meat, that is roughly equal to a pint 
and a half of beer or three glasses of 
wine or three shorts. For a woman, 
the limn might be less. Within the 
EC. only Holland. Portugal and 
Greece have a lower blood/alcoho! 
limit. Other member states have a

limit of 80 and Ireland's is 100. Mr 
Key acknowledged that reducing the 
limit to zero would cause problems 
but said it was an issue which 
Parliament would wish to debate. 

Yesterday, as he launched the 
television campaign, he constantly 
said the only sensible course for 
drivers was to drink no alcohol. “If 
you are going to drink then you 
should not drive. Whatever limit you 
set. the only safe limit is zero." 

The campaign depicts a jolly 
Christmas dinner pary where a 
young woman is waiting lor her boy 
friend, who has stopped off to have a 
“quick drink" on the way. The jollity 
turns to anguish when she receives a 
telephone call, telling her he is dead. 

Supt Chris Lei ihead, of the traffic 
brandi of the Metropolitan police, 
said his experience convinced him 
that aiming the campaign at women 
was correct. He recalled interrupting 
a dinner party 20 years ago to tell the 
hostess her husband had been killed 
on the Ml after drinking. “It was the 
ultimate conversation stopper. 

“I have no doubt that women can 
bring enormous influence to bear on 
this whole question. They are less 


macho than men when it comes to 
drinking and driving.” 

The campaign is aimed, primarily 
at IS to 30-year-olds, thought to be the 
group most at risk from die tempta¬ 
tions of Christmas office parties and 
festivities. 

Mr Key said: “Drinking and 
driving is anti-social behaviour at its 
worst, yet people still do it. Even one 
drink can affect not only your 
reaction but also your judgment.” 

Over die past ten years, drink¬ 
driving offences have plunged. In 
1982. drink-drive deaths totalled 
1.550. Provisional figures for 1992 
show such fatalities were down to 
610. Last year, 10G.856 drivers and 
riders in road injury accidents were 
breath-tested, with a 73 per cent 
failure rate. That compared with 
43341 drivers and motorcycle riders 
being breath-tested in 1982. with a 
31.1 failure rate. 

Edmund King, campaigns manag¬ 
er of the RAC. warned motorists to 
beware drunken pedestrians when 
they were driving home. He said 30 
per cent of adult pedestrians involved 
in fatal accidents were over the legal 
limit for driving.

POLICE warned motorists 
last night not to rely on do-it- 
yourself alcohol breath tests 
to beat the Christmas blitz on 
drinking and driving. 

Tbe Association of Chief 
Police Officers said that there 
was no evidence that new 
equipment claiming to give 
drivers a guide to blood- 
alcohol levels was reliable. 

Alkontrol Imports UK is 
one company that imports a 
personal alcohol tester. The 
Ensure machine, which costs 
£169 and conforms to govern¬ 
ment standards in five coun¬ 
tries including the United 
States and Australia, is about 
the size of a personal stereo. 

It gives a reading in a series 
of lights against an electronic 
bar graph with green show¬ 
ing no alcohol up to red 
indicating that the motorist 
must not drive. The machine 
uses microprocessors which, 
the manufacturer claims, 
make it as accurate as a police 
breath-test machine. Stuart 
Brown, the importer, said: 
“At the moment, there is no 
encouragement towards self¬ 
testing. YeL many might have 
been saved from losing their 
licences if they had used one. 
The police should not discour¬ 
age that,” 

Police said, however, that 
biood-alcohoi limits changed 
and testers gave no indication 
of the time taken to absorb 
alcohol or how long it took to 
go through the body. 

Dr Richard Emerson, a 


former Home Office expert on 
drink-driving, said that mo¬ 
torists should beware of 
cheap alcohol breath meters 
that could be “hopelessly un- --- 
reliable". “The body takes •. 
time to metabolise alcohol 
and rates are different" he 
said. “Simply picking up a 
breath-test machine and tak- • 
mg a sample is not enough ~- ; ~ 
and could lead marry to 
believe they were fit to drive . :

Lawyers in

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Killer of man with 
three mistresses 
is jailed for life 


A MAN who bound and 
gagged his mother's lover, 
kept him in a bitterly cold 
lock-up. stabbed him to death 
and burnt the body beyond 
recognition was jailed for life 
yesterday. 

Judge Nina Lowry des¬ 
cribed the murder by Karl 
Watson as “deliberate, calcu¬ 
lated cruelty". She recom¬ 
mended that he serve a 
minimum of 20 years for 
killing John Shippey, a 47- 
year-old businessman. 

She said at the Old Bailey; 
“Anyone capable of such cru¬ 
elty against a fellow human 
being may repeat iL" 

After the foiling. Watson, a 
29-year-old car dealer, put the 
body in a car boot and set it on 
fire in a country lane. 

The court had been told that 
Watson's mother Josephine 
was one of four women in the 
life of the murdered man, a 
E40.000-a-year finance direc¬ 
tor at Doves, the Jaguar and 
Ford dealership in Croydon, 
south London. It also emerged 
that Mr Shippey had embez¬ 
zled £800,000 from the com¬ 
pany to finance his “extra¬ 
ordinary" lifestyle. 

He owned three properties

in this country, two luxury 
apartments in Spain, three 
cars, including a Porsche, and 
an eight-berth motor cruiser 
called John Boy. He also had 
£ I SO,000 in bank accounts in 
Switzerland. Jersey, Spain 
and Gibraltar. 

Mr Shippey and his wife 
Sheila had a daughter to 
whom he was devoted and he 
bought them a house in a 
private residential complex. 

The other women in his life 
were Sue Hipperson, another 
Doves employee, and Chris¬ 
tine Milson, the barmaid of 
his local pub. Each knew 
about some of her rivals and 
accepted the situation. 

Mr Shippey. a man 
described as having a charis¬ 
matic personality. always car¬ 
ried one or two briefcases in 
which he kept up to £50,000 
and meticulous records of his 
complex financial dealings. 

Watson'S mother met her 
lover in the 1970s when she 
worked as a secretary for 
Doves, and their relationship 
survived his marriage in 1980 
to Sheila, another employee. 

When new auditors moved 
in to check the company 
books. Mr Shippey needed 


money to hide his deception 
and Watson's mother was 
afraid that he would sell the 
£250.000 house in lghtham. 
Kent, that he shared with her 
and on which she had lav¬ 
ished care and money. 

The court was told that 
before the murder their vola¬ 
tile relationship had begun to 
deteriorate and they argued 
over trivial matters. 

Watson had never liked his 
mother's lover, although he 
envied his money, and police 
believe the motive for the 
murder was money. 

Watson struck at his moth¬ 
ers home after an evening out 
with her and friends.

PEOPLE with genetic defects 
should be allowed to conceal 
them when applying for life 
. insurance, a report published 
yesterday says. 

Only if die cover sought is 
very big, or a family history of 
disease is disclosed by conven¬ 
tional questions, should insur¬ 
ance companies be allowed to 
require disclosure, the Nuf¬ 
field Council cm Bioethics 
says. The council says that 
only in exceptional circum¬ 
stances should information 
acquired by testing be made 
available to a third party. 

“There can be no compul¬ 
sion to take tests, and the cen¬ 
tral issue is respect for the ind¬ 
ividual," said Dame June 
Lloyd, who chaired the work¬ 
ing party producing the re¬ 
port. “But there may be oc¬ 
casions where disclosure to 
other family members has to 
be considered." 

Those whose tests were posi¬ 
tive might risk being denied 
life assurance — and possibly 
the opportunity of a mortgage.

Its members — 
four Britons, an American, 
two Chinese and four local 
camel handlers — were sup¬ 
ported by a back-up team 
travelling in four-wheel drive 
vehicles along the old silk 
road south of the desert 

The travellers were at one 
point forced to share their 
precious water supplies with 
their 30 camels. “It is the most 
dangerous desert on earth,” 
Major Blackmore said. 

“It is surrounded by three 
mountain ranges." The tribes¬ 
men agreed to go only 
because they believed the 
team was searching for gold.

Government is accused of 
suppressing VAT debate

LABOUR last night accused 
the Government of suppress¬ 
ing Commons debate on vat 
on domestic fuel because it 
feared that Tory backbenchers 
would vote it down. But minis¬ 
ters claimed that incompe¬ 
tence by Labour business 
managers meant that there 
was to be no debate or vote. 

During sharp question time 
exchanges in the Commons 
yesterday. John Smith, the

Major replied that the House 
had already voted on the issue 
several times. 

Government whips had ex¬ 
pected Labour to table an 
amendment to the main Bud¬ 
get resolution, as was done by 
Roy Jenkins in the early 1970s. 
It foiled to do so. and last night 
MPS had no opportunity to 
show their -feelings on the 
issue. 

As only the compensation 
package, and not the imposi¬ 
tion of the tax. was contained 
in last week’s Budget, MFs are 
unlikely to have a chance to 
vote on foe issue during the 
protracted consideration of the 
Finance Bill, which will begin 
in the new year. However. 
Labour will find ways to force 
a vote.

Inflation 
pushes up 
defence bill

THE Ministry of Defence is 
paying £30 million too much 
for equipment each year by 
failing to adhere to its own 
guidelines for awarding con¬ 
tracts. a National Audit Office 
report said yesterday. 

In one case, an extra premi¬ 
um of £72 million is expected 
to be handed over for the 
purchase of 44 EHIOI Merlin 
helicopters for the Royal 
Navy, the equivalent of about 
£7 million a year over a ten- 
year production cycle. The 
RAF* £200 million Alarm 
anti-radar missile could also 
cost an extra E14 million, and 
the £S53 million Rapier anti¬ 
aircraft missile system an 
additional £6.4 million. 

The overspending has aris¬ 
en because of a system in 
which defence companies ten¬ 
dering bids are allowed to 
include a “variation of price" 
arrangement, as a hedge 
against inflation, especially 
for long-running cot tracts. 

Under ministry guidelines, 
a minimum of 10 per cent of 
foe value of foe contract is 
supposed to be fixed. Yet the 
audit office discovered that the 
average “non-variable" ele¬ 
ment of the 33 high-value 
contracts investigated was 
only about 5 per cent. The 
audit office said that contrac¬ 
tors were unwilling to quote a 
firm price without some lee¬ 
way for inflation. They always

New contender enters 
Sunday trading lists

PLANS to end confusion over 
Sunday shopping were dis¬ 
rupted last night by late 
changes to the government's 
attempts to reform trading 
laws. Only 24 hours before 
MPs vote on which of three 
options should form new legis¬ 
lation, a fourth choice was 
added to the lisL 

Sir Peter Emery, a senior 
Tory backbencher, called for a 
ban on most shops opening 
before 1pm on Sundays, with 
unlimited opening allowed 
after I pm. 

The decision to include the 
fourth option provoked fears 
among MPs that tonight's 
knife-edge vote could collapse 
without a dear conclusion. 
“This has just muddied foe 
waier. It will create more 
problems and the debate will 
be more heated than ever," 
one senior Labour MP said. 

MPs will be given a free vote 
on each of the options. When 
one option receives a majority, 
any remaining choices will fall 
without a vote. Sir Peter's 
addition, which is unlikely to 
command wide support, is 
expected to be put to the vote 
before foe three options previ¬ 
ously included in the bill: 

□ All shops allowed to open 
on Sundays 

□ All shops allowed to open 
only on foe four Sundays 
immediately before Christ¬ 
mas. Small shops and some 
large stores allowed to trade 
year-round. 

□ Unlimited Sunday opening 
for small shops. Most larger 
shops, including supermar¬ 
kets. limited to six hours' 
trading. 

If none of the options is 


given a majority’, Michae,' 
Howard, foe Home Secretary’, 
is likely to bring forward new 
legislation based on the option 
receiving greatest suppon. 

The main battle is expected 
to be between foe second and 
third choices, with bookmak¬ 
ers ranking the last option the 
favourite. Each campaign 
group claims the upper hand 
but admits that victory may be 
secured by only a few votes. 
Unlimited opening, favoured 
by John Major and senior 
ministers, is seen as the rank 
outsider, although rival cam¬ 
paign groups admit that if has 
gained"support in recenr days. 

Campaigners will put pres¬ 
sure on MPs to ensure that 
they vote to defeat options they 
oppose, rather than abstain. 
“It is too close to call. Absten¬ 
tions could be very costly,” 
said a Conservative MP lead¬ 
ing the campaign for six 
hours’ supermarket opening. 

However, several MFS from 
Labour and Tory benches are 
expected to abstain. “A free 
vote can put MPs in a very 
difficult position and I think a 
number will not be in the 
division lobbies," a Labour 
front-bench spokesman said.

JOHN Major yesterday dismissed 
claims that Britain’s public services 
could be improved only by pouring 
taxpayers' money into them as “defeat¬ 
ist rubbish". Public services would be 
improved by attacking excessive costs 
and low standards, and by ensuring 
that taxpayers’money is not wasted he 
told foe Service for foe Citizen confer¬ 
ence in London. 

Describing his citizen's charter initia¬ 
tive as a “new philosophy of the state 
for foe next century”, Mr Major said 
that foe government's public service 
reform programme was already bring 


copied in foe United States. Canada, 
France and PortugaL He insisted that 
foe initiative was not a “have a nice 
day" approach to public services 
dressed tip as policy. “It is a tough and 
demanding programme of practical 
change," be said. 

Mr Major told the conference: “For a 
long time it was assumed that because 
services were provided by foe public 
sector, not for profit they would 
automatically act in foe public interest 
Experience has taught us that this was 
mistaken.” 

The government now has 38 charters 
covering all the main areas of public 
service, from British Rail to the Inland 
Revenue, each of which sets out 


standards, targets and entitlements. Mr 
Major said: “This is an ambitious 
programme. It needs constant pressure 
to keep tip momentum. 

“Some people have not yet woken up 
to foe scale of foe task in hand. They are 
rooted in the old thinking that public 
service is a public service and can never 
be improved. They are wrong.” he 
added. 

Unveiling two new initiatives. Mr 
Major said that an investigation was 
under way to find ways of improving 
information for motorists, including 
telephone numbers to dial when road¬ 
works cause delays, and new league 
tables telling parents foe number of 
hours taught in schools each week.

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Two monsters from history hold sway in wasteland city 



Shumeiko: appealing for

IN KALININGRAD 

RUSSIA’S westernmost city, Kali¬ 
ningrad, is dominated by two 
monsters. Under their baleful 
gaze, a largely apathetic and 
Bewildered population is prepar¬ 
ing to vote on Sunday. 

Kaliningrad residents have 
named a huge concrete tourer 
block that was meant to house the 
regional council "the Monster”. Its 
completion fell victim to the col¬ 
lapse of the Soviet Union and the 
Russian economy. 

This monster presides over the 
“city centre”, a wasteland of rough 
grass, stones and crumbling con¬ 
crete houses. Before 1945, this was 
the medieval centre of Konigsberg. 
capital of German East Prussia. 
Partly destroyed in the Second 
World War. the remains were 
bulldozed by the Soviet victors 
who annexed the province to make

way for a model Soviet dty. which 
is now going the way of others of 
its kind. 

The German past is die reason 
why Kaliningrad is still saddled 
with its second monster, after 
whom it is named. Mikhail Kali¬ 
nin, President of the Soviet Union 
in the 1940s. was a nasty bit of 
work even by Stalinist standards, 
who served the Soviet terror 
machine with ferocious determ¬ 
ination. Local officials admit that 
the name Kaliningrad, and all the 
other communist names of its 


streets and squares, is an embar¬ 
rassment But what to do? If they 
are changed, the only logical 
course would be a return to the old 
German names. But a return to 
the area’s German history is seen 
as too much of a political threat. 

Since the end of the Soviet 
Union, Kaliningrad has been cut 
off from the rest of Russia by 
Lithuania and Belorussia. With 
the Kurile Islands at the opposite 
end of Russia, it is the last Russian 
booty from the Second World War, 
and Russian nationalists and

On 
his visit last week, he opened a 
block of flats for naval officers. 
About 15,000 officers from the fleet 
alone are without proper housing 
in Kalin ingrad. This sort of de¬ 
monstrative help from die Govern¬ 
ment seems to have had some 
effect. Several officers said they 
would vote for Mr Shumeiko’s 
Russia's Choice, the main reform¬ 
ist political bloc. 

Hopes for the economic future of 
the region are concentrated on the 
local leadership's plan for a free 
economic zone. Mr Shumeiko has 
been winning local support fry 
promising finally to get the zone 
passed into law in Moscow. A 


draft decree has now been agreed 
by the Russian Government and 
is due to be signed by President 
Yeltsin in the next few days. 

Much of the local population, 
however, is sceptical about the 
rone’s prospects and as far as the 
elections are concerned great con¬ 
fusion reigns. Even the deputy 
chief of the local election commis¬ 
sion admitted that understanding 
the voting system was not easy: in 
particular, die lack of information 
on the ballot forms about the party 
affili ation of candidates. 

This confusion was reflected in 
the answers of Kalinin graders 
when asked their own probable 
voting choices. Alexander Rostov, 
a retired naval officer, said Hut 1% 
is strongly against Mr Yeltsin and 
Russia's Choice. But he win vote 
for the local administration chief, 
despise the fact that be is running 
with the backing of Russia's 
Choice. 


Gatt cliffhanger 
sets stage for 
EC summit row

WITH the opening of the hec¬ 
tic final phase of the world 
trade talks yesterday, the stage 
was set for an internal row 
over money and trade sanc¬ 
tions at the weekend Euro¬ 
pean Community summit in 
Brussels. 

United States and Com¬ 
munity negotiators flew to 
Geneva to report to Peter 
Sutherland, the Direcror-Gen- 
eral of the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade, on the 
results of almost 24 hours of 
non-stop talks which failed to 
resolve every transatlantic dis¬ 
pute but at least made sub¬ 
stantial progress. Gatt’s 
Uruguay Round negotiations, 
which have continued for sev- 
en-and-a-half years, now have 
just seven days left for all the 
parties to reach an agreement 

Sir Leon Brittan. the ECs 
chief trade negotiator, said 
when he arrival in Geneva 
that he “remained totally con¬ 
vinced that the Uruguay 
Round can and must be com¬ 
pleted in the time allocated to 
it”. His confidence was shared 
by Douglas Hurd, the Foreign 
Secretary, who said a deal was 
“certainly possible and on 
balance probable” 

Although Sir Leon and 
Mickey Kantor. the American 
Trade Representative, could 
not announce a full package of 
agreements when their talks 
ended early yesterday morn¬ 
ing. Community and US offici¬ 
als reached understandings 
on the knotty question of 
reducing farm subsidies as 
well as import tariffs. 

Success in these areas 
should allow Mr Sutherland 
to knit together the final 
compromises needed for more 
than I0O countries to agree a 
new trade treaty by the dead¬ 
line of December 15. 

The French Government 
was yesterday still claiming 
that it had not given its assent 


■ With a Gatt agreement tantalisingly 
close, there is every indication that EC 
leaders are about to become embroiled in a 
classic dispute about money and sanctions 


to any of the provisional 
agreements reached in Brus¬ 
sels. but it became dear at a 
meeting of Community for¬ 
eign ministers that France's 
arguments are now directed at 
exacting concessions from its 
European partners as the 
price of its final approval.

Germany would thus be 
forced to ask for compensation 
from the already tight EC 
budget German officials sug¬ 
gest that they may seek an 
additional £350 million from 
their partners.

Legal battle teases trade players

TRADE negotiations are 90 
percent small print and 10 per 
cent theatre. If the Gatt talks 
stagger to a successful conclu¬ 
sion next week, the world’s 
governments will count them¬ 
selves lucky that the two men 
who hold Gatt’s fate in their 
hands enjoy legal haggling 
and revel in play-acting. 

When they emerged yester¬ 
day from all-night talks on the 
Gth floor of the biscuit-col¬ 
oured Breydel building which 
houses the European Com¬ 
mission. neither Sir Leon 
Brittan nor his American 
counterpart. Mickey Kantor. 
looked at all rumpled. 

Mr Kan tors role required 
him to “break off" the talks, 
issue a public complaint about 
the ECs intransigence and put 
his team of officials on their 
private plane for the short 


flight to Gaft’s headquarters 
in Geneva. Sir Leon’s part 
required a meeting with fellow 
European Commissioners 
and then with foreign minis¬ 
ters who were given a brisk, 
but not very detailed, run¬ 
down on the considerable 
progress made overnight. 
Then he. too, set off for 
Geneva. 

The gap between the EC 
and US positions was deftly 
exaggerated by both Sir Leon 
and Mr Kantor. Sir Leon then 
relied on the British and 
German ministers to firmly 
head off the latest French 
attempt to sabotage the care¬ 
fully-scripted progress to¬ 
wards a final deal Douglas 
Hurd, the Foreign Secretary, 
and Dr Klaus Kinkel, Germa¬ 
ny's FDreugn Ministers, per¬ 
formed on cue: France found 


no support The deals which 
emerged this week were no 
surprise to France. When the 
French Foreign Minister, 
Alain Jupp6. and phalanx of 
his furious-looking officials 
barrelled through! the glass 
doors of the Breydel on Tues¬ 
day night to protest to Sir 
Leon. M Juppe was making 
gestures for the benefit of a 
French audience. He knew he 
was unlikely to change the 
course of events. 

Four men have sat at the 
heart of the talks: Sir Leon and 
Mr Kantor and their key 
assistants, Robert Madelin 
and Rufus Yerxa. Mr 
Madelin, a French-speaking 
official from the British De¬ 
partment of Trade on loan to 
Sir Leon’s private staff, and 
Mr Yerxa. an elegant Ameri¬ 
can trade diplomat of encyclo¬ 


paedic knowledge, are the 
“memory men" of their dele¬ 
gations. They have followed 
Gall’s ups and down for years 
and sit at their bosses' elbows 
to simply the figures and 
redrafted formulas. 

But now Sir Leon and Mr 
Kantor, both lawyers turned 
politicians, are centre stage as 
technical talk gives way to the 
business of coaxing the right 
sequence of moves from the 
main players. Both come from 
Lithuanian dmigrt: families: 
Mr Kantors’ancestors settled 
in Tennessee, Sir Leon's in 
Finchley. Their styles are

Tearful Tapie’s tragi-comedy reaches climax

AFTER a theatrical debate that 
embarrassed the Socialist opposition, 
the French parliament voted yester¬ 
day to lift the immunity of Bernard 
Tapie. the flamboyant entrepreneur- 
politician whose spectacular career 
has been dragged down this year in a 
tragi-comedy of alleged skulduggery. 

An examining judge from northern 
France sought the measure as a 
prelude to charging M Tapie. a left- 
wing member for the Marseilles 
suburbs, with fraud in the affairs of 
the Tesrut company, which he took 
over with a string of others, including 
Addidas, in the 1980s. The self-made 
millionaire, who stepped down as as 
a Socialist minister last March, is also 
under investigation into alleged 
match-fixing involving Olympic Mar¬ 


seille. (he European football team he 
owns. 

M Tapie. 50. who rose to celebrity 
as the most go-getting of showman 
tycoons in the 19S0s. seized on the 
debate to depict himself as a states¬ 
man who has fallen victim to the 
vengeance of a French establishment 
which rejects ambitious outsiders 
from the lower orders. “I will not give 
up. I will fight on because, like you. I 
am attached to the most noble of 
causes — that of the public good." he 
told parliament, his voice cracking 
with emotion. “I remain a man still 
standing, a man who walks, his 
conscience at peace. Since you have to 
judge me, go ahead and do iL~ he 
concluded. Many members, includ¬ 
ing (hose in the Gaullist majority 
which was expected to vote against M 
Tapie. were embarrassed at being 


forced to take a public stand in what 
they see as an antiquated procedure 
that mixes politics with justice. 

The immunity of members has 
been lifted only four times in the 35- 
year history of the Fifth Republic 
The first was that of the then senator 
Francois Mitterrand, who was ac¬ 
cused in 1959 of staging a fake 
assassination attempt against himself 
to attract publicity. 

Most agonised of all yesterday 
were the Socialist opposition, which 
embraced M Tapie when he emerged 
as a celebrity in the 1980s and has 
done its best to forget him since his 
businesses slumped and he ran into 
trouble with the law. The Socialists 
voted not to lift his immunity, a 
derision that amounted to a formality 
anyway because members are not 
protected outside parliamentary ses¬ 


sions and the present one ends in two 
weeks. 

For M Tapie. 50, a working class 
hero in a political tlite dominated by 
the educated classes, the immunity 
debate was a platform to proclaim his 
innocence and indulge in the show¬ 
manship that has endeared him to the 
public As the prosecutors have dosed 
in on him. M Tapie has been 
depicting himself as a martyr and 
victim of a vengeful establishment 

"It’s a manhunt Those bastards 
just want to get me because they can’t 
stand someone who is a success and 
flaunts it," be said. 

His woes multiplied yesterday with 
news that he had been stopped for 
speeding and was likely to lose bis 
licence after being timed at 130mph at 
the wheel of his Renault Safrane on a 
motorway. 


Defence lawyers face 
Turkish intimidation

LAWYERS defending political 
prisoners in Turkey were 
being intimidated and prose¬ 
cuted. especially when they 
tried to complain about al¬ 
leged torture of their clients, 
the Law Society said 
yesterday. 

The lawyers were at great 
risk the society added as 
Ankara pursued its unde¬ 
clared war againsr Kurdish 
separatists. They were “being 
subjected to threats and har¬ 
assment, at least some of 
which comes openly from the 
Turkish authorities", the soci¬ 
ety said in a report by a 
delegation that visited Turkey 


in October. They called on 
ministers to press Turkey to 
honour rights commitments. 

“Two-thirds of the lawyers 
we interviewed... were being 
prosecuted for complaining 
about human rights abuses.” 
Louise Christian, a solicitor 
with the delegation, said. 

Fourteen Turkish lawyers 
had been arrested since the 
delegation returned to Britain.

Chinese still talk business

China’s ambassador to Lon¬ 
don, said: “Wedo'not want to 
see differences over Hong 
Kong affect our trade 
relations" 

Mr Ma spoke as both sides 
began a regular tbree-day 
meeting in London of the 
liaison group. “Problems over 
the future of the colony are 
outside the control of business 
groups," Mr Ma said as he 
detailed road, rail, air and sea 
projects planned by China. 

Tlie Government wants to 
continue talks with Peking, 
but so far there has been no 


response from the Chinese.

A WOMAN with breast can¬ 
cer paid an IS-year-oId to kill 
her and persuaded him to tty 
again when his first attempt 
failed, police in Illinois said. 
The woman, Susan Potempa, 
50. was found dead in her 
family home at Summit. Illi¬ 
nois, on November 26. She 
had been strangled and beat¬ 
en with a blunt instrument. 

The police have arrested 
Reginald Williams, unem¬ 
ployed, alleging that he was 
paid $2,100 (El.400) by 
Potempa to kill her. “She 
wanted to end her life because 
she was ill,” Jack O’Malley, 
the Stare Attorney, said. 

Police officers say Mr Wil¬ 
liams killed POtempa at her 
request during the Thanks giv¬ 
ing weekend when her hus¬ 
band and son were away at a 
football game in Detroit. They 
allege he first tried to strangle 
her, but left her unconscious 
and alive. 

Potempa, the police claim, 
recovered consciousness and 
climbed into her car to try to 
find her assailant After ask¬ 
ing various people where he 
was. she discovered him eat¬ 
ing a hamburger at a local 
diner and urged him to return 
to her house and fry again, the 
police say. 

In the second attack 
Potempa was struck on the 
head with a heavy object 
probably an electric drill, ac¬ 
cording to Mr O'Malley. Her 
body was discovered by her 
husband in the garage. 

The dead woman had left 
notes in the house indicating 
that she had committed sui¬ 
cide but a post-mortem ex¬ 
amination proved she had 
been killed. Mr Williams at¬ 
tracted the attention of police 
after he bought a new car and 
stereo equipment for cash. 
They persuaded a friend of his 
to wear a hidden microphone 
and he was arrested last 
Saturday after police allegedly 
heard him describe the killin g 
of Potempa and speak of the 
money he was paid. 

The authorities believe the 
dead woman's family knew 
nothing about the alleged 
suicide-murder plot and say 
they have no idea how she 
came into contact with Mr 
Williams, who was on parole 
after being convicted of 
burglary.

Hubble successes leave 
earthlings stariy-eyed

THE mission to repair the Hubble 
spaa telescope is surpassing all the 
expectations of Nasa ami the Euro¬ 
pean Space Agency. Each day sees a 
new piece of equipment almost 
flawlessly installed by Endeavour's 
seven-person crew. 

Early yesterday Story Musgrave 
and Jeffrey Hoffman removed a 
camera the size of a baby grand 
piano and replaced it with an 
upgraded version containing a coin- 
sized mirror. 

The improved wide field planetary 
camera, which cost approximately 
$100 million (£67.5 million], will give 
astronomers near but panoramic 
views of the heavens. The additional 
minor will help focus light on the 
camera by compensating for the 
telescope’s flawed, primary mirror. 

Mission control told the astro¬ 
nauts: "Every day it is becoming 
more and more like ‘can you top 
this 7" 

After the new camera was in¬ 
stalled, Endeavour's 50 ft robot arm 
carried the two astronauts to the top 
of die four-storey telescope where 
they replaced two faulty magnetome¬ 
ters, devices that sense the Earth’s 
magnetic field to help keep die 


Peking: Planes and ships are 
forbidden from travelling directly 
between China and Taiwan, but 
experts say fiuOOO unidentified 
flying objects have made fee firfo 
the Xinhua news agency said.

The successful progression of the 
11-day mission, which yesterday 
readied the halfway stage, appears to 
be making the crew more relaxed. 

“Do not forget Sox, tin afraid of 
heights.” quipped Dr Musgrave to 
Kenneth Bowersox, who was operat¬ 
ing the robot arm from the shuttle 
cockpit. 

Five out of the mission's seven 
main goals have now been achieved 
by the astronauts, including replac¬ 
ing faulty arrays, gyroscopes, fuses 
and electrical units. The main re¬ 
maining goals are to install the kqr 


corrective optics, and one of two 
electronic drives for the solar arrays. 

Three out of five secondary gods, 
including replacing some fuse plugs 
and other electrical devices, have also 
been met. All that remains in this 
category is installing a new processor 
for Hubble's computer, and a switch 
for a device called the ultraviolet fight 
detector. 

Today Kathryn Thornton and Tom 
Akers, ter follow space walker, will 
leave Endeavour's air lock in the 
early hours of the. morning for 
possibly the most crucial pan of the 
mission. They are scheduled to slide 
out from the telescope's bare a device 
called the high speed photometer and 
replace it with Costar, a £50 million 
telephone-kiosk sized unit 

Costar, built by Ball Aerospace of 
Boulder. Colorado, has tiny 
motorised m ir r o rs which will refocus 
the fight from Hubbles faulty main 
mirror onto several key instruments. 
Installing Costar is the main goal of 
the space agencies, and if this is 
achieved h will mean that Nasa can 
pronounce the Endeavour mission a 
complete success. 

The final celebrations will come 
two months from now, after ground 
controllers have conducted fine-tun¬ 
ing of instruments using radio 
commands.

WHILE Dr Story Musgrave 
was replacing the wide-field 
planetary camera, half an eye 
was cocked on the horizon in 
case a disc-shaped craft 
hoved into view.

“I’ve got nothing to lose. 

While I'm circling around 
out there I try whatever ways 
1 can to get them to come 
down here and get me" said 
Dr Musgrave 58, a surgeon 
who lists his hobbies as 
parachuting, scuba diving 
and literary criticism. 

“You know. I’m a realist 
The probabilities are incredi¬ 
bly slim. But the greatest 
thing that I could do is to 
have something come down 
out from there and go take a 
space ride with them," said 

Dr Musgrave. who dropped 
out of school in 1953 to join 
the Marines. 

The astronaut who joined 
Nasa in 1967 and made his 
first shuttle space walk ten 
years ago, admitted to being 


terrified during • the 
17,000 mph lift-off into orbit 
“You don't get a nice sound in 
there when ifs 137 decibels. 
You shake, rattle and roll and 
I’m scared to death,” he said 
during a recent drip to British 
Aerospace in Bristol to study 
the Hubble replacement so¬ 
lar arrays. 

To distract turn. Dr Mus¬ 
grave wears a little mirror on 
bis wrist which, be admitted, 
breaks Nasa rales. Itallows 
him to look out of the 
shuttle’s back window and 
see the flames pouring from 
the craft’s booster rockets.

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America admits 
to 252 secret 
nuclear tests

AS PART of the biggest 
declassification of secret Cold 
War military documents yet, 
the Clinton Administration 
admitted yesterday that Amer¬ 
ica earned out 252 secret 
midear tests over a period of 
30 years at its test site in 
Nevada and in the Pacific 
Ocean. 

The number of secret tests is 
much larger than defence 
experts had previously esti¬ 
mated. and it accounts for 
about one fifth of the total 
nudear tests undertaken. Of 
the secret explosions, 204 took 
place at the official test site in 
Nevada and the remainder in 
the Pacific The last test took 
place in 1990. 

The news was made public 
by Hazel O’Leary, the Energy 
Secretary, who said that the 
release of the test data was the 
start of a process to release 
hundreds of classified docu¬ 
ments about America’s 
nudear weapons programme. 

Among the most controver¬ 
sial documents expected to be 
released at some stage are 
papers that include informa¬ 
tion on experiments on 
humans who were exposed to 
plutonium radiation more 
than 40 years ago. 

"We are declassifying the 


largest amount of information 
in tiie history of the Depart¬ 
ment of Energy”, Ms O’Leary 
told a news conference. She 
promised that her department 
would in future be more 
forthcoming on meeting re¬ 
quests under the Freedom of 
Information Act, which allows 
Americans access to non-das- 
sified government documents 

The process had been dis¬ 
couraged by the previous Ad¬ 
ministration, whose policy it 
had been to release documents 
only after extensive, and fre¬ 
quently expensive, legal 
procedures. 

Ms O’Leary said that the 
new policy was part of 
process of “overhauling our 
Gold War policies”. Her an¬ 
nouncement came a day after 
President Clinton said be 
would consider a plan to de¬ 
target America’s nuclear mis¬ 
siles away from installations 
in Russia and towards the 
oceans, in what amounts to yet 
another symbol of increasing 
dfetente in military relations 
between America and Russia. 

Ms O’Leary said that the 
secret tests had been intended 
to mislead the Soviet Union 
about the nature and extent of 
America’s nudear weapons 
programme.

in conclusive result The Peo¬ 
ple’s Action Movement, the 
ruling party, won four seats in 
the tiny legislature So did the 
main opposition Labour Par¬ 
ty. The outgoing government 
of Dr Kennedy Simmon ds, 
however, was able to count on 
the vote of the one member 
elected for the Nevis Reforma¬ 
tion Party, whereas Labour 
could not enlist the support of 
the other two independents. 

In the drcumstances. Sir 
Clement AnindeQ. the Gover¬ 
nor. invited Dr Simntonds to 
continue in power.

THERE comes a moment in 
the life of most ageing Holly¬ 
wood actresses when the party 
invitations stop arriving, the 
leading roles evaporate and 
even the plastic surgeons 
begin running out of options.

FELIX Houphouet-Boigny, 
Africa's longest-serving presi¬ 
dent. died yesterday in his 
home town. leaving a power 
vacuum that many fear may 
lead to ethnic violence in the 
Ivory Coast. 

United Nations workers 
and expatriates have been 
stocking up on food and water 
and practising evacuation 
drills in anticipation of Mr 
Houphouei-Boi gnys death. 
He had fought a long battle 
with prostate cancer. 

Mr Houphouet-Boigny was 
thought to be aged SS. but his 
actual birthdate was un¬ 
known. He had spent 50 years 
at the head of the former 
French colony’s politics and 33 
years as president. 

Ivory Coast has been held 
up as a model of economic 
success and stability in Africa, 
but Mr Houphouet-Boigny's 
refusal to name a successor 
raises the possibility of strife 
between ethnic rivals squab¬ 
bling over the succession. 

Alassane Outtara, the 
Prime Minister, wept as he 
announced the president's 
death in a television address. 
“In these terrible hours for the 
country, we feel for the sor¬ 
rows of his family and we cry. 
all of us. with them, for our 
great, lost leader." he said. 

Mr Houphouet-Boigny is 
likely to be buried in the 
Basilica of Our Lady of Peace, 
built at crippling cost to the 
country, at Yamoussoukro, his 
birthplace. 

Henri Konan-Bedie, the 
parliamentary Speaker, is 
considered favourite to suc¬ 
ceed to the presidency. His 
biggest challenge comes from 
Mr Outtara.

Cruises for the curious 
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V enice is miraculous at any time. 
It is miraculous even, or per¬ 
haps especially, after an early 
morning departure from Garwick 
musing a mammoth hangover from 
an all-night party. 

It was not the best way to begin a 
cruise, particularly a Swan HeUenic 
one which is far removed from a 
knees-up job with shipboard activities 
centred upon deck games and discos. 
This was to be an educational experi¬ 
ence. with a full complement of 
historians, archaeologists and other 
academics to tell us about the places 
we would visit and what might have 
happened there centuries earlier. 
From Troy to Thuddides, from the 
Crusades to Gallipoli, it was to be a 
14-day history lesson. 

Having never been on a cruise 
before, I was a tittle apprehensive. 
However it soon became clear that 
nothing was compulsory. Instead of 
attending shipboard lectures, you 
could have them relayed to your cabin 
or ignore them altogether — although 
they were so good I seldom did that. 

It was also a relief to recognise that, 
for the most part, my fellow passen¬ 
gers were good eggs, humorous and 
gregarious, interesting people with an 
interest in what they were seeing but 
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Delphi: regarded by some as the centre of the earth 
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Enjoy a little culture 
and some serious 
wining, dining 
and relaxation 


not prepared to let culture interfere 
with the serious business of wining, 
dining, sunbathing and swimming. 

There were daily ports of rail, 
sometimes more than one. at which 
most of us went ashore not out of a 
sense of duty but because there was 
invariably something worth seeing 
and a guide worth following. 

From Venice we sailed down the 
Adriatic to Rimini and Ravenna, 
along the Dalmatian coast and past 
Albania, then still a dosed country, to 
Corfu. From there it was through the 
Corinth Canal, after an overland visit 
to Delphi, on to Crete and Rhodes, 
and northwards up the Turkish coast, 
with memorable stopovers at Troy 
and Ephesus. 

More recent reminders of man’s 
appetite for war were evoked as we 
moved through the Dardanelles and 
across the Sea of Marmara to the 


great dusty mosques of Istanbul. 
About turn and back across the 
Aegean, through clusters of islands to 
Athens, the penultimate day of the 
voyage spent amid the haunted ruins 
of Delos, the birthplace of Apollo. 

In a fortnight we could hardly have 
hoped to see and learn more." inter¬ 
spersed with plenty of excellent 
browsing and sluicing, and recover¬ 
ing from our sightseeing exertions on 
beautiful, secluded beaches. But per¬ 
haps my most plangent memory is of 
an evening in Dubrovnik which, even 
under its then communist rulers, was 
bright, lively and filled with good 
shops and restaurants. 

After an excellent meal we were 
accosted by a complete stranger who 
asked us where we came from. On 
learning that we were English, he 
insisted that we come back to his 
house where he plied us with drink 
and protested, to an almost embar¬ 
rassing degree, his love and admira¬ 
tion for Britain. As we sat on his 
balcony, looking down through the 
frets on the lovely old city, it would 
have been utterly impossible to fore¬ 
see the murderous nightmare that 
was to overtake his country.

I t IS announced in The rimes 
today that there will be a 
memorial service at Westmin¬ 
ster Abbey for Les Dawson, 
comedian, who died in June. 

* Abbey memorial services are no 
longer confined to royalty, senior 
parliamentarians, high achievers 
in the arts, field marshals and other 
such eminences. Last summer 
there was a service at the abbey in 
memory of Bobby Moore, OBE, 
captain of the English World Cup 
winning team in 1966 (he was 
capped 108 times* and West Ham 
l/nited. The Dean of Westminster, 
Michael Mayne. who 
conducted the service, 
says that Moore was a 
great national figure 
who excelled in a 
great national sport 
“and I thought it right 
that such greatness 
should be recognised 
here. He had made a 
distinguished contri¬ 
bution to the life of the 
nation." 

All memorial ser¬ 
vices are services of 
thanksgiving and. 
these days, are usual¬ 
ly cheerful and heart- 
ening rather than sad * 
and mournful. Mr Mayne sees

general (for administ ration , fi¬ 
nance and protocol) Admiral Snow 
makes the arrangements for all 
special sendees of which, in an 
average year, eight will be memori¬ 
al services.

them as “public affirmations of the 
uniqueness and the value of the 
deceased 's life. The death may have 
left a feeling of unfinished business. 
The service can bring a welcome 
sense of completion. There should 
be a penitential note. If the gap 
between the funeral and the memo¬ 
rial service is long enough — it 
should be some months rather than 
weeks — then there is time to see 
the life in perspective.” 

The dean believes that “good 
liturgy is also good theatre”. All 
church services are, in some de¬ 
gree. productions.

| he abbeys most theatrical 
service in recent years was 
for Laurence Olivier in 
1989.

St James'S. Piccadilly, are less 
grand. The rector. Donald Reeves, 
tikes to meet die family two or three 
times after the funeral to plan the 
sendee: “I help them to mourn but 
the meetings make it possible for 
me to ceil them when the mourning 
should stop.” 

A! his very impressive service in 
thanksgiving for the life of Dame 
Freya Stark in September extracts 
from her books were read with 
proper relish by John Julius Nor¬ 
wich; travel writer Colin Thubron 
gave an address of high literary 
merit and only very' occasionally 
needed to look down at his notes; 
and, throughout the service, a 
handsome, sculpted head of Dame 
Freya, set on a pedestal by the

in advance what their wishes are. 
Peter Fleming, traveller, author, 
contributor to The Times and Strut 
of The Spectator, put ten dear 
instructions on one sheet of paper 
fair years before he died in 1971. 
When, after his death, the envelope 
was opened, it was found that the 
first instruction read: “Unless lost 
at sea or otherwise unavailable 1 
would like to be buried at St 
Bartholomew's, Nettlebed.” The 
seventh was: "The question of a 
Memorial Service I leave to my 
family." 

Later he added a helpful note 
saying: “If diere is a memorial 
service, 1 would like it to be at die 
Guards Chapel; the parking facili¬ 
ties are unrivalled.” 


Dangers of a 
12-hour day 


S o glad to hear the Treasury 
is doing its bit for family 
values. The Treasury Gra¬ 
de. the Permanent Secretary, Sir 
Terry Burns, has for the time 
being assumed a cosily human 
shape and instructed the troops 
to stop working so hard and start 
getting themselves home at a 
decent hour. The man deserves a 
viscountcy, at least 
Don’t misunderstand me.

asked for none of it Of course he 
wasnx since it was all the 
detailed stuff that nobody thinks 
to ask until they have had a week 
to digest the Budget, but officials 
had bunged it all in just in case.

No. the 
average boss now is a man or 
woman who knows it is safe to 
say to any valued employee who 
has just asked to go home early: 
“If you can’t stand the heat, get 
out of the kitchen.” There amt no 
cooler kitchen to go to. so if the 
boss stays late, you stay late, too. 
Even the Jobsworths have started 
turning into Stakhanovites. 

It is easy to see how the 
Treasury developed its culture of 
macho workaholism. All those 
who go there and aspire to 
become senior officials regard 
themselves as frightfully clever, 
and frightfully diligent, and it is 
vital for their progress that 
everybody else sees them in the 
same fight The simplest way to 
demonstrate both qualities is to 
stay late in the office, producing 
endless documents for ministers 
which make a mockery of the 
term "briefing". First one home’s 
a cissy — and dial goes as much 
for the 45 per cent of women who 
work there as for the 55 per cent 
of men who set the tone. 

Eventually, since a few people 
there are as clever as they think 
they are. it was noticed that these 
elephantine briefings were a 
waste of everybody’s time. For 
the Budget before this one. for 
example, the briefing notes occu¬ 
pied two volumes so heavy that 
the official responsible for getting 
them over to the House nearly 
did his back in. Needless to say, 
he had put in an awful lot of extra 
hours tagging key pages so he 
could find foe information he 
might be asked for. but he was 


of its staff working 11-hour days. 
Eleven hours? You'll find plenty 
of lawyers and merchant bankers 
who, however ready they are to 
admit that their own working 
days are crazy, secretly look 
down on those who work a mere 
11 hours as amateurs.

We are disaffected because we are 
bored, and. last week, a banner began to un¬ 
furl behind which we would have been thril¬ 
led to march, and then it was furled again. It 
is not that we want justice, or even revenge, 
we just want to have fun. we want to form 
fours and whistle Tipperary in descant to our 
rhythmic hobnails, to make hig maps and 
stick little coloured flags in them, to honk 
Klaxons, vault fences and flash big torches. 
10 debrief one another over enamelled mugs 
of rummy tea. In short a bit of National 
Service would do us the world of good. 



Questions of both 
Church and State 

George Austin, Archdeacon of York, 
asks if Charles can be trusted a gain_ 


T en years ago. Prince Charles and 
Lady Diana Spencer exchanged 
solemn vows before God in their 
fairy-tale wedding, promising lifelong 
faithfulness to one another. It was a 
fairy-tale which, as we now know, 
quickly went sour. If the stories are true 
(and they , have never been denied, as 
surely they would had they been false, if 
only for the sake of the Parker-Bowles 
family), then Charles quickly began to 

break these vows, and did so persistently 

until the separation a year ago- There is 
no thing uncommon in tins in the 1990s. 
and for that matter it is nothing new in 

the history of die monar- __ 

dhy. One king prevented 
his wile from entering 
Westminster Abbey for 
his coronation, and an¬ 
other went to meet his 
Maker with mistress and 

wife by die death-bed. 

At his coronation. 

Charles would again be _ 

asked to make solemn 
vows to God to be faithful to his calling 
as monarch. The question certainly 
needs at least to be asked (if only now be¬ 
cause the matter has been brought into 
the public domain by media stories, now 
denied, of comments by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury): if his attitude to his vows 
of matrimony was so cavalier, has he the 
right to be trusted in this second solem¬ 
nity? The answer of course may be that 
the nation would trust him to do this, 
that attitudes to morality — and to mat¬ 
rimony — have so changed that the idea 
of fidelity is outdated. 

Even the Church no longer speaks 
with die same authority or unaniminity 
it enjoyed, say. at the abdication crisis in 
1936. But trust once broken, is hard to 
restore, though at a coronation service 
an Archbishop of Canterbury would be 
required to assume iL Even if the 
Church were to change its fairly rigid 
attitude to remarriage after divorce, it 
would not be likely to give blanket 
approval There would be conditions, 
and certainly grave doubts if an adulter¬ 
ous relationship had begun almost 
before die honeymoon was over. 

Of course for the Christian there is 
always the possibility of repentance and 
forgiveness. No sin is too great to be

redeemed. If the heir to the throne is an 
adulterer, then God would fully meet his 
penitence. But there is still a price to pay 

for those in public life. If I. as 
Archdeacon of York, fiddled die books 
or cheated on ray wife, penitence for my 
acts would lead to redemption; but I 
would feel duty-bound to resign from 
my archdeaconry because I would have 
betrayed the trust people had put in me. 
It may be that Prince Charles has gone 
too far for that same trust to be restored. 

Of course there is no vacancy at 
present, and if the Queen follows her 
mothers longevity. Charles will be well 
into his seventies before 

- he succeeds. Time may 
have healed wounds, or 
have persuaded him ttiat 
the monarchy could well 
jump a generation. If 
there were to be a recon¬ 
ciliation between the 
Prince and Princess, we 
woud be in a new situa- 

- tion. Marriag es do pass 
through difficulties, and the strength of 
a good one is gained because the 
partners have worked at making it so. 

But accession to the throne is not the 
only problem. The monarch is Supreme 
Governor of the Church of England, and 
on moving appointments the clergy 
must declare an oath of allegiance to the 
Queen. If a divorced Charles — or 
worse, a divorced and remarried 
Charles — were king, it would raise 
serious problems for many of the more 
traditional clergy in swearing their 
allegiance. There is a deeper question 
here, about the relevance in any event of 
such a requirement on the clergy. 

Its origins lie in the 16th century , 
when pope and king were in conflict for 
the loyalty of both Church and nation. 
To demand what was in effect an oath of 
obedience from the dergy was to enforce 
their own theological and political 
loyalty. The relevance of this today in 
either Church or Stas is obscure, to say 
the least Perhaps there is a heaven-sent 
opportunity in the present controversy to 
remove it altogether. Bui more to toe 
point it gives Prince Charles a chance to 
recognise that his behaviour raises 
questions not only about his own role 
but about the monarchy's very survival. 


After three fiascos in foreign affairs, Clinton is rebuilding his presidency on three negotiated successes 


S ome time ago. a European 
foreign minister politely asked 
toe American Secretary of State 
for news of his “policy”. The 
creature had not yet been seen in public. 
There were some who doubted its birth. 
"My policy”, said Warren Christopher 
unnervmgly. “is to support my presi¬ 
dent’s domestic agenda.” 

Since then, Mr Christopher has been 
as good as his word. He has tested to 
destruction the theory that a secretary of 
sate need not be charismatic to be 
effective. But the polity to which he 
referred is at least moving out of 
incubation. It has even been seen 
cradled in the President's arms. 

Any visitor to Washington is made 
aware that Mr Christopher was not jok¬ 
ing. There are too many signs of a Gib¬ 
bon esque decline and fall at the heart of 
the new world empire for that. Foreign 
policy is not central to the Clinton presi¬ 
dency. What is central is the search for 
social and economic order at home. 

Yet ask those close to Bill Clinton to 
name what are called the “three thorns” 
of his first year of office and they reel off 
Bosnia. Somalia and Haiti. Foreign pol¬ 
icy may not be central, but it is tele¬ 
visual. When it goes right, as George 
Bush found in Kuwait popularity soars. 
When it goes wrong, as Mr Clinton 
found in Somalia in October, popularity 
plummets. Home-based troubles are 
drawn out, and intractable. Foreign 
ones are instant offering death or glory 
on the nail. 

In November 1992, Mr Clinton boast¬ 
ed that his foreign policy, unlike that of 
President Bush, would be based on a 
"disciplined, aggressive approach" 
which would help him avoid spending 
all his time “waiting for a problem to 
explode”. There would be dear criteria 
for foreign intervention. After Cold War 
would come hot peace. A year on. there 
is no such plan, though a draft is wafting

between the State department and the 
White House. Instead the President 
finds himself plagued by the same crisis 
management he promised to avoid. 
America was supposed to get out of 
Somalia long ago. It is still there. To Bos¬ 
nia's emissaries Mr Clinton promised 
air attacks on Serbia and a lifting of the 
arms embargo. He has delivered nei¬ 
ther. To Haiti’s oppressed citizens he 
promised the return of democracy. He 
backed off at the first sign of trouble. Mr 
Clinton is now said to be a wiser man. 

The year 1993 has seen American 
policy race through the complete Hegeli¬ 
an sequence of thesis, anti-thesis and 
(possibly) synthesis. From Cold War to 
new world order was easy. Having led 
toe triumph over communism. America 
offered toe planet its military and moral 
supremacy. The role of world policemen 
was for the taking. After Kuwait. Ameri¬ 
can muscles bulged beneath the blue 
uniform of toe United Nations. The UN 
underwent a media apotheosis. Now 
surely the world would behave. 

That was way back in toe mists of 
time, toe start of 1993. The world has re¬ 
fused to behave, it has run riot There 
are 35 wars, give or take a dozen, classi¬ 
fied by the LHM. Warlords say boo to the 
American goose. The anti-thesis was 
shortlived. Where now is the synthesis? 

Unless my eyes are deceiving me. I 
think I can at last discern one emerging 
from the Washington fog. There is Sub- 
Stance in the “three crowns” to set beside 
the three thorns: the Pacific-rim confer¬ 
ence in Seattle, toe North American Free 
Trade Agreement (Nafia). and this 
week's hoped-for completion of Gatt.

These are toe real symbols of the Presi¬ 
dent’s new strategy: after military secur¬ 
ity must come world economic security. 

American growth over the past two 
years far outstripped Europe’s. The en¬ 
gine of this growth has been trade with¬ 
in the Americas and with toe Far East 
Mr Clinton knows that promoting this 
trade is the key to finding more jobs for 
Americans. He has changed his mind 
here. As Prince Hal he may have flat¬ 
tered toe protectionist lobbies that be¬ 
sieged the Democratic Party during the 
campaign; but today he turns them 
away with a curt, “Presume not that I 
am toe thing I was". Experience of both 
Nafta and Gatt has convinced him that 
this is a crusade in which America must 
take a lead. NaftaVGatt is the new Nato. 

Yet economic diplomacy shifts atten¬ 
tion away from the regions of nuclear 
diplomacy. Diplomats may say to 
worried Europeans that “more attention 
to toe Pacific does not mean less to the 
Atlantic”: realists say this is rubbish. 
Growth in transpacific trade now ex¬ 
ceeds transatlantic growth. China's 
economy has grown 15 per cent in each 
of the past two years. This is where 
American investment is booming. 


The brief spat with China over human 
rights in Seattle was sincere but not 
significant Nor is Mr Clinton’s new 
China policy merely commercial. Korea 
is the new horror threatening to test his 
crisis management a million troops 
ready to rerun the Korean war. Wash¬ 
ington needs Peking’s help as a restrain¬ 
ing hand and needs it badly. 

A nd Europe? Europe is seen in 
Washington as either compla¬ 
cent or a mess. At very least it 
can be taken for granted. The 
foreign ministries of Europe may have 
watched Mr Clinton flounder in his 
early days with some smugness. But 
Europe’s Maastricht introversion while 
Yugoslavia burned will not be forgotten. 
Its petty protectionism is still plaguing 
Gatt. Its reluctance to trade with former 
communist states retards their recovery. 
Last week at the Nato* summit. 
America studiously supported Russia in 
its reluctance to see Nato members 
advancing right to its borders. If the 
former Warsaw-pact countries are so 
worried about Russia as to want to 
become full members of Nato. Western 
Europe can calm them down. America's 
Europe policy now centres on Russia. 
Russian democracy and internal sec¬ 
urity are the priority. 

Next month. Mr Clinton begins the 
first of three visits to Europe in 1994. 
He has made some European friends, 
notably with the German Chancellor, 
Helmut Kohl, but relations with France 
remain Gatt-locked. Relations with John 
Major arc cool, not just because of 
the apparent partisanship towards Mr 


Bush at the election, but also because of 
Mr Major’s excuse for not supporting 
Mr Cfinton over Bosnia: that he “could 
not sustain his government” if he did so. 
It was not an excuse Washington heard 
from Lady Thatcher. 

But Europe will have cards to play. As 
yet another American President inches 
his way along toe learning curve, ever 
more questions will be asked. What is 
meant by Mr Christopher's new "part¬ 
nership for peace" under Nato? Where 
stand the old guarantees, the nuclear 
umbrella, die long-term commitment of 
American troops in Europe? As for that 
campaign promise of a clear plan for 
intervention, total confusion reins — or 
at least total public opinion. 

That opinion, say the cynics, is like 
the Duke of York. Television and the 
press march toe marines up to the top 
of the interventionist hill, watch a few 
get shot and promptly marches them 
down again. America says it has no in¬ 
tention of staging another Somalian 
intervention, for instance in Angola or 
Armenia. Somalia has led Mr Clinton to 
retreat even from his commitment to 
send 20.000 “peacekeepers" to the 
former Yugoslavia. But does that mean 
America will never intervene anywhere? 
How might a South Korean, let alone 
a Pole or an Estonian, feel just now? 
Must they be starving before CNN 
calls in toe marines? Or merely threa¬ 
tened? Or must “American interests” 
be threatened too? The new diplomacy of 
world trade leaves these questions 
hanging. 

I believe no American President can 
prevent foreign affairs dominating his 
life. Even without a Cold War, Mr Clin¬ 
ton is still condemned to trial by over¬ 
seas emergencies. By these drumbeats 
does the world judge his firmness of 
purpose. Their rhythm is at least 
familiar. But their message is still 
uncertain.

Com¬ 
mittal proceedings will be held 
on December 20. 

The former factory worker

a king need not be a model husband 
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■ In the year since the separation of the Prince 
and Pnncess of Wales, there has been spec¬ 
ulation among churchmen about the dam¬ 
age their personal misfortune might cause 
5* mormrehy. The public position of the 
Church has been to support the heir to the 
throne. In private, however, some church¬ 
men have argued that the moral authority of 
the monarchy has been dangerously dimin- 
ished. Yesterday, the Archdeacon of York, 
f the Venerable George Austin, made these 
■ fears public, alleging that the break-up of the 
rqyal marriage had weakened Prince 
Charles’s claim to the succession. 

Mr Austin develops his attack on the page 
opposite, basing his stance on allegations 
still unproven, that the prince has conducted 
an adulterous affair throughout his mar¬ 
riage. He does not and could not, claim that 
immoral behaviour bars an heir from the 
throne. He concludes rather that a man who 
insincerely makes marriage vows and 
breaks those vows throughout his married 
life cannot be trusted to keep the vows of his 
coronation. This so-called “moral argu¬ 
ment”. whatever the nature of the Prince’s 
behaviour in marriage, is mischievous, 
atfallatious. aggressive in language and 
^ wholly regrettable. 

Mr Austin invites the prince’s future sub¬ 
jects to question his succession to the throne 
on the grounds that “there is a price to pay 
for those in public life”. In so doing, he con¬ 
fuses the respective public roles of king and 
politician. An MP found to be unfaithful to 
his wife is guilty of hypocrisy if he has cam¬ 
paigned for family values: in a more general 
sense, it may also be argued that his deceit 
makes him unworthy of the public’s trust 
Rarely can a politician’s public life be wholly 
held distinct from his private conduct 
A king, in contrast is not elected or held 
accountable to a manifesto. He is a symbol 
of nationhood and history rather than the 
spokesman of a moral position. His au¬ 
thority flows from popular allegiance to an 
institution rather than trust in an individual. 
Although such allegiance can be be threat¬ 
ened by poor private conductthe presump¬ 
tion that a king should be, as a matter of 
prime importance, a moral exemplar to the 
nation is a comparatively weak and recent 
one. 

Medieval thinkers employed the concept 
of a “king's two bodies” to divide the mon¬ 
arch’s fallible, physical self from his role as 


an idealistic symbol of the realm. Only since 
Victorian times has there grown the much 
less subtle notion of the royal family as a 
group of paragons. It can. be argued that a 
new sovereign's moral authority in dealings 
with his governments might be weaker if his 
personal life were tarnished. But much else 
can damage such relationships. There is no 
issue of principle here: 

Mr Austin’s equivalence of coronation 
and marriage vows is cruder still. The 
Prince’s vow of marriage was a public 
witness before God of a private commitment 
to his wife. A pledge of sexual fidelity is not 
the same as a pledge to serve a nation. A 
man whose marriage falters does not ipso 
facto become untrustworthy or in competent 
Ross Perot attempted to argue that point — 
but that was in the rough and tumble of an 
American presidential election in which it 
was dearly and rightly rejected. The 
Hussites of the fifteenth century made 
similar claims — also for their own political 
rather than moral ends. 

To recognise with dignity that a relation¬ 
ship has failed often requires great honesty 
and reserves of character. Marital fidelity is i 
an important part of the Church’s teaching. 

It is a fonn of loyalty rightly valued by 
Christianity. But it is not a value overcoming 
all others. Mr Austin’s contention here is 
idiosyncratic to say the least 

For many, this debate over the monarch's 
role as supreme governor of the Church will 
strengthen the case for disestablishment 
Although the Act of Settlement requires only 
that the sovereign be a communicant 
Anglican, the Royal Marriages Act limits 
considerably the monarch’s freedom to 
marry, divorce or remarry. As The Times 
has argued in the past the repeal of that 
archaic law would strengthen the monarchy 
and liberate it from controversy. 

But the moral argument is as important as 
constitutional minutiae. In all that he has 
done in recent years. Prince Charles has 
demonstrated a determination to subordi¬ 
nate his personal life to the interests of the 
nation. Even his unhappy marriage can be 
seen as an attempt to fulfil public expecta¬ 
tions of him as heir to the throne. The 
misfortunes of the prince’s private life have 
been a regrettable chapter in the history of 
the monarchy: but they are an unjust 
unreliable and unconstitutional test of his 
fitness to rule.

SET SUNDAY FREE 

MPs have a chance tonight to support the liberty of the citizen 


Tonight members of Parliament will vote on 
a measure which would hugely improve the 
ordinary lives of about two-thirds of their 
constituents and make no difference to the 
remaining third. Put like that, deregulation 
of Sunday trading should pass without a 
hitch. But it has become a subject on which 
many MPs have separated themselves from 
the stated wishes of their constituents. 

In the past 12 national opinion polls, 
roughly 65 per cent of respondents have 
expressed the desire for shops to be open on 
Sundays: not surprisingly, since full-time 
workers are denied the chance to shop 
within the law for a foil 50 per cent of their 
.. leisure time. The boring chores of life all 
have to be crammed into one day of the 
week, Saturday. It is all very well for some 
men to claim "that Sunday should be kept 
special: but working women who also have a 
family to organise rarely have the luxury of 
doing nothing for half their weekend. 
Dealing with the necessities neglected 
during the week takes more than one day. 

Sunday opening, either totally or partially 
deregulated would greatly enhance the ease 
with which these people lead their lives. 
And, crucially, it would make no difference 
to the one-third of the population who want 
to keep their Sundays special They would 
fc still be free to go to church and refrain from 
shopping. If they are shop assistants 
themselves, they would not be forced to work 
against their will. The difference is that the 
state would no longer insist that other people 


refrain from shopping, against their will, on 
the same day. 

An extra day of opening would not cost 
jobs. Even the shopworkers’ union, Usdaw. 
now backs the partial deregulation option to 
be put before MPs tonight, which allows 
small shops to open when they like but 
restricts big shops to six hours between 
10am and 6pm. Present and future workers 
would be protected from enforced Sunday 
working. Many more people would be able 
to earn extra money by filling in on a Sunday 
for those with Sabbatarian views. 

Nor are small shops threatened. They do 
not compete directly with supermarkets. 
They cater for the convenience trade, for 
those who want to pick up the odd pint of 
mflk or forgotten ingredient for Sunday 
lunch. Most of their Sunday business takes 
place in the morning, before supermarkets 
open, when customers buy a few goods 
along with their newspapers. Shopkeepers 
should decide their opening hours on the 
basis of demand from their customers and 
their own individual preferences: their 
decision should not be the concern of the 
criminal justice system. 

The question before MPs is not whether 
some people should continue to observe 
different habits on one day of the week but 
whether the state should force everybody to 
do so. regardless of their beliefs, their 
religion or their family responsibilities. 
Most members profess to believe in liberty. 
Tonight is their chance to prove that they do.

Sir, I first became involved in the 
arguments about shop hours when ! 
was editing Which? in 1974. Research 
we did then showed that the law was 
ludicrously complicated and widely 
flouted and that large numbers of 
people would have liked to be able to 
shop at times the law forbade — on 
Sundays and after 8pm on weekdays. 

It is a scandal that in a democratic 
' society the situation remains the same 
nearly 20 years later. In spite of all the 
efforts that have been made to liberal¬ 
ise the law, the House of Commons 
has consistently ignored the clearly 
expressed view of the majority of con¬ 
stituents. 

This is, essentially, a libertarian 
issue. Shopping is a morally neutral 
activity. When it takes place should be 
a matter between those involved: con¬ 
senting adults should be free to shop 
when they choose. If shopkeepers 
want to open, shopworkers are pre¬ 
pared to work and customers to buy, 
why should the State prevent them? 

And worst of all. 1 find it repugnant 
that shopkeepers who have decided 
that it does not suit them to open on 
Sunday should try to persuade Parlia¬ 
ment to prevent others from doing so. 

I trust that MPs will see through 
this anti-competitive selfishness and 
vote to put the power to decide when 
shops should open where it should be 
— in the bands of shoppers.

Sir, The spectacle of a major retailer 
pleading to be restrained from trading 
is not tiie least of the anomalies aris¬ 
ing from proposals to re-regulate 
Sunday shopping. 

Stuart Hampson is generous in 
espousing the cause of the elderly, the 
handicapped, those without cars and 
shopworkers. but is misguided in sug¬ 
gesting that there is a socially apo¬ 
calyptic price to be paid for Sunday 
shopping. Sunday shopping is, after 
all what we have at the moment; 
reform of the law — in line with the 
Governments current drive to de¬ 
regulate — merely regularises this 
state of affairs. 

As the longest-standing exponent of 
the only option guaranteed to give 
consumers what they want, the Con¬ 
sumers’ Association has consistently 
argued for total deregulation. It is the 
simplest, the fairest and the cheapest 
option. It is also common sense. The 
current law contains famous anoma¬ 
lies. Re-regulation, along die lines 
promoted by Retailers for Shops Act 
Reform and the Keep Sunday Special 
campaign, would bring in a whole 
new set of anomalies to excite the ad¬ 
miration and amazement of our heirs. 

For instance, the regulatory regime 
espoused by John Lewis would result 
in a small supermarket of 270 sq ft 
being able to stay open all Sunday, 
while nearby premises of 290 sq ft 
would be forced to stay dosed. 
Equally arbitrary and complex would 
be the definitions of goods which may 
be sold: a plug for a drill, used “in the 
construction, repair or decoration” of 
“the structure of the home", could be 
sold legitimately, but not a plug for a 
toaster. Books could be sold by a 
newsagent, but not a bookshop. 
Throughout, the scope for appeal and 
expensive litigation is enormous.

carbon emissions from energy use 
which would flow from retail de¬ 
regulation. We were told that no 
studies had been undertaken within 
government on this mailer. Yet for 
some years now, government has 
been committed to evaluating the 
environmental impacts of all new 
legislation, as part of the move 
towards sustainability. 

We subsequently drew up our own 
estimates from published sources of 
retail energy use (lighting, heating, 
etc). We have concluded that, were 
some 70 per cent of stores to open sev¬ 
en days a week, at least an extra 
500.000 tonnes of carbon would be 
emitted in a year. On top of this figure 
would be the pollution resulting from 
extra traffic. Whilst there is no priraa 
facie reason to believe that there 
would be a significant number of ex¬ 
tra passenger journeys, there is liketv 
to be an increase in freight journeys, 
particularly carrying perishables. 

If MPs are to opt on Wednesday for 
an extension of opening hours, it is 
preferable that they do so in full 
knowledge of its implications for the 
environment.

Surely if you take the premise that

(John Shaw writes). 

It belonged to foie lam Mrs Vera 
Hue-Wffiiams, a penniless Rus¬ 
sian emigrte who married four 
rimes and became a millionaire 
racehorse owner and breeder. 

The other half is in the Hermit¬ 
age Museum of St Petersburg., It 
draws herdsmen resting under a 
tree and is by Abraham Bfoemart 
(1565-1651), a well known Dutch old 
master. 

The painting was done about 
1605 and bought by a Berlin dealer 
in Amsterdam in July 1756. He cut 
it in half, drinking foe two halves 
would seO more readily and they 
were shipped to St Petersburg in 
1763. Later they became separated 
before the right half was returned 
to the Hermitage in 1919.

President of the Ivory Coast 
dled ywterfay aged 
»■ He was bora at 

Yamoussoukro on October 18 . 

1905. 

AN INCONGRUOUS cathedral 
bigger than St Paul’s and only 
slightly smaller than St Pfeter’s 
pnds today in Yamoussoukro, the 
Ivory Coast capital - a doubtful 
monument to the wisdom of Felix 
Houphouet-Boigny, Africa’s long¬ 
est-serving head of state. A latter- 
day Versailles built, in Greco- 
Roman style with nearly 300 Doric 
columns, at the late President’s 
mrthplape 150 miles from Abidjan, 
the Basilica of Our Lady of Peace 
cost an estimated £150 million to 
construct at a time when the 
foreign debt of the Ivory Coast 
stood at £6 billion. It was blessed 
hythe Pope on its completion in 
1989 but was widely regarded as 
perhaps, the Third World’s most 
opulent folly and a poignant sym¬ 
bol of the decline in the judgment of 
the man once one of Africa’s most 
respected and effective leaders. 

Over half-a-century, Felix 
Houp houet-Boigny had’ emerged 
from being the bete noire of the 
French colonial administration in 
West Africa to become, first, the 
darling of the Palais-Bourbon, then 
the leader of the overseas territory 
with the closest and most reward¬ 
ing links with France, eventually 
being known as le vieiuc and le sage 
de Yamoussoukro, the Grand Old 
Man of the francophone African 
and finally of Africa itself. For most 
of his rule, the Ivory Coast 
blossomed as Africa's most vibrant 
and prosperous state, admired in 
the West and on the African 
continent itself. Yet. by the end. 
Houphouet-Boigny's reputation 
was sadly tarnished by die eventu-’ 
al decline in the Ivory Coast’s 
fortunes and the regime's rampant 
corruption. 

For most of his long years in 
power he governed his Eve-million-

Strang West African state, com¬ 
prise of more than 60 tribes, as a 
relatively benevolent dictator: and 
deligh ted in describing himself as a 
Prcrctrer-peasanr. During that 
ume. the Ivory Coast’s cocoa and 
coffee crops were the largest in 
Africa. 

In spite of die trappings of a one* 
party stale Houphouet-Boigny 
basked in the glory of being an 
enlightened leader. In 1986, how- 
cver, when the real prices of cocoa 
and coffee dropped by half, the 
Ivory Coast economy went into 
decline. And over die next five 
years, the elderly President pro¬ 
crastinated rather than enforcing 
austerity measures and failed to 
crackdown on spiralling corrup¬ 
tion. in May 1990. following two 
months of unprecedented student- 
led demonstrations and wide¬ 
spread strikes, he was forced to 
bow to popular pressure and 
authorised the setting up of a multi¬ 
party democracy. 

Felix Houphouet came of a 
prosperous and well connected 
Baoule family and was brought up 
as a Roman Catholic. He added 
Boigny to his name later—a dialect 
word meaning “ram" with the 
connotation of irresistible force. 
From local schools he went cm to 
the medical school at Dakar which 
turned out medecins afiicains for 
French West Africa in three years. 
Armed with what was then the 
highest medical qualification open 
to an African, he returned to his 
own country in 1925 and practised 
medicine there for 15 years. He 
earned a reputation as a healer and 
later attributed his common touch 
to this daily contact with poor 
people and their problems. 

Houphouet-Boigny gave up 
medicine in 1940 in order to lode 
after the family lands. Four years 
later his experiences in forming led 
him to found the Syndicat Agricole 
Africain which organised agrarian 
grievances over forced labour and 
low prices with such popular 
success that he was soon after¬ 


wards elected as a deputy for the 
Ivory Coast in the French Assem¬ 
bly. The overseas deputies were in 
the habit of dividing their support 
between the various left-wing par¬ 
ties in the assembly according to 
their philosophies or the prospects 
of advantage which were offered. 

Houphouet-Boigny allied him¬ 
self at first with die Union 
Rfipublicaine et Ddmocratique de 


la Resistance which was associated 
with die French Communist Party. 
He also played a big part in the 
foundation of the Rassemblement 
DCmocrati que Africain which, with 
communist support, quickly be¬ 
came the main instrument of 
nationalist activity in French tropi¬ 
cal Africa. 

French efforts to curb the activi¬ 
ties of the' RDA were met by 


organised strikes, demonstrations 
and boycotts and early in 1950 a 
warrant was issued for 
Houphouet-Boigny’s arrest. 
Though protected by his immunity 
as a deputy he appeared to waver 
for a time between taking to the 
hills and coming to terms with the 
French authorities. In the end he 
publidy dissociated himself and 
his party from die communists 
both in die French Assembly and 
the Ivory Coast It is unlikely that 
any difficult question of principle 
was involved. He was not a 
Communist by temperament or 
background. He was a Roman 
Catholic. He came from a chiefs 
family rich in plantations. He was 
also a very pragmatic realist 

After switching his support and 
that of the seven RDA deputies to 
the Socialist Party in the French 
Assembly he became the first 
African to be offered a post in die 
French Cabinet He remained a 
minister for the next three years 
and became a dose friend of 
Francois Mitterrand and Guy 
Mollet and he was later to become 
the trusted adviser of General de 
Gaulle. 

He represented France at the 
United Nations and. as a minister 
in de Gaulle'S government he 
toured the French territories in 
Africa with the General to per¬ 
suade them of the advantages of 
opting for self-government within 
the French Community rather than 
complete independence out in the 
cold. 

He led his own country to vote 
decisively for the former in a 
referendum. When Leopold Sen- 
ghor later managed to induce de 
Gaulle to allow the federation of 
Mali to become independent with¬ 
out losing the benefits of the French 
Community, Houphouet-Boigny, 
was understandably vexed at this 
signal change in French policy, and 
eventually followed suit. 

Although his presidential powers 
were considerable and his party 
was the only one allowed, he went 


to some lengths to encourage 
dissidents among the students and 
trade unions to stand for election 
within his party framework, and in 
1969 he staged a series of spectacu¬ 
lar itats gineraux in which his 
opponents were permitted to ex¬ 
press their grievances and dis¬ 
agreements. Despite these liberal 
gestures and an annual growth of 8 
per cent in the country's economy, 
attempts to unseat and assassinate 
him were not lacking. He dealt 
with offenders in a manner calcu¬ 
lated to discourage others — im¬ 
prisoning or exiling them. He was 
faced with a paradox: to keep the 
country's economic momentum 
going he had to push ahead as 
quickly as possible with developing 
a trained and educated elite. Yet it 
was from within this elite that the 
dissenters flourished. 

In placing economic develop¬ 
ment before all else. Houphouet- 
Boigny was backed all the way by 
successive French governments 
which saw him, rightly, as a man 
they could rely on. In the 20 years 
following independent* the French 
population in the Ivory Coast 
trebled and 60 per cent of business 
was in foreign hands, mostly 
French. Abidjan, then the capital as 
well as the commercial centre, 
became the most modern and 
affluent city in black Africa, as well 
as die most expensive. Later 
Yamoussoukro, the village of his 
birth in the centre of the country 
was transformed into a showplace 
of modernity with elegant boule¬ 
vards and impressive buildings. 

President Houphouet-Boigny 
was an amiable, sophisticated 
man. as much at home in Paris, 
and in Geneva where he kept a 
house, as in West Africa. His critics 
complained that because of his 
flexibility he lacked the charisma of 
a national leader who had suffered 
poverty, exile and prison, and Ms 
long love affair with France ren¬ 
dered him suspect to those both in 
Africa and on the Left Bank who 
believed that bitter opposition was 



preferable to amiable and profit¬ 
able cooperation. While this prag¬ 
matic philosophy left him free to 
join with other West African lead¬ 
ers like Senghor of Senegal and 
Oawda Jawara of the Gambia in 
seeking an accommodation with 
the South Africans, and in oppos¬ 
ing tile efforts of Colonel Gaddafi. 
Ihe Libyan leader, to subvert 
established governments in Chad 
and other partially Muslim states, 
it did not prevent him taking a 
leading pan in the work of the 
OAU and in making common 
cause with other non-aligned states 
in Africa. Asia and Larin America. 

He hosted state visits from both 
President Giscard d’Estaing in 1958 
and from President Mitterrand in 
1982 with equal enthusiasm and 
savoir-faire and in 1962 paid a four- 
day visit to Britain. 

In 1971 he shocked other African 
leaders by proposing a dialogue 
with the South African govern¬ 
ment. in spite of its apartheid 
practices, with a view to showing 
the Pretoria authorities that their 
policies were wrong. Undeterred 
by the criticism his approach 
attracted, four years later he enter¬ 
tained J. B. Vorsfer. the South Afri¬ 
can Prime Minister on a secret two- 
day visit to the Ivory Coast and in 
1990 met Vorster’s successor. 
P. W. Botha but made no apparent 
headway in enlightening the re¬ 
public's leader on racial matters. 

However, in April last year, after 
President de Klerk began disman¬ 
tling the apartheid laws in South 
Africa, Houphouet-Boigny became 
the first African leader to accord 
the Pretoria government frill demo¬ 
cratic recognition. He also restored 
ties with Israel in 1985, a time when 
the Jewish state was viewed as a 
pariah by most of Africa. 

Latterly he had spent long spells 
in cancer clinics in France and 
Switzerland, returning home for 
the last time an November 19. 

Houphouet-Boigny refused to 
groom an heir, saying: “An African 
chief never names his successor." 


LORD HIRSHFTELD 


Lord Hirshfidd, 
chartered accountant and 
; founder and chairman of 
Trades Union Unit Trust 
Managers. 1961-83. died 
On December 6 aged 80. 
He was born on May 17, 
1913. 

THE SON of a middie-class 
Conservative family. Lord 
Hirshfield received his life 
peerage under the second 
Harold Wilson administra¬ 
tion in 1967 largely as a result 
of Ms work in establishing a 
unit trust fund for trade 
unions. It was a valiant at¬ 
tempt to bring capital and 
labour together at a time when 
things were actually on the 
verge of looking increasingly 
unpropitious for such a mar¬ 
riage. Trades Union Unit 
Trust Managers placed its 
services at die disposal of both 
individual trade union mem¬ 
bers and of unions themselves. 
Al the start one of its largest 



clients was. paradoxically, the 
Communist-led Electrical 
Trades Union (ETU). 

In the wake of die Labour 
Government’s defeat at the 


general election of 1970 Lord 
Hirshfidd, at Harold Wilson’s 
request, drew up a plan for 
making the workings of the 
Leader of the Opposition's 
office more efficient Inas¬ 
much as his ideas tended to 
diminish the role of Labour 
Party headquarters, then still, 
in Transport House, they were 
regarded as being rather too 
bold to be stomached. To 
Wilson’s own disappointment, 
they were quietly sheh-ed. 

Desmond Bard Hirshfidd 
was the son of a dentist who 
for some years practised near 
Aberfan, of tragic memory, in 
the South Wales malfidri. He 
was educated ai City of 
London School and qualified 
as a chartered accountant just 
before the war. After the war 
he became involved in audit¬ 
ing the accounts of several 
trade unions and conceived 
the idea erf using his know¬ 
ledge to bdp the trade union 
movement 


From 1962 he was involved 
with the international accoun¬ 
tancy consortium Horwath & 
Horwath and from 1968 to 
1976 was chairman of 
Horwath & Horwath (UK). 
Socially conscious and in in¬ 
stincts politically to the left of 
centre as he was. his profes¬ 
sional activities began to di¬ 
versify in the early 1960s. This 
was in a political climate 
winch, for the first time for 13 
years, made the election of a 
Labour government seem a 
distinct possibility. The found¬ 
ing of Trades Union Trust 
Managers, in 1961. was one of 
the first steps in demonstrat¬ 
ing to the Labour movement 
his credo that sound financial 
management need not be in¬ 
compatible with socialist prin¬ 
ciples. 

To ensure that trade unions 
were given no grounds to feel 
that their money was being 
spirited away and managed, 
out of their control, by City 
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DON AMECHE 


whizz kids. Hirshfield had 
built in to the unit trust an 
elected unit holders’ invest¬ 
ment committee, comprising 
representatives of the unions 
themselves. Thus, arguments 
about stock held in countries 
with politically unacceptable 
records — notably, in that 
period. South Africa — could 
be aired, with unions with¬ 
drawing if they felt unhappy 
about their investment 

Another of his interests was 
the Foundation on Automa¬ 
tion and Human Develop¬ 
ment which he founded in 
1961 He was to remain its 
director for the next 25 years. 
When, therefore. Wilson came 
to power in 1964. ushering in a 
government pledged to inau¬ 
gurate modem, technology- 
based socialism and business 
practices, the achievements of 
a top-class accountant of 
Hirshfield’s persuasions were 
naturally in harmony with his 
plans. 

Hirshfield *5 diverse inter¬ 
ests gave him wide appeal to 
an administration wanting to 
get away from an image of 
doth cap socialism and take 
itself into the brave new world 
which beckoned in the confi¬ 
dent Sixties. He was a mem¬ 
ber of the Committee on 
Consumer Credit; deputy 
chairman of the Northampton 
New Town Development Cor¬ 
poration; a member of the 
Central Advisory Water Com¬ 
mittee; and. on the interna¬ 
tional front treasurer of the 
UK Committee of Uni cel. 

After the failure of his 
scheme to reform tbe Leader 
of the Opposition’s office, 
Hirshfield was not prominent 
in the House of Lords and had 
little influence on the Labour 
adminstrations of the latter 
1970s. But he continued active 
in his business interests and 
was president of Horwalh & 
Horwath International, 1977- 
84, and international presi¬ 
dent until 1986. He was the 
aulhor of a number of pam¬ 
phlets on accounting and tax 
matters. 

. He married, in 1951, Bronia 
Eisen, who survives him. An 
earlier marriage, to Alma 
King, was dissolved. 


Don Amecfae. Hollywood 
film actor, died on 
December 6 aged 85. He 
was born Dominic Felix 
Amid in Kenosha, 
Wisconsin, on May 31. 

1908. 

A POPULAR Hollywood lead¬ 
ing man of the 1930s and 
1940s, Don Ameche had been 
away from the screen for 12 
years and largely forgotten 
when he returned at the age of 
75 to play a rich villain in the 
Mt comedy. Trading Places 
(1983). His excellent perfor¬ 
mance led to Cocoon (1985) for 
wMch he won an Oscar for 
best supporting actor. 

Amedie was the son of an 
Italian immigrant father and 
an Irish-German mother. He 
went to university to study law 
but made his professional 
acting debut while still a 
studoit and Ms New York 
stage debut at 21. He contin¬ 
ued to work in the theatre, and 
became well-known as a radio 
personality before entering 
films in 1936. 


He failed a screen test at 
MGM in 1935—“I saw it and 
hated it.” he said." Bur then 1 
found later that I hated every¬ 
thing I did.” An agent, howev¬ 
er. showed the test to Darryl 
F. Zanuck. the chief of 20th 
Century Fox. and Zanuck 
made Amedie the busiest 
actor at the studio. 

In the next dozen years he 
made more than 40 pictures, 
many of them musicals and 
light romances. With glossy, 
dark hair and a pencil mous¬ 
tache. he was usually cast as 
the debonair man-abour-rown, 
though his most famous part 
was the title role in The Story 
of Alexander Graham Beil 
(1939). The film started a joke 
that Ameche had invented the 
telephone and for a while 
telephones became popularly 
known as “Ameches” 

Although never pretending 
to any great range, Amedie 
managed to vary his roles 
suffidently to avoid typecast¬ 
ing. He played D’Artagnan in 
a 1939 musical burlesque of 
The Three Musketeers and. in 


the same year, the songwriter. 
Stephen Foster, in Siwznee 
River. Ameche proved the 
ideal leading man for such 
stars as Loretta Young (Ramo¬ 
na, Love Under Fire). Betty 
Grable [Down Argentine Way. 
Moon Over Miami) and espe- 
dally Alice Faye (Jn Old 
Chicago. Alexander's Ragtime 
Band, Hollywood Cavalcade ) 
But his best performance was 
as the dead man sent back to 
earth in Ernst Lubitsch's com¬ 
ic fantasy. Heaven Can Wail 
(1943). 

Ameche also starred opp¬ 
osite Claudette Col ben in the 
classic comedy Midnight. 
which came out in 1939. She 
played a penniless American 
girl in Paris who is befriended 
by Ameche. a taxi driver. 
Ameche's time at the top 
proved to be relatively brief 
and by the 1950s Ms career as 
a Hollywood star seemed 
over. 

He himself believed his 
Hollywood slide began when 
he refused a three-year exten¬ 
sion on his Fox contract He 
returned to the stage, appear¬ 
ing in several productions on 
Broadway, including Cole 
Porter's Silk Stockings, and 
twice, during the 1970s, play¬ 
ing Jimmy Smith in revivals of 
No No Nanette. In 1975 he 
was reunited with a former 
screen partner, Alice Faye, in a 
touring production of the mu¬ 
sical. Good News. 

From 1959 he worked regu¬ 
larly in television, having his 
own show with the band 
singer. Frances Langford, and 
acting as ringmaster in a long 
running series about circuses. 
He was also in several made- 
for-television films. 

A man who kept himself fit 
and spent his money wisely. 
Ameche was happily sur¬ 
prised by his come-back to the 
cinema. Trading Places, 
which starred Dan Ackroyd 
and Eddy Murphy, showed he 
had lost none of his polish or 
comic timing and. with equal 
relish, he took his part in 
Cocoon as one of the residents 
of an old people’s home visited 
by extra-terrestrials. 

He was married in 1932 and 
had six children.

As legislation tries to 
snuff out tobacco 
ads, Alan Mitchell 
reports on an 
industry fightback 


T he great smoking and 
advertising debate is 
hotting up again. Over the 
next few weeks, the Euro¬ 
pean Commission is to discuss a 
directive to ban tobacco advertis¬ 
ing. a private members Bill to ban 
tobacco advertising in the UK will 
be introduced, and Virginia Bor- 
tomley, the Health Secretary, is ex¬ 
pected to announce the renegoti¬ 
ation of the voluntary agreement 
that governs tobacco marketing in 
Britain. 

Although the tobacco industry 
insists that the £100 million it 
spends each year on advertising 
and sponsorship merely re¬ 
arranges market share among 
existing players, health cam¬ 
paigners have taken on the task of 
convincing the public and the 
Government that cigarette adver¬ 
tising does indeed work. 

Peter Middleton. Imperial To¬ 
bacco’s marketing director, says: 
“All the evidence suggests that no 
amount of marketing will appeal to 
non-smokers. Our number one ob¬ 
jective is to increase market share 
in a declining market" 

But Kevin Barron, the Labour 
MP sponsoring the private mem¬ 
ber’s Bill, argues: "The industry 
must replace 110,000 smokers who 
die every year [from smoking- 
related diseases). That is what 
tobacco advertising is all about.” 

So far. the British Government

has stalwartly opposed a ban on 
advertisements. It argues that vol¬ 
untary marketing restrictions and 
hefty hikes in tax restrict smoking 
more effectively. Today, for exam¬ 
ple, a pack of 20 Embassy cigar 
rettes selling at £2L5i has duty of 
£1.91. As duty levels have risen, 
cigarette consumption in the UK 
has fallen, from 120 billion a year in 
1980 to less than 90 billion last year. 
That is a more impressive fall than 
in European countries that back 
advertising bans. 

Britain's support for a voluntary 
approach means the 2*2-year EC 
deadlock over the issue will contin¬ 
ue. and that the UK parliamentary 
Bill is likely to be stillborn, even 
though, as David Pollock, director 
of the pressure group Action On 


Smoking and Health (ASH), says: 
“In a free vote, it would command a 
majority in the House.” 

Under the current voluntary 
agreement, the tobacco industry is 
committed to reducing poster and 
permanent shop-front advertising 
by 50 per cent ova* the next few 
years, it has already acceded to a 
ban on cinema and video cassette 
ads, and on ads in magazines read 
by young women. 

Mrs Bottomley. faced with evi¬ 
dence that her targets for reducing 
cancer and heart disease incidence 
will not be met, has fold fellow 
ministers that more drastic action 
is needed. 

Now the Department of Health 
has confirmed it is considering 
seeking a “voluntary” ban chi 


tobacco advertising in posters, 
women's magazines, and on shop 
fronts. 

Yet as anti-advertising pressure 
grows, the tobacco industry has 
become something of a marketing 
innovator. For the past few years, it 
has been assiduously building up 
massive data-bases of the names 
and addresses of cigarette smokers 
and the brands they prefer. It has 
also begun sampling campaigns at 
discos, pop concerts, and railway 
stations. 

Its communications are mean¬ 
while becoming ever more subtle— 
even subliminal Camel, the huge 
American cigarette brand, is now 
brought before the UK's public eye 
in the guise of a shoe—a successful 
product in its own right Marlboro 


has opened a shop in London's 
Covent Garden selling Philip Mor¬ 
ris's Marlboro-branded non-tobac¬ 
co products. 

The tobacco companies are also 
trying to link type faces, designs or 
colours with thebrands. Gallaher’s 
Silk Cut is being carefully associat¬ 
ed with purple, Benson & Hedges 
with gold, Marlboro with red: if the 
association between a colour or 
design and the brand name is 
strong enough, that colour or 
design can. they hope, send brand 
messages without any actual ap¬ 
pearance by the brand name. 

Mr Pollock says: “A strong case 
can be made that the cryptic ads 
used by the industry are more 
effective because they are much 
more engaging." 


Watchdog barks 
out its message 

The ASA wants to be better known 


T he Advertising Standards 
Authority, the watchdog 
over the 30 million adver¬ 
tisements produced each year, is to 
promote itself In January with its 
own advertising campaign. 

Caroline Crawford, an ASA exe¬ 
cutive, explains, however, that as 
coosumo' culture grows more 
sophisticated, the ASA is monitor¬ 
ing advertising long before com¬ 
plaints arrive. 

The public has in the past been 
asked to approach the ASA Miss 
Crawford says, “but we also under¬ 
take a lot of active work ourselves 
and we want to emphasise that we 
have this active role, not just one 
that is reactive to complaints”. 

The ASA hopes that all the space 
it uses in print and on poster sites 
will be donated by media owners. 
“We're looking for much more 
before the campaign starts on 
January 4.” she adds. 

The creative work is by Burkitt 
Weinreich Bryant Clients & Co. 
and the media buying by the 
London Media Group. Both have 
been undertaken without pay¬ 
ment Hugh Burkitt Burkitfs 
chair man, and London Media’s 
Bob Blatchford sit on ttae ASA’s 
advertising practice committee. 

The ASA. now 31 years old, is 
funded by a 0.1 per cent levy made 
on all display-advertising expendi¬ 
ture. Last year, its 60 members of 
staff dealt with 11,000 complaints, 
and 600 advertisements were with¬ 
drawn. 

Miss Crawford says: “We have a 
sophisticated monitoring and star 
tisticai sampling operation, and it’s 
easy to spot adverts which have 
some obvious fact missing, such as 


the dosing date for a special offer. 
We al so monitor certain sectors 
particularly dosdy, such as alco¬ 
hol advertising" 

However, health product adver¬ 
tising is now the most worrying 
area. 

The ASA’s powers are surpris¬ 
ingly strong. “We have a wide 
range of sanctions,” she says- 
“Publishers wont carry ads if they 
break our codes. In 97 per cent of 
cases, advertisers will change an 
ad if it transgresses. On the rare 
occurrences when they wont we 
can ask the publishers of the advert 
to invoke the code. 

“This can lake place within 24 
hours, although normally we 
would give the advertiser longer so 
they can respond to our criticisms.” 

W ith persistent offenders, 
the ASA can pass on its 
report to the trading 
standard authorities or. finally, the 
police. It also offers much pre¬ 
publication advice, particularly in 
sensitive areas such as cigarette or 
alcohol advertising. 

The ASA campaign will not be 
targeting specific advertising sec¬ 
tors because. Miss Crawford says, 
“We don’t want to imply one part 
of the industry is at fault”. 

So how will this campaign be 
judged? ” We do research every two 
or three years”, says Miss 
Crawford, “and at the moment 
with unprompted recall, about 30 
per cent of the population know 
who we are [with prompted recall 
this figure is 69 per cent). We want 
to improve this .”

Complaints Commission 
(PCC)^ code of conduct com¬ 
mittee, he has reminded them 
not to buy or publish pictures 
of the Princess if taken by 
rogue paparazzi who ignore 
the rules.

every tabloid editor; if cover¬ 
age of the Princess's plight 
sells papers, how does one 
refrain from going over die 
top? 

With papers struggling for 
sales, the coming months win 
test the resolve and nerve of 
all editors. What will happen 
if they hear a rumour that a 
rival is about to publish 
pictures they have rejected? 

This could prove a real test 
for the PCC, and its occasion¬ 
ally eccentric chairman. Lord 
McGregor. The survival of 
self-regulation might depend 
on him acting as a neutral go- 
between to prevent rumour 
causing an editor to 
misbehave. 

Noi that this should give 
hope to MPs who argue that it 
■is time for a privacy law. If the 
Princess of Wales has been 
hounded from public life it 
has, on balance, precious little 
to do with the media.

turn nasty 



(he contradictions of life 
are. perhaps, its true fasci¬ 
nation. And they are 
many. History excels in 
flie march of folly, the moments 
when those in power stubbornly 
v refused to accept the obvious, and 
f disaster ensued. So it is worth 
posing the question whether the 
mass communications of today and 
the next millennium will create a 
new tower of Babel leading to chaos 
and confusion, rather than to 
coherence and what we think of as 
happiness. 

There will soon be available the 
video you talk to, rather than press 
buttons to operate. All you do is 
speak into a tiny microphone and 
say Play or Retnrd or whatever, 
and it carries out your commands. 
Maybe that is the answer for 
parents who,can’t control what 
their children see on the sceen. Who 
knows? 

The television screen is undoubt¬ 
edly the great educator, informer 
and entertainer. But it also presents 
inherent dangers, as Orwell fore¬ 
cast. in particular in its ability to 
change (as it has done) the way 
people perceive the world, it alters 
the concepts of the young from 
those stimulated by experience and 
the written/spoken word, which 
create their own unique images, to 
a culture more stimulated and 
manipulated by pictures. 

And the problem here is that fact 
and fantasy go into the same 
melting pot. The camera, does lie, if 
you want it to. and there is money 
in the offing. 

We-teach our children, almost 
automatically, how to cross the 


road safely, never to accept sweets 
from strangers, to beware of smok¬ 
ing, drugs, drink and much else 
taken in excess, but not, alas, about 
brainwashing of a virtually volun¬ 
tary variety mat in wartime would 
be recognised as the work of some 
latter-day evil genius like Goebbels. 

That may sound like the over¬ 
statement of the year, but how is it 
that babies only a few months old 
can be sat in front of a machine 
showing flickering pictures to keep 
them amused and out of harm's 
way. as if they were sucking some 
visual lollipop? How do they tdl 
what is real? What is right and 
wrong? How do they recognise 
murder as unacceptable when it is 
portrayed as sane everyday 
sanitised event, and they never see 
the consequences of outrageous 
violence? 

Most children nowadays see 
more murders in a year watching 
television and videos than they 
could ever contemplate reading 
books, magazines and newspapers. 
Yet. despite all the available evi¬ 
dence. let alone common sense, this 
brainwashing is accepted unequiv¬ 
ocally, apart from a few sensible 
voices, until some shocking inci¬ 
dent such as the Bulger case strikes 
so many hearts and consciences, 
producing a crescendo of moral 
panic about the state of society that 
has been too obvious for too long. 

Why else should the late author 
of Clockwork Orange demand self¬ 
censorship? He was no Hampstead 
trendy, more a man who recog¬ 
nised that the tortures of war—and 
the media in general have relented 
in reporting the sickening excesses

of Bosnia — can be enacted in 
peacetime due to commercial and 
prurient market forces. 

There was no television in our 
house from the time our son was 
two until he was 14, and all three of 
us survived happily. Indeed, when 
the Americans landed on the moon 
we hired a ser to see this momen¬ 
tous occasion- Yet in the office next 
day nobody had sacrificed their 
slop to watch history in the 


making; all were quite content with 
action replay. 

Video nasties pander to inane 
cruelty and brutalism. They plague 
innocent and receptive minds in the 
name of entertainment and enjoy¬ 
ment — certainly not enlighten¬ 
ment- Violence may be in our 
genes, but if we claim to be civilised 
and not in some classic decadent 
mode, we have to control and 
discipline it with something more 


effective than wishy-washy legisla¬ 
tion that sits on the shelf unused. 

In Strasbourg almost a decade 
ago. I watched along with British 
MEPs clips of inhumane videos 
about which we should have turned 
nasty long before they arrived here. 
It was then that 1 changed my 
views cm censorship, voluntarily. 

At least now the serious debate 
has begun. Freedom of expression 
is one thing none will deny; 


freedom to abuse and pervert is 
another. There is always a fine line, 
which is why society lurches one 
way or the other, either taking 
draconian measures or allowing 
excesses. We do have to find a 
reasonable and reassuring way 
ahead through our contradictions.

Lloyd’s unveils £900m 
compensation package

LLOYD’S of London yes¬ 
terday offered £900 million 
to more than 21,000 names in 
compensation for £55 billion 
of losses incurred up to the 
1990 year of account The 
offer, six months in the 
making, was immediately re¬ 
jected out of hand by leading 
action group chairmen who 
labelled it “inadequate” and 
an “absolute joke". 

The bulk of names are being 
offered less titan £100,000 
each, and 1500 names are 
being offered nothing. At the 
other end of the scale are some 
40 names who are being 
offered E750.000 to £1 million, 
and more than 100 names 
being offered £500.000 to 
E750.000. Lloyd’s is also limit¬ 
ing its offer to two-thirds of a 
name's overall claimed losses. 

Marie-Louise Burrows, of 
the Lime Street Action Group, 
which represents some of the 


■ Action group leaders are urging names 
to reject a compensation offer that Lloyd’s 
says is stretching resources to the 
maximum. Future losses will not be capped 


hardest hit names, said: “This 
offer is not going to scrape ray 
names off the bottom. It will 
just reduce them from being 
bust three times over to being 
bust one time over. We have 
69 names who are litigating 
for more than £1 million'they 
are still bust after an offer of 
two-thirds.” 

Lloyd's has sent individual 
offers to names on 30 syndi¬ 
cates, covering more than 100 
syndicate-years. Peter Middle- 
ton, chief executive, said: “We 
were dealing with 700,000 
separate syndicate participa¬ 
tions in all It was very 
complicated- This was a Rubik 
cube with a seventh side." 

He added that the offer of 
£900 million, of which £450 
million is estimated to have 


come from Lloyd’s central 
fund, had “stretched the soci¬ 
ety’s resources as far as we 
could. This is really the maxi¬ 
mum the society can afford at 
this stage of its history". 

However, Michael Deeny. 
of the Gooda Walker Action 
Group, said: “It is unlikely 
that this offer will be accept¬ 
able to names, not just Gooda 
Walker names." Referring to 
the errors and omission insur¬ 
ers' estimated contribution of 
£400 million, he said: “The 
figure suggested by the finan¬ 
cial panel was £700 million. 
This could have been matched 
by Lloyd's taking the total to 
more than £1.4 billion.” 

The payouts favour die 
hardest hit and those with 
legal cases due in court first 


While it covers all names on 
the 30 syndicates, it offers 
litigating names an extra £1 
for every £2 offered to non¬ 
litigants. Names who issued 
writs before the end of October 
get an extra 20 per cent, while

One major dissapointment 
is that the offer fails to offer 
names a cap cm any future 
deterioration in their losses — 
in sharp contrast to the E&O 
insurers.

Tax rises 
may dent 
pace of 
recovery

THE recovery could pause 
next year when the huge 
package of Lamont and 
Clarke tax increases hits the 
economy, the Treasury's chief 
economic adviser acknow¬ 
ledged. 

Alan Budd told the Trea¬ 
sury and Civil Service Select 
Committee that his forecast 
for economic growth next year 
of 2h per cent had factored in 
the possibility of such a set¬ 
back. But he added that the 
recovery had so far been 
"remarkably smooth” and 
said the Treasury believed 
growth would continue de¬ 
spite tax increases coming into 
effect in April. 

Tax rises announced in 
March by Norman Lamont 
and by Kenneth Garke last 
week mean the economy will 
have to absorb the effect of 
£8.4 billion in higher taxes 
next year and £152 billion in 
1995. Taking all the tax in¬ 
creases announced this year 
together, the tax cuts of the 
1980s have all been reversed. 

It was also revealed that the 
Treasury has based its fore¬ 
casts for public spending on 
an assumption of a 2.75 mil¬ 
lion headline unemployment 
total, lower than the 3 million 
assumed last year. According 
to Joseph Haliigan. a senior 
Treasury official, this in itself 
allowed a £750 million cut in 
forecast spending on unem¬ 
ployment before changes to 
benefit payments. In October, 
unemployment fell by 49,000 
to 256 million. 

The Treasury' also said that 
it expects a net funding re¬ 
quirement next year in the 
“high 30s" of billions of 
pounds. 

Sterling briefly breached the 
$150 level yesterday, but then 
dipped back to end at $1.4952. 
The pound’s trade-weighted 
index closed at 81.6, down 
from Monday’s finish at 82.

THE stale-owned telecom¬

Deutsche Telekom and 
France T616oom unveiled their 
alliance yesterday at a news 
conference in Brussels, future 
home of their Joint venture, 
which aims to achieve 1.5 
billion ecu sales in 1995. its 
first year of operation.

Franco-German link-up was 
well-flagged. 

Marcel Roulet president of 
France Tfiificom. and Helmut 
Ricks, the management board 
chairman of Deutsche 
Telekom, signed a memoran¬ 
dum of understanding to seal 
the 5050 alliance, which 
builds on an existing joint 
subsidiary, Eunetcom. The 
goal is to create a more 
powerful team in readiness for 
the opening of national 
telecoms markets to competi¬ 
tion in 1998, as required by the 
European Community. 

Herr Ricke said: “One thing 
is certain, development is real¬ 
ly starting in the global tele¬ 
communications marker.

BT, which is pressing for early 
liberalisation of the European 
telecommunications market, 
attacked the move, which it 
regards as fundamentally 
anti-competitive. 

Re-emphasising that the 
European market should be 
fully liberalised earlier than 
the ECS planned timetable of 
1998, Mr Vallance said that 
developments across the 
Channel were now causing 
him concern, especially since 
proposals for foil liberal¬ 
isation had not yet even been 
tabled.

Fbr all its desire to get 
on with the future, Lloyd’s new 
regime should accept that, and 
be firm with the E and O in¬ 
surers, when deciding die quo¬ 
rum for the scheme to go ahead.

Double-figure rises fuel 
power firms’ payout race

TWO more electricity distribu¬ 
tion companies have fuelled 
the dividend race in the sec¬ 
tor's interim results season 
with increases in payments to 
shareholders of well into dou¬ 
ble figures. 

Midlands Electricity boost¬ 
ed toe payment in toe six 
months to September 30 by 
20.5 per cent to 7.65p, although 
toe company has indicated 
that some of the increase was 
to rebalance toe half-way and 
full-vear payments and sug¬ 
gested a rise this financial year 
of 14.75 per cent. 

In this. Midlands has fol¬ 
lowed toe example of Eastern, 
toe first of toe L2 distributors 
in England and Wales to 
report, which has already 
suggested that a 2) per cent 
higher interim figure will 
translate into a 14.6 per cent 
rise for toe whole year. 

South Wales Electricity has 
forgone any element of rebal¬ 


ancing and increased its half¬ 
way payment by 13.6 per cent 
to 75p. while eschewing any 
indications of the level of the 
full-year payment. But mar¬ 
ket-watchers expect a corres¬ 
ponding increase for the year 
as a whole. 

The dividend rise, and a 
powerful financial perfor¬ 
mance at the interim stage, 
sent Midlands shares and 
those elsewhere in the sector 
sharply ahead against toe 
market trend. Midlands rose 
20p to 673p. But South Wales 
failed to share in the euphoria. 
Its shares slid 3p to 698p. 

Midlands is handing back 
£20 million, or £10 a typical 
customer, from next month 
and riaims that including 
this, prices have fallen by 10 
per cent in real terms over the 
past year, making the com¬ 
pany the lowest-cost electricity 
distributor to England and 
Wales. Bryan Townsend, toe 


chairman, said toe rebate was 
“the simplest, most effective 
way of getting money bade, to 
the customer." 

The company ended toe 
half-way stage with £88 mil¬ 
lion in the bank, although this 
will reduce by the financial 
year end. 

Midlands raised pre-tax 
profits from £66.7 million to 
£895 million in the first half, 
helped by the ram-recurrence 
of £10 million of restructuring 
costs last time for the retail 
side. Hie profits rise was 
helped by a 23 per cent 
increase in electricity units 
distributed, partly because of 
toe colder summer and partly 
through economic recovery in 
the region. Mr Townsend 
said: “We are undoubtedly 
coming out of toe recession, 
albeit slowly, and I think the 
West Midlands is tending to 
lead." 

Wynford Evans, the South 


Wales chairman, dismissed 
any rebate as “a Christmas 
bait" for customers. His com¬ 
pany is relying on an estimat¬ 
ed 6 per cent price foil in real 
terms as it passes on savings 
on costs and electricity bought 
from toe generators. 

South Wales, helped by a 1.7 
per cent increase in units 
distributed, pushed pre-tax 
profits ahead from £37.6 mil¬

Can Lloyd’s persuade names 
to take the money and stay? 


L loyd’s of London faces an 
uphill struggle to persuade 
more than 21,000 loss-making 
names to accept the compensa¬ 
tion offer it unveiled yesterday. The 
£900 million on the table fails a Jong 
way short of the £3.15 billion losses 
agamst which names are making legal 
claims. 

For some names the offer will do 
nothing but make them less bust — 
they will still be faced wfth heavy losses 
and will have little motive for voting 
yes. Many action groups have already 
spoken out, urging their names to 
reject the offer on the grounds that it is 
too small and foils to provide names 
with a “cap” against any future 
deterioration of their losses. 

Names have until the end of January 
to weigh up the pros and cons of the 
offer. One price names have to pay for 
accepting the offer is their right to take 
any legal action against Lloyd’s, mem¬ 
bers’ agents and managing agents, the 
people who they accuse of landing 
them in their current financial predica¬ 
ment Furthermore, names have to 
give over their right to sue other 
advisers, such as auditors, to Recovery, 
a new Lloyd’s special purpose vehicle. 

The compensation package of £900 
million is made up of an estimated 
£450 million contribution from Lloyd’s 
centrally, £400 million from errors and 
omissions. (E&O) insurers and £50 
million from the relevant Lloyds 
members' and managing agents. 

Although the offer fails to match 
names' total claims, they have been 
given warning in a letter from David 
Rowland, the Lloyd's chairman, that if 
they reject die offer and take the 
litigation route then the Lloyd's contri¬ 
bution would not be on offer. This 
downside may. however, be offset by 
the courts awarding more from the 
E&O insurers — an uncertainty made 
less dear by the few that the first action 
groups to reach court may deplete the . 
E&O pot leaving nothing for later 
litigants. 

The division of the £900 million 
between names is expected to trigger 
widespread disappointment and in 
many cases anger. Names will look 
uncomprehendingly at those who 
appear to have fared better in the carve 
up and wfll begin to question the whole 
methodology of the process. 

As expected the offer has been 
heavily biased in favour of the market's 
hardest hit and those with legal action 
due to reach the court first The offers, 
some of which are detailed in the table 
below, are subject to various adjust¬ 
ments. For those action groups whose

claims are time-barred or relate to run¬ 
off contracts, such as Outhwaite 2 and 
Merrett 421, there is a downward 
adjustment. Conversely, the amount 
offered to names on syndicates where a 
wrongful dosure claim has been made 
will be increased depending on how 
long the name has beat on a syndicate. 

While die offer covers both Litigating 
and non-litigating names, those who 
are members of action groups that had 
issued writs before October wfll receive 
an additional 20 per cent This will 
benefit litigating names on Gooda 
Walker syndicates 164, 290. 298 and 
299, Ffeltrim syndicates 540. 542 and 
847. Merrett syndicate 417/418 and 
Verall (Pulbrook) syndicate 334. 

Further adjustments give litigating 
names a 32 uplift irrespective of 
whether writs have been issued; and 
names on more than one LMX or spiral 
syndicate will get an extra 10 per cent 
for each syndicate participation after 
the first However, the benefits of this 
redistribution of the total pot are 
limited so that no individual names 
receives more than two-thirds of his 
total loss. 

Peter Middleton, Lloyd's chief execu¬ 
tive, said: “In broad terms, more than 
100 names will receive between 
£500,000 and £750,000 and fewer than 


40 names will get between £750,000 
and £1 million. The bulk of the names 
will dearly receive less than £100.000. 
but there are a couple of thousand 
names or more who are getting 
between £100,000 and £250,000. About 
2,000 are getting more than £200.000. ” 
In reaching the breakdown of the 
offer between names Lloyd’s set up a 
financial panel headed by Sir Jeremy 
Morse, former Lloyds Bank chairman, 
which calculated how much money 
was available from the errors and 
omissions underwriters to meet names’ 
daims. A legal panel headed by Sir 
Michael Kerr, a former Lord Justice of 
Appeal, assessed the financial strength 
of the 30-odd action groups* daims, 
ranking them as having a good, upper 
medium, lower medium, weak or hope¬ 
less chance of success in the courts. 

The legal panel dealt with claims 
from 30 syndicates involving more 
than 100 syndicate-years. These daims 
were divided into three categories — 
LMX, long-tail and stop-loss syndi¬ 
cates. and miscellaneous- In the case of 
the 11 LMX syndicates' daims, the 
panel concluded that underwriters 
foiled to "properly" perform their 
fundamental duly of balancing risks, a 
problem that was exacerbated “fry the

market about the existance or opera¬ 
tion of tiie LMX spiral". 

The panel accordingly weighted the 
bulk of the LMX syndicates as having 
"strong” cases. As a result names on 
Gooda Walker syndicates are befog 
offered £234 million of the total E900 
million, before adjustments that could 
lift foe total to £300 million. This 
compares to the syndicates losses of 
£850 million. 

Names on the Feltrim syndicates are 
being offered £2083 million before 
adjustments. Both Feltrim and Gooda 
Walker names will benefit from the 
£1583 million available to be distribut¬ 
ed among names on more than one 
LMX or spiral syndicate. Mr Middle- 
urn said 2300 names were on two 
spiral syndicates, 250 were on six spiral 
syndicates and one name was on all 11. 
In the case of foe Jong-tail syndicates, 
the rankings fell more into foe "lower 
medium” chance of success through 
litigation. Merrett syndicate 421. how¬ 
ever, gained a "strong” ranking in 
relation to 1983, 1984 and 1985, and 
Merrett 421 in its sole claim for 1983. 

E ven if names acoept the offer 
they will not get a cheque in 
the post for the full amount 
bi met, it appears unlikely 
that much of the money will reach 
names’ pockets, Lloyd's is issuing 
names with a "special credit”, which 
will be held by Lloyd’s and from which 
various deductions will be made before 
any leftovers are distributed. 

First any money owed to meet 
Lloyd’s central fund debts and ear- 
markings will be paid, followed by any 
funds needed to enable a name to carry 
on underwriting next year and help 
meet his solvency test at the end of this. 
Finally, any stop-loss or estate-protec¬ 
tion cover will have to be paid off. 

There is no doubt that Lloyd’s has 
worked hard to offer names a fair and 
affordable settlement but its chanoes 
of being accepted look slim. There is no 
doubt the offer will split names, with 
some wanting to put an end to their 
pain and accept the offer while others 
will continue to bay for blood and will 
insist upon dragging as many Lloyd's 
professionals through the courts as 
possible.

The power of money 


THERE is something unnerving about the 
conspicuous display of wealth by the RECs. 
Midlands Electricity may describe the 20 per 
cent rise in its interim dividend as a rebalanc¬ 
ing exercise with its final payout — like East¬ 
ern last week — but shareholders should still 
receive a full-year uplift of nearly 15 per cent, 
more than ten times the rate of inflation. 

What is even more unsettling is the rate foe 
RECs are accumulating cash despite such 
bumper payouts to shareholders and hand- 
outs to customers. A combination of lower fuel 
costs, rising cost efficiencies and the disap¬ 
pearance of retailing losses have converted 
them into the purest money machines on foe 
stock market. 

SWALECs net cash has risen to £67.6 
million. Midlands' to £88 million and even 
though seasonal factors will cut these by year 


end, they still have more money than they 
knows what to do with. Such riches make it 
almost certain that Offer will impose tougher 
formulae in its review of foe RECs' dis¬ 
tribution businesses next year. But unless 
Stephen Littlecftikf departs radically from the 
lone he set in the supply review, the formulae 
will not prevent the RECs continuing to milk 
their local monopolies for all they are worth. 

But none of the RECs knows what to do 
with the wealth. Heavy losses from retailing 
have made them gun-shy about further diver¬ 
sification. SWALEC is investing £30 million 
in a cable television venture in foe next four 
years but this will only consume a fraction of 
foe free cash flow. Sooner or later, the RECs 
will be tempted into the acquisition market on 
a grander scale. Only then may they reveal 
their Achilles heels. 


Charter 

HAVING extricated itself 
from Mineral's dutches. 
Charter is teaming that the 
outside world can be cold. 
Now the group’s profits are 
no longer inflated by Johnson 
Matfoey, its remaining busi¬ 
nesses look pedestrian. Of 
the three divisions, only rail 
track equipment registered a 
profit increase. Even though 
the other businesses were 
affected with one-off items, 
such as the American coal 
strike, their potential is 
unexciting. 

Charter desperately needs 
an acquisition to rekindle 
interest in its shares. It 
certainly has foe resources: 
apart from £147 million in 
rash, its share buy-in deal 
with Minorco has left the 
equity base looking small, so 
a rights issue or a large 
vendor placing would be 
welcomed by institutions. Us¬ 


ing cash, debt and equity foe 
group could conceivably pay 
up to £500 million. 

Charters difficulty, like 
other acquisition seekers, is 
that share prices have run so 
high, forcing it to look in foe 
private sector instead. Its 
reluctance to rush into a deal 
is reassuring, given the dis¬ 
appointing performance of 
Hargreaves Quarries, one of 


its more recent purchases. 
But considering the goup’s 
success in unwinding its 
position with Minroco. it 
must be able to deliver on this 
latest challenge. The market 
certainly thinks so. The 
shares, at 7I9p. are valued at 
19 times this year's forecast 
earnings, and it will take an 
attractive acquisition indeed 
to move them on further. 



Siebe 

SINCE almost half Siebe’s 
sales are dollar-denominat- 
ed. foe market was not sur¬ 
prised that foe company's 
interim profits were swollen 
with currency gains. Indeed, 
institutions had been buying 
the stock to get exposure to a 
stronger dollar. The 3 per 
cent markdown in the shares 
that followed foe figures 
seems like sour grapes but 
they showed little evidence of 
underlying growth and plen¬ 
ty of warnings about difficult 
markets on the Continent 
and in Japan. 

The market has bid up 
stocks like Siebe on the back 
of reduced gearing and re¬ 
covery hopes but the unpleas¬ 
ant reality of depressed 
capital goods and compo¬ 
nents markets in Europe and 
Japan is delaying the antici¬ 
pated payoff. 

With £44 million of net 
cash flow after capital expen¬ 
diture. tax and dividends, 
shareholders should again 
question the necessity for last 
month’s rights issue. Siebe’s 
gearing would have barely 
exceeded 50 per cent without 
the acquisitions in the Spring 
and full payment fbr last 


month’s Eckardt deal is not 
due for another ten months. 
Companies like war chests 
but cash earns so little these 
days that the money lodes 
surplus to requirements. 
Siebe could turn in £20 mil¬ 
lion in real profit growth for

Chubb 

THE market is beginning to 
doubt the growth story at 
Chubb, and the security 
group did not help its share 
price by coming in slightly 
below City expectations.

Chubb is now debt-free, hav¬ 
ing generated £13 million in 
foe first half but the rating of 
22 times full-year earnings 
may be demanding more 


than the company can deliver 
in depressed markets. 

Ladbroke 

THE cancellation of a scrip 
dividend will not ruin Lad- 
broke since it will cost only

faith in the group’s financial 
position.

Sir, The flopped Volvo-Re- 
nault merger was obviously 
far too disadvantageous to foe 
Swedish company, its workers 
and shareholders. Isn’t ft 
therefore ironic that Mr Pehr 
Gyllenhammar should appar¬ 
ently be the ally one not 
seeing it as ft was. And if there 
was more in foe deal for the 
Swedes as Mr Gyllenhammar 
would want all to believe, why 
for heaven's sake did he not 
come out openly to explain? 
Was he merely attempting to 
sell out a Swedish success to 
French greed? Did he not 
seem to have taken his share¬ 
holders for granted? 

The cessation of the merger 
is a blow to foe ex-Volvo 
chairman's pride, but a great 
victory for the Swedish people. 
As a small country, Sweden 
needs EC membership in 
order to effectively compete in 
the common market How¬ 
ever, the defear of foe pro¬ 
posed merger does not in foe 
least mean that Sweden has 
turned its back cm Europe and 
the rest of the world. Certain¬ 
ly. foe majority of Swedes are 
keenly looking forward to 
their country's admission into 
the EC shortly. 

Though the Japanese are 
likely to attempt to cut a deal 
with Volvo in foe near future, 
they do not constitute foe only 
option- It is not inconceivable 
that other EC auto makers 
should be interested. After ail. 
the UK is Volvo's largest 
market in Europe. 

The Swedes therefore need 
and are willing to co-operate 
with international businesses. 
But such deals must be mutu¬ 
ally beneficial and worth their 
while. 

For all I know, Volvo is not 
an insignificant fly waiting 
just to be swallowed. Though 
it is not advisable to break 
three years of co-operation,

THE Government is set to 
open the gas industry to full 
competition, but is likely to 
reject the immediate divest¬ 
ment of British Gas's trading 
arm. independent gas com¬ 
panies believe. 

Michael Heseltine, Presi¬ 
dent of the Board of Trade, is 
expected to announce the Gov¬ 
ernment's response to the 
Monopolies and Merger Com¬ 
mission’s enquiry soon. The 
invest: gad on. which looked at 
the future of British Gas and 
the UK gas market recom¬ 
mended the break-up of Brit¬ 
ish Gas and the subsequent 
opening of the UK gas market 
to competition. 

Independent gas suppliers 
believe that the Government’s 
review now looks likely to 
favour the introduction of 
competition into the market in 
advance of any divestment in a 
reversal of the MMCs 
recommendations. 

British Gas yesterday urged 
ihe Government to announce 
its decisions as soon as pos¬ 
sible. Cedric Brown, chief 
executive, told a London con¬ 
ference that until the Govern¬ 
ment made its move, 
investment and other deri¬ 
sions would be increasingly 
difficult to make. 

While Mr Brown insisted 
British Gas “would not 
shrink" from competition, he 
said that the access that com¬ 
petition would bring to for- 
eign-owned companies — he 
specifically cited the US- 
owned UtiliCorp — was not 
being reciprocated, and he 
hoped European energy min¬ 
isters would soon be consider¬ 
ing the issue. 

Private contacts both with 
ministers and Department of 
Trade and Industry officials 
led the gas independents yes¬ 
terday to claim that die princi¬ 
pal focus of the Government's 
response will now be on 
competition, rather than di¬ 
vestment — though divest¬ 


ment is still likely to feature in 
the Government's decision as 
a longer-term possibility. The 
Government, though, is said 
to fear likely price rises for 
domestic gas consumers. Brit¬ 
ish Gas has said price in¬ 
creases would result from full 
divestment * 

As a result of the Govern¬ 
ment’s forthcoming derision 
on the MMC report legisla¬ 
tion is unlikely to be brought 
forward until next autumn, 
the independents believe, with 
any opening of the UK gas 
market unlikely before 1996. 
The Gas Bill would provide 
for a transition period towards 
the introduction of com¬ 
petition. The Government's 
decision on the MMC enquiry 
could come within the next 
two weeks before Parliament 
breaks for the Christmas re¬ 
cess. or early in the new year. 

UtiliCorp, one of the leading 
independent suppliers, yester¬ 
day forecast the likely market 
share for the independent 
companies following competi¬ 
tion. and published new poll 
findings showing an increase 
in consumer support for the 
gas market being made more 
open. 

In what it accepted was an 
“ambitious" target. UtiliCorp 
forecast the independents 
gaming market share at about 
5 per cent per annum of the 
current market for the first 
four years after the introduc¬ 
tion of competition. 

The independents believe ■ 
that the competitiveness of 
British Gas would improve 
with competition, which 
would slow die growth of their 
own market share, bringing it 
down thereafter to 3 per cent 
per year for two years, and 
then half that subsequently. 

UtiliCorp said yesterday 
that its own calculations sug¬ 
gested it would be able to offer 
prices about 8 percentage 
points below those of British 
Gas.

Chinese 
urge UK 
to invest

BRITAIN’S differences with 
China over the future of Hong 
Kong should not be allowed to 
hit trading links between die 
two countries, business lead¬ 
ers were told yesterday. 

The Chinese ambassador to 
the UK urged British com¬ 
panies to take advantage of the 
growing opportunities in Chi¬ 
na for investment because of 
his country's rapid economic 
expansion.

Colora¬ 
do. For a $250 entry fee you 
could enter the contest

adelphia; in Colorado a $100 
fee could have you scribbling 
away for a chain of three 
Mexican restaurants; a 75- 
word essay could win you a 
bed-and-breakfast in Min¬ 
neapolis. 

Oddly, this latest craze did 
not begin in California. The 
trend began to take off after an 
essay contest saw the Center 
Lovell Inn. a rambling 15- 
room antebellum house in 
Lovell. Maine, change hands. 
Bill and Susie Mosca. who 
organised the competition for 
their inn after they found it 
impossible to sell, popularised 
the writing contest idea 
through their appearances on 
popular chat shows like 
“Donahue". 

They advertised the contest 
and got 7.000 entries. They 
only needed to get 5,000 to 
reach the $500,000 that was 
considered a fair price for the 
property. “For the price of 
taking the wife out to dinner, 
or a few lottery tickets, an 
essay contest gives someone a 
chance to get something they 
might never have had: a 
chance to change their life, to 


make the American dream 
come true," says Bill Mosca, 
who has now set up in 
business to advise others on 
how to off-load their hard-td- 
sell properties using the same 
method. 

Estate agents, known as 
realtors in America, are not 
impressed. "Every time there 
is a slow-down in the real 
estate market, sellers start to 
become innovative," said 
Kenneth Kerin, the vice-presi¬ 
dent of the National Realtors 
Association. “Essay contests 
are a combination of innova¬ 
tion and desperation." 

B ut try telling that to 
Rick and Janice Cox, 
who won the compe¬ 
tition for the Center 
Lovell Inn. Until their victory 
they were working as chef and 
manager in a Maryland res¬ 
taurant "There’s no way we 
ever could have hoped to own. 
free and dear, a place like 
this," said Janice. “I wanted a 
bed-and-breakfast and my 
husband wanted a restaurant 
We got both." The Coxes have 
had to repair and rebuild parts 


of the building and the whole 
inn needs to be re-painted.

Advocates of the essay con¬ 
tests argue that it is a game 
with no losers. There are, of 
course, losers — die people 
who part with their cash, write 
their articles on a theme 
chosen by the owners and fail 
to win. But most who fail 
remain uncymcal about the 
competitions and quickly enter 
others. 

The idea is not problem-free. 
There is a danger of confi¬ 
dence tricksters, or not getting 
your mono' back if a competi¬ 
tion is cancelled. There may be 
income tax claims and in some 
states the contests may be 
illegal. 

None of this deterred 
Darnel and Melanie Gregory, 
who are holding a writing 
competition for their three- 
bed roomed, custom-built 
house alongside the San Ber¬ 
nardino forest 

“Life's a chance." said Mrs 
Gregory. “I met my husband 
through an ad in Easy Rider 
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magazine, when he advertised 
that he wanted to meet an 
Amazon woman. If that's not a 
gamble, what is?" 

In 1985, the couple moved 
into the property when it was 
just a cabin. Both are over 6ft 
tall and found the cabin too 
small. As children arrived they 
added to h, extending it to 
2,750 square feet. The ceilings 
in all the rooms are high: 12ft 
in the bedrooms. 18ft in the 
dining room and a magnifi¬ 
cent 24ft in the sitting room. 
The house is surrounded by 
five acres and 60 apple, pear 
and cherry trees, and is valued 
at $419,000. It has been on the 
market for two years.

Court of Appeal _ 

Severe sanctions for 
solicitors in breach 


Bolton vThe Law Society 
Before Sir Thomas Bingham, Mas¬ 
ter of the Rolls, Lord Justice Rose 
and Lord Justice Waite 
{Judgment December 6] 

A solicitor who lapsed from the 
standard of integrity, probity and 
complete trustworthiness required 
by his membership of the pro¬ 
fession had to expect chat severe 
sanctions would be imposed on 
him by the Solicitors' Disciplinary 
Tribunal. 

The fundamental purpose in 
making disciplinary orders was 
not primarily punitive or deterrent 
but to maintain a well-founded 
confidence among members of the 
public that any solicitor whom 
they might instruct would be of 
unquestionable integrity and 
trustworthiness'. 

The Court of Appeal so stated on 
the Law Society's appeal from the 
Queen's Bench Divisional Court 
(Lord Justice Watkins, Mr Justice 
Tucker and Mr Justice Buckley) 
which had allowed an appeal by 
Andrew John Bolton bom the 
decision of the Solicitors' Disci¬ 
plinary Tribunal sentencing him 
to two years suspension from 
practising as a solicitor. The 
Divisional Court had quashed the 
sentence and substituted a fine of 
£3X100. 

The Court of Appeal, although 
considering that the Divisional 
Court had erred in principle. 

declined to allow the appeal and 
reinstate the suspension since the 
matters complained of had occ¬ 
urred over two years ago. 

Mr Bolton had acted m a 
transaction for the sale of a Oat by 
his wife to her brother, and had 
received moneys from mortgagees 
to hold until the property was 
conveyed to die purchaser and 
security documents had been exe¬ 
cuted in favour of the mortgagees. 
Almost immediately he had dis¬ 
bursed the whole sum. the sale was 
never completed and the security 
documents never executed. When 
the matter came to light Mr Bolton 
made good the sum. 

Mr Charles Hint tor the Law 
Society; Mr Malcolm Knott for Mr 
Bolton. 

THE MASTER OF THE 
ROLLS referred to the three salient 
points in the tribunal's derision; 
that (0 Mr Bolton was honest, (ii) 
his conduct was unacceptable and 
very serious and ftifl ordinarily a 
sentence of striking off would be 
appropriate. On the presort Tacts 
the tribunal had felt able to make a 
more lenient order. 

His Lordship found no fault 
with their reasoning. Even if 
honest. Mr Bolton's conduct repre¬ 
sented a flagrant departure from 
the most elementary rules which 


bound anyone, most of all a 
soliriior, holding a sum of money 
on behalf on another. 

The Divisional Court had re¬ 
ferred to the principles applicable 
on the appeal from the tribunal, 
namely that the court would be 
very slow indeed to interfere with a 
penalty imposed by a professional 
tribunal in a case of professional 
misconduct see McC-oan v GMC 
ff!964| 1WLR1107.113). 

Those principles were not 
controversial, but had been under¬ 
stood and applied for the last 30 
years at least. His Lordship con¬ 
cluded that the Divisional Court 
had given no good reason for 
interfering with die tribunal's de¬ 
cision and had aaed contrary to 
sen led principles in doing so. 

The general principles under¬ 
lying the present type of case had 
been laid down in a number of 
authorities, in particular, in un¬ 
reported decisions of Lord 
Donaldson of Lymington exercis¬ 
ing the jurisdiction conferred on 
the Master of the Rolls by sections 
13 and 49 of the Solicitors Act 1974. 

Practising lawyers were re¬ 
quired to discharge their pro¬ 
fessional duties with integrity, 
probity and complete trustworthi¬ 
ness. That applied as much to 
barristers as to solicitors. 

However, the present appeal 
concerned a solicitor and where a 
diem's money had been misappro¬ 
priated the complaint was in¬ 
evitably made against a solicitor, 
since solicitors, not barristers, 
received and handled clients' 
moneys. 

Any solicitor shown to have 
discharged his professional duties 
with anything less than complete 
integrity and trustworthiness hod 
to expect severe sanctions to be 
imposed on him by the tribunal. 
The most serious lapses involved 

dishonesty. In such cases the 
tribunal almost invariably, no 
matter how strong the mitigation, 
ordered that the solicitor be struck 
off. Only infrequently in recent 
years had re-admission been 
permitted, even after the passage 
of years and even where every 
effort had been made by the 
solicitor to reestablish himself and 
redeem his reputation. 

Where no dishonesty was shown 
but the solicitor fell below the 

required standards, his lapse was 
less serious, but it ronained a 
matter of very great seriousness in 
a member of a profession whose 
reputation depended on trust. A 
striking off order might, but would 
not necessarily, follow. 

The decision to strike off or 
suspend often involved a fine and 
difficult exercise of judgment to be 
made by the tribunal as an 
informed and expen body on all 


Provisions for transfer of 
adoption proceedings 


Practice Direction (later- 
country adoptions: Transfer 
of proceedings) 

The following Practice Direction 
was issued on November 23 by 
Senior District Judge Gerald An¬ 
gel. with the approval of Sir 
Stephen Brown, President of the 
Family Division, and the concur¬ 
rence of the Lord Chancellor; 

In proceedings in a county court 
under the Adoption Act 1976 
concerning a child whose place of 
origin was outside the United 
Kingdom, the question of transfer 
of the case to die High Court might 
arise. 


In deciding whether, under die 
Children (Allocation of Proceed¬ 
ings) Order (SI 1991 No 1677), such 
proceedings were appropriate for 
determination in the High Court, 
guidance might continue to be 
derived from the derision of the 
Court of Appeal in In re N and L 
(Minors) (Adoption Proceedings: 
Venue) a1987] I WLR 829) that 
transfer should be limited to those 
cases giving rise to issues of 
complexity, difficulty or gravity. 

Orders for transfer should not 
be made of the court's own motion 
without the parties and the guard¬ 
ian ad litem , if appointed, having 
the opportunity of making 


representations on the question of 
transfer. 

It would usually be possible for 
the necessary enquiries to be made 
by letter and for the matter to be 
determined without a hearing. 

In those cases where there was 
an issue as to transfer, a hearing 
for determination of the issue 
should be fixed, with notice of the 
date, time and place of hearing 
given to the parties and the 
guardian ad litem. 

It would usually be imprac¬ 
ticable to obtain the views of the 
natural parents or for them to be 
given notice of any hearing. 
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Creditor not obliged to take security offer 




the facts of foe case. Only in a veiy 
unusual and venial case would the 
tribunal be likely to regard as 
appropriate any order less severe 
than suspension. 

Referring to the reasons why 
such orders, which might other¬ 
wise be thought harsh, were made, 
his Lordship said that there was in 
some cases a punitive and deter¬ 
rent element However, in most 
cases the tribunal's order would 
primarily be directed to one or 
other of two other purposes: 

1 To be sure that the offending 
solicitor did not have foe opportu¬ 
nity to repeat his offenoe; 

2 The most fundamental of all: io 
maintain the reputation of the 
profession as one in which erery 
member, of whatever standing, 
might be trusted to the ends of foe 
earth, lb maintain that reputation 
and sustain public confidence in 
the integrity of the profession it 
was often necessary that those 
guilty of serious lapses were not 
only expelled but denied re- 
admission. 

If a member of the public sold 
his bouse, very often his largest 
asset, and entrusted the proceeds 
of sale to his solicitor pending re¬ 
investment in another house, he 
was ordinarily entitled to expect 
that the solicitor would be a person 
whose trustworthiness was not 
and never had been seriously in 
question, otherwise the whole pro¬ 
fession and the public as a whole 
was injured. A profession's most 
valuable asset was its collective 
reputation and the confidence 
which that inspired. 

Because orders made by die 
tribunal were not primarily pu¬ 
nitive it followed that consid¬ 
erations ordinarily carrying 
weight in mitigation of punish¬ 
ment had less effect on foe exercise 
of the jurisdiction. 

It could never be an objection to 
an order for suspension that foe 
solidtor might be unable to re¬ 
establish his practice when the 
period of suspension was past If 
that were likely to be so. the 
consequence for him and his 
family might be deeply unfortu¬ 
nate. and unintended. But it did 
not make suspension foe wrong 
order if it was otherwise right. 

The reputation of the profession 
was more important than the 
fortunes of an individual member. 
Membership of a profession' 
brought many benefits: but that 
was pan of foe price. 

In the exceptional drcumsiances 
of the case foe appeal would be 
dismissed. 

Lord Justice Rose and Lord 
Justice Waite agreed.

In re a Debtor (No 415-SD- 
1993) 

Before Mr Justice Jacob 
[Judgment November 16] 

A debtors offer to give security 
over shires held by him but not 
presently realisable, did not con¬ 
stitute "other grounds" within the 
meaning of rule 6-5M)(d) of the 
Insolvency Rules (SI 1986 No 1925) 
thus precluding foe court from 
granting his application to set 
aside a statutory demand made by 
the petitioning creditor pursuant to 
section 268 of the Insolvency Act 
1986. 

The "other grounds" of the rule 
related only to enquiries by the 
court, at die statutory demand 
stage, as to whether or not it had 
been shown that the debtor was, 
under section 26811). “unable to pay 
a debt" or. under section 268(2), 
"has no reasonable prospect of 
being able to pay a debt" and 
ancillary matters as to whether foe 
demand was fair. 

In foe case of an unsecured debt 
the creditor was not obliged to take 
the security offered by die debtor 
however good it might be. 

Mr Justice Jacob so held in the 
Chancery Division when dismiss¬ 
ing an appeal by foe debtor against 
an order of Mr Registrar Scott, 
made on April 15. 1993. refusing 
the debtors application to set aside 
a statutory demand served upon 
him by the petitioning creditor. 

Mr John Briggs for the debtor; 

Mr Christopher TWmarsh for the 
creditor. 

MR JUSTICE JACOB said that 
foe statutory demand dated March 
11. 1993 was in foe sum of 
£896.887.76. There was no dispute 
as to the amount owing or foal the 
debt was due immediately. Nor 
was it in dispute that the debtor 
was unable to pay the debt 
immediately. 

In December 1992 he made an 
offer to the creditor to give security 
over certain shares which he said 

were not at present realisable but 
were worth between £4 million 
and £18 millio n. He also offered in 
any event to pay by the end of 1993. 

The creditor took foe view that it 
was entided to immediate payment 
and did not have to consider chat 
offer. Following the issue of the 
demand the debtor said he was in 
a position to show that the creditor 
was unreasonable in failing to 
consider his offer, that it was 
obliged io do so and that, accord¬ 
ingly. foe statutory demand ought 
to be set aside. 


The point was argued as one of 
principle- Could a debtor faced 
with a statutory demand apply to 
have it set aside on foe ground that 
he had mode an offer of security 
which foe creditor ought reason¬ 
ably to have accepted? His Lord- 
ship had not been asked to 
consider whether the offer was 
reasonable. 

The relevant provisions so Ear as 
material were: sections 267(1}: 
26 7(2)(c); 2680] and (2); 271(1). (2) 
and (3). That was foe relevant 
primary legislation. 

it set up a two-stage process tor a 
bankruptcy petition. There was the 
statutory demand or failure of 
execution of a judgment debt either 
of which established an inability to 
pay. The next question followed 
after the petition: should a bank¬ 
ruptcy order in fan be made 
(section 271)? 

The secondary legislation was in 
foe relevant provisions of the 
insolvency Rules 1986. Rule 6.1 set 
out some formal requirements of 
the statutory demand. Form 6.1 
was prescribed by rule 12.7. 

There were detailed require¬ 
ments as to what should be in the 
statutory demand. Then there was 
a procedure concerned with setting 
aside a statutory demand. It was 
the scope of that procedure which 
was in issue. 

Under rule 6.411) there was an 
18-day period in which foe applica¬ 
tion should be made. The applica¬ 
tion had to be supported by an 
affidavit and there was a pre¬ 
scribed form for that called form 
6S. 

The procedure prescribed was 
intended to be brief. It aimed ai 
establishing an inability to pay 
and no more. It was not a general 
coarse sieve where the court 
considered generally whether the 
petition would succeed or fail. 

The key rule was rule Rule 
62H4)(d) stated: The court may 
grant the application if - ... (d) 
the court is satisfied, on other 
grounds, that the demand ought id 
be set aside." 

What other grounds could could 
foe court take into account at that 
stage of the procedure? The ques¬ 
tion had important practical 

consequences. 

A creditor entitled to immediate 
payment of a sum of money would 
be required to consider the security 
offered. He would very likely have 
to get involved in his own valua¬ 
tion. There could be a conflict of 
valuers. 

The whole procedure of whether

aside or not would turn into an foe stage of an application to set 


elaborate affair and foe presenta¬ 
tion of the petition might be 
considerably delayed. 

His Lordship dealt with the 
debtors first point based on form 
6.1. the form of the statutory 
demand itself. He said that the 
argument was that foe form 
contemplated foal the debtor 
-might not "quickly receive a 
satisfactory written reply" and that 
meant a reply satisfactory to the 
debtor. So. tf foe debtor had made 
an offer to compound, for instance 
by giving security he could then 
apply to have the security set aside. 

His Lordship did not read the 
document in that way. The pri¬ 
mary requirement was either "pay 
or settle”. The suggestion in the 
form was no more than that the 
debtor could apply, indeed had to 
apply within IS days of foe date of 
service to have the demand set 
aside. There was no right vested in 
foe debtor to obtain "a satisfactory 
written reply". 

The second argument was 
founded on tbe "other grounds" of 
rule 6.5(4)(d) in which it was said 
that those words conferred upon 
the court a general discretion to 
consider what might happen if the 
petition were presented. Putting 
the point another way. the court 
should ask foe general question: 
"Is it unjust to allow the creditor to 
present foe petition?” 

Reference was made to what was 
said by Lord Justice Nkholls in In 
re a Debtor (No I qf J9S7) (11989J1 
WLR 271. 276). In his first para¬ 
graph Lord Justice Nkholls had 

referred to the consequence foal 
foe debtor was regarded as being 
unable to pay foe debt in question 
and then said that that con¬ 
sequence founded the ability of foe 
creditor to present a bankruptcy 
petition. 

In his second paragraph he 
referred to “residual discretion" 
and to “circumstances which 
would make it unjust for the 
statutory demand to give rise to 
chose consequences in a particular 
case". 

The creditor argued that by the 
use of the words “those circum¬ 
stances" Lord Justice Nkholls was 
intending to indicate a general 
power of tbe court to intervene to 
prevent any injustice. 

His Lordship did not consider 
that Lord Justice Nkholls was 
'considering anything like the ques¬ 
tion before him. He was not 
Indicating in his use of the ex- 


New procedure for production 
of time estimates 
in cases concerning children 


Practice Direction (Children 
cases: Time estimates) 
Procedures for the provision of 
time estimates in children cases 
were announced in a Practice 
Direction issued on November 22 
by Sir Stephen Brown. President of 
foe Family Division, with the 
concurrence of Lord Mackay of 
Clashfem, Lord Chancellor. 

THE PRESIDENT said: 

I As from the dale of foe direction, 
parties to proceedings under foe 
Children Act 1989 or under the 
inherent jurisdiction of the High 
Court relating to children, which 
were pending in the High Court in 
London and in other centres and 
which were to be heard by a judge, 
would be required to provide an 
estimate of length of foe hearing (a 
time estimate) in accordance with 
the procedure set out in the 
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following paragraphs. This proce¬ 
dure was intended to enable the 
court and foe parties to be kept 
fully informed of any changes in 
time estimates so as to facilitate the 
listing and disposal of cases in die 
roost effective manner. 

2 When any hearing which was 
expected to last one day or more 
was fixed, whether upon applica¬ 
tion or at a directions hearing or on 
any other occasion, the party 
applying fra- the bearing, the 
applicant, and such other parties 
as might then be before the court, 
should give a time estimate. 

Unless otherwise directed, that 
should be in writing and should be 
signed ty foe soliriior and by 
counsel, if instructed. A suitable 
form would be available from the 
court. 

3 If any party to foe proceedings 
was not before foe court when the 
hearing was fixed, the applicant 
should serve that party forthwith 
with a copy of the time estimate. 

4 Any party served with a time 
estimate, should acknowledge re¬ 
ceipt and inform the applicant and 
the court forthwith whether they 
agreed or disagreed with the 
estimate and in the latter case, 
should also give their own time 
estimate. 

5 If at any rime after a time 
estimate had been given, any party 
considered that the time estimate 
should be revised, that party 
should forthwith provide the court 
with a further time estimate and 
should serve a copy on the other 
parties. It was the duly of solicitors 
to keep counsel informed of the 
time estimates given in the case 
and it was the duty of both 
solicitors and counsel to keep the 
length of the hearing under review 
and to inform foe court promptly 
of any change m the time estimate. 


6 In cases where a hearing bad 
been fixed for less than a day. if 
any party considered that it was 
likely to last for one day or more, 
then a time estimate should be 
given by that party to foe court and 
served on foe otto parties. If an 
additional application or cross¬ 
application was issued returnable 
on the same date, a further time 
estimate would rally be required if 
foe latest time estimate was 
affected. 

7 A party should provide a time 
estimate ff so required ty the court 

8 If. in the light or foe information 
provided, the court considered that 
further directions were necessary 
or if any of foe parties failed to 
provide the requisite information, 
a directions hearing would be fixed 
and notice of the appointment 
given to all parties by foe court In 
foe event of a party failing to 
provide information when re¬ 
quested or if default was otherwise 
made in the provision of time 
estimates, liability for any wasted 
costs might arise for consideration. 

9 This direction did not apply to 
parties m person. Where the 
applicant was a party in person, 
the other parties to the proceed¬ 
ings, if represented by a solicitor, 
had to provide a time estimate to 
foe court immediately upon being 
notified of the hearing. 

10 This direction was not to be read 
as affecting the right of any forty 
to apply io the court for directions 
at any time in relation to foe listing 
of any application or for any other 
purpose. 

11 Practice Direction (Family Di¬ 
vision: Hearing Duration) ((1984] I 
WLR 475) should continue to apply 
to proceedings other than proceed¬ 
ings under the Children Act 1989 or 
the inherent jurisdiction of the 
court relating io children. 


aside a statutory demand that the 
court should in effect conduct a 
mini-trial into whether or not at a 
later stage the court would make a 
bankruptcy order under section 
271. 

He was referring to whether or 
not the demand itself produced 
injustice, which was the point in 
issue before him. Where the debtor 
admitted he could not pay, foe 
purpose of foe demand was 
satisfied. 

The true , view was that rule 
6 ^( 4 )(d) was concerned with a case 
in which a statutory demand ought 
to be set aside because it was either 
defective to the point of being 
unfair to the debtor, as was 
suggested in Lord Justice Nichofl's 
case; or if it was shown that, in die 
case of an Immediately payable 
debt, there was evidence that it 
would in substance be immediate¬ 
ly paid. 

His Lordship did not think that 
Mr Justice Morritt in In re a 
Debtor (No 51SD-I991) (119921 I 
WLR 1294. 1301) was saying that 
any ground which could be used to 
defeat a petition was a matter 
which could be raised by the 
debtor at foe statutory demand 
stage of tbe process. The reality of 
the situation he was contemplating 
was that the debtor oould pay. 
What he said had been inappro¬ 
priately taken out trf its context 

The next point taken by the 
debtor related to the prescribed 
form 6.5 of the affidavit in support 
of an application to set aside the 
statutory demand. In a side note 
foe debtor was invited to insert one 
of eight alternatives tbe fourth of 
which stated "admit foe debt and 
am prepared to secure or cran- 
pound for to the creditor’s satisfac¬ 
tion by..." 

It was said that contemplated a 
case where the debtor was offering 
a compounding. The difficulty was 
that it referred to compounding to 
the "creditors satisfaction". While 
thai might constitute a kind of offer 
to the creditor, it did not seem that 
foe prescribed form was suggest¬ 
ing that there should be an 
investigation by the court as to 
whether the offer was or was not 
reasonable at that stage of the 
process. 

Tbe fourth point argued by the 
debtor related to section 268(2) in a 
case where the debt was not 
immediately payable but there was 
no reasonable prospect of the 
debtor being able to pay iL 


Then foe statutory demand 
called upon foe debtor "to establish 
to the satisfaction of foe creditor 
that there is a reasonable prospect 
the debtor will be able to pay tbe 
debt when h falls due". 

Thai was said to constitute a 

reasonable offer by the debtor arxl 

if the creditor behaved unreason- 
ably by not accepting it if would be 
nonsense for foe procedure k> 
canyon. 

Thus suppose there was a debt 
due in three months and foe debtor 

was able to provide a bankers 
draft for foe sum payable on die 
due date- It would be whofiy 

unreasonable for the creditor to 
say he was not satisfied. 

Therefore in section 26SQ)ia) the 

expression "to the satisfaction of 
the creditor” meant “Co the reason- I 
able satisfaction of tbe crediior 
and therefore the same expression 
in subsection (1) rook tbe same 

meanin g. 

Mr Tidmarsh provided the an- 

that foe onl/mquiri^whi^d» 
court was called upon to make at 
the statutory demand stage was 
whether or not it was shown that 
the debtor was in tbe case of 
section 268(1) "unable to pay a 
debt" and in section 268(2) “has no 

reasonable prospect of being able 
to pay a debt". 

The "other ground" of the rule 
related only to that question and 
ancillary matters such as whether 
the demand was fair.

In the case of an unsecured debt 
the creditor had no security and 
was not obliged to take the sraurity 
offered by the debtor however good 
ft might be: see Mr Justice Mum¬ 
mery in In re a Debtor (No 960 
SD-992) (JI993J STC 218) who 
clearly considered that an offer of 
security was not the same as anuf 
existing security- 
solicitors: Masons; Solicitor far 
Inland Revenue. 
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Deportation of 
linked parties 


Regina v Immigration Ap¬ 
peal Tribunal Ex parte 
Yasha (Mohamed) 

Before Mr Justice Fopplewell 
[Judgment November 23] 

Where bearings to consider the 
deportation of parties whose situa¬ 
tions were dosdy related took 
place separately and by different 
tribunals then tbe outcome in tile 
case of rate party was a relevant 
consideration to be taken into 
account by tbe tribunal dealing 
with the other party. 

Mr Justice Fopplewell so held in 
the Queen's Bench Division when 
granting an application by 
Mohamed Yasim for certiorari to 
quash the rgeefion by foe Im¬ 
migration Appeal Tribunal of his 
appeal against the decision of 
December 22,1990 of the Secretary 
of State for the Home Department 
to deport him. 

Mr Ian MacDonald. QC. for foe 
applicant; Miss dare Montgom¬ 
ery for the tribunal. 

MR JUSTICE POPPLEWEJLL 
said that in 1985 foe applicant, who 
held Pakistani citizenship but had 
become settled- in the United 
Kingdom within the meaning of 
the immigration Act 1971. had 
been convicted of supplying heroin 
and had been sentenced to four 
years imprisonment. 

His brother, who had been the 
ringleader, was sentenced to five 
years and they were both served 
with a notice or foe intention to 
deport Their appeals to the Im¬ 
migration Appeal Tribunal were 
due to be heard on June 12,1990 
but for reasons which were undear 
foe applicants hearing was 
adjourned. 

His brother's appeal was 
allowed on (he ground that while it 
was in (he public interest that he 
should be deponed, com¬ 
passionate grounds, a pregnant 
girlfriend who would be unable to 


go with him to Pakistan, offset ihe _ 
offenoe of supplying heroin. 

On September 28 the applicant's 
appeal was dismissed, the tribunal 
being unaware of tbe decision in 
the brother's case, and an order for 
his deportation was issued. 

Mr MacDonald had asserted 
that there was a duty on foe 
tribunal to raise the matter of 6 k 
result in the brother's case by any 
one of a number of means avail¬ 
able to it 

His Lordship rejected that. The 
tribunal was required to reach its 
derision in conformity with certain 
principles as set out in the State¬ 
ment of Changes in the Immigra¬ 
tion Rules (19831 CHC 16$ and 
(19901 (HC 251). 

Miss Montgomery had subraii- 
ted that the consistency required 
by the rules was that a consistency 
of principles applied. That was so 
but it was not only consistent? in 
principle that was required. The 
tribunal was entitled to take into 
account how one co-accused had ^ 
been dealt with. ■ 

II might well deride that that 
had no impact but it was difficult 
to believe that if the tribunal had 
known about the brother in fob 
rase that it would not have taken it 
into same account 
Had foe tribunal said thai it 
would not take it into account at all 
then it would not have been 
exercising its jurisdiction under 
tbe rules. There was no doubt that 
it was a material consideration to 
be taken account of. 

His Lordship ordered foe de¬ 
cision to quashed and remitted ro 
the tribunal to con rider the addi¬ 
tional fact of the brother's case. His m 
Lordship emphasised thar four T 
was not an invitation lo reopen foe 
whole case but solely to look at (he 
situation as it existed at foe time of 
the decision to deport.

A deflberale concealmeni could 
have ihe effect of preventing the 
limiuukm period from running, as 
provided under section 32 of the 
Limitation Act 1980. even when ii 
occurred after the plaintiff's cause 
of action arose. 

Mr Justice Saville so held in foe 
Queen's Bench Division when 
giving judgment in open court 
after a hearing in chambers where¬ 
by* on an application by the 
defendants, R. H. M. Oulhwaite 
(Underwriting Agencies) Ltd and 
various members’ agents, he re¬ 
fused to strike out a point of reply 
based on section 32 raised by the 
plaintiffs. John Brooke Sheldon 
and other underwriting members 
of Lloyd's syndicates 317 and b61. 
in foe defendants' pica of 
limitation. 

Section 32 of the 19S0 Act 
provides: “(I)... where in the case 
of any action for which a period of 
limitation is prescribed by this Ad 
... (bl any fad relevant to the 
plaintiff's right of action has boat 
deliberately concealed from him 

by foe defendant... the period of 
limitation shall not begin to run 
until the plaintiff has discovered 
foe ... concealment ... or could 
with reasonable diligence have 
discovered it." 


Miss Barbara Dohmann, QC 
and Mr Thomas Beazfey for foe 
plaintiff: Mr lan Hunter.

MR JUSTICE SAVILLE said 
that he rejected foe defendant’s 
submission that section 32 of (he 
Act applied only to a deliberate 
concealment that occurred at the 
time when the claimant* cause of 
action arose and not to any later 
concealment. 

In the first place it was common 
ground that the expression “delib¬ 
erately concealed" in section 32 
was used in place of the expression 
“concealed by fraud" (bund io foe 
Limitation Act 1939, because the 
rase law had made dear that 
“fraud" in fact encompassed any 
conduct which could be 
categorised as unconsciousbfe and 
which had tbe effect of concealing 
the light of actiofl or the plaintiff. 

It was dear that the Court of 
Appeal had proceeded at least 
upon tbe assumption that un¬ 
conscionable conduct after the 
wrongdoing giving rise to right of 
action could fall within the "con¬ 
cealed by fraud" provisions of the 
1939 Act. 

Furthermore, it seemed that 
Kitchen v RAF Association flI958| 1 
WLR 563) was an examph: of a case 
where subsequent concealment 
was actually hdd to preclude 


reliance on limitation. 

The "concealed by fraud" pro¬ 
visions were designed to refteci foe 
preexisting principles of equity 
which in turn did apply to cases 
where subsequent conduct con- 
cealed foe plaintiff's rights: see 
Bulli Coal Mining v Osborne 
(fl899| AC 351.363). 

In foe second place, there was 

nothing to suggest that the 1980 Act 

was designed to cut down, as 
Opposed to Clarify, the previous 
width of whai was now described 
as deliberate concealment. 

In foe third place was the 
analysis of the words used in 
section 32. 

If there was a wrongdoing 
followed by deliberate conceal¬ 
ment the ordinary time limit was 
attended or excluded so that the 
period ran from the date when the 
concealment was or ought to have 
been discovered. 

Mr Humer submitted that that 
would involve the proposition that 
at any time, at least up to the expiry 
of foe ordinary limitation period, a 
deliberate concealment would 
mean that the time would start 
again and run for the full period 
from when the concealment was or 
ought to have been discovered. 

That was so but was neither 
surprising nor unacceptable. 
Deliberate ixmccaJmem could only 
operate in cases where the plaintiff 
was unaware of the facts in 
question relevant to the right of 


action otherwise there could be no 
concealment. 

In such cases, at any time up » 
the expiry of the ordinary period, 
unconscionable behaviour 
concealing those facts would have 
the effect of precluding or at least 
discouraging the plaintiff from 
pursuing an existing right of 
action. In other words, as time 
went hy foe mischief which equity 
and now the statute sought to 
remedy did not reduce. 

As to a case where the conceal¬ 
ment occurred after the ordinary 
period had expired, thai deliberate 
concealment could not be called in 
aid at least so as to enable foe 
plaintiff to mount an effective 
action since by that stage foe 
plaintiff had already lost the 
remedy of foe right to sue so thai 
the concealment had no deleteri¬ 
ous effect and was thus hardly 
unconscionable. 

Finally, the so-called general 
principle that once time started to 
run it ran without interruption 
was not of any assistance. Reliance 
on such a principle came dose to 
begging the question. 

For those reasons, his Lordship 
had to disagree with foe contrary 
view expressed obiter by Sir Rob¬ 
ert Meparry, Vice-Chancellor, in 
Tito v Waddell (No 2) Qi977| Ch 
106,245).

Three visions of Albertopolis 


S ir Norman Foster. Sir Rich¬ 
ard Rogers and Terry Farrell 
— the three big personalities 
of British architecture — re¬ 
cently competed for one of London's 
prize commissions. This was the 
opportunity to lead a £100 million bid 
to the Millennium Fund aimed at 
bringing the whole South Kensington 
museum area — from the Victoria & 
Alben to the Albert Hall — dramati¬ 
cally to life. 

Foster won. But at the first glimpse 
of his plans, the two councils. 
Westminster and Kensington, went 
ballistic. Westminster’s hastily issued 
new planning brief says: “The archi¬ 
tect's draft proposals to divert traffic, 
close roads, reorganise parking, are 
matters of great concern ... propos¬ 
als which significantly worsen [traf¬ 
fic! movement or residential amenity 
will not be supported." 

Bui what Farrell. Foster and Rog¬ 
ers have done is to float a whole range 
of provocative ideas aimed at r iver s- 
ing foe stead)* erosion of Prince 
Albert? grand vision for the site. 
They deserve serious debate. 

Aiberfapolis is so named because 
the whcSje site was bought out of the 
profits qF Prince Albert’s brainchild, 
the 1851 Exhibition, which, thanks to 
Joseph Rixwn? Crystali Palace, was a

The museum area of South Kensington could one day mirror the 
Prince Consort’s plans, filtered through the imaginations of 
present-day Britain’s finest architects. Marcus Binney reports

Budget of £11 million for the restora¬ 
tion of the Albert Memorial, 
Albertopolis is off to a flying start 

Rogers, inevitably, produced the 
most dramatic schemes. A vast piazza 
several times the length of St Marie’s 
Square in Venice would run from the 
Natural History Museum to the 
Albert Hall, knocking down the 
Royal College of Music and most of 
Imperial College in the process. “This 
great axis" he now acknowledges 
ruefully, “is an utterly lost cause." 

Instead, he has come up with 
revolutionary ideas for other spaces. 
His starting-point is the creation of a 
large pedestrian square linking the 
Albert Hall and the Albert Memorial, 
with the park railings pushed back 
behind the memorial. 

His next grand gesture would beta 
close Exhibition Road to traffic. "It 
has to be done," he says. Traffic 
would be diverted up Queen’S Gate. 
Rogers's sweetener to potentially 
outraged residents would be to put all 
car parking in Queen’s Gate under 
the street (“they do it every day in 
Paris"). 


Rogers would also dose Prince 
Consort Road, which runs across the 
site below Albert Hall. Philip 
Gumuchdjian, his project architect 
says: "It’s an absurdly wide, little- 
used expanse of tarmac, tempting 
people to drive at 50 mph." 
Gumucbdjian would pave it and 
plant it with trees, providing Imper¬ 
ial College with a much-needed 
campus, and concert-goers with a 
promenade garden. "The Royal Coll¬ 
ege of Music could at last open its 
windows, and music would fill the 
street,” Gumuchdjian says. 


B ut Rogers? neatest idea is to 
build, in stages, a great 
Mflan-style galleria behind 
die Natural History Muse¬ 
um. It would link Exhibition Road 
and Queen’s Gate, and provide 
Kensington residents with a new 
“front door" into the whole museum 
complex. Here would be a huge space 
for giant exhibits, as well as shops 
and caffes. At present, the only sign of 
free enterprise in the whole area is a 
lone ice cream van. 


Farrell takes an opposite approach. 
“There? no need for gimmicks, 
fantasy or over-the-top gestures," he 
says. "I’m for investing in our 
existing grands projets , albert Victori¬ 
an ones, rather than a series of 
French-style extravaganzas that no¬ 
body can afford to look after.” . 

Like Rogers. Farrell sees the key as 
Exhibition Road. Instead of dosing it. 
he would narrow it from seven to two 
lanes, with occasional dropoff 
prams. This would provide broad 
Champs-Elysfees pavements where 
Farrell would set kiosks and pavil¬ 
ions housing caffes and bringing light 
into what Cossons calls “the dreadful 
lavatorial pedestrian tunnel from the 
Tube". 

Farrell would also open up a public 
walk through the gardens in the 
Natural History Museum and erect 
railings on the wide pavement in 
front of the v&A. “Not to keep 
pedestrians our, he explains, “but to 
shelter them from the traffic pound¬ 
ing into Knightsbridge." 

Farrell has been dosely involved in 
the Royal Parks review, and one of 
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his best ideas is to run a regular mini¬ 
train or tram from the museums 
across the Serpentine to Paddington 
station. On the way. the handsome 
Regency powder magazine in Hyde 
Park, scandalously padlocked for 
decades, would open as a new 
gallery. "Another idea”, he says, "is to 
recreate the outline of the Crystal 
Palace in a new garden layout with 
glasshouses at either end." 

Foster? trump card proved to be 
the fact that he is already preparing a 
masterplan for Imperial College. His 
scheme, still in embryo form, is to 
create a new level of lawns and 
gardens above the depressing sea of 
parked cars. This will provide attrac¬ 
tive pro tecte d spares for students, 
with the possibility that die car 
parking could be used for Albert Hall 
concert-goers in the evenings and 
museum visitors at weekends. 

After the initial salvo from West¬ 
minster, it is unlikely that Foster will 
pursue the complete closure of Exhi¬ 
bition Road. What is likely is a 
spacious concourse beneath the road, 
linking foe museums on either side. 
He is also pursuing the possibility of 
dropping the traffic along Kensing¬ 
ton Gore beneath a new piazza in 
front of the Albert Hall. “Foster has 
shown that the road doesn't need to 
rise to the west, as there is a gentle 
drop towards Kensington." Cossons 
says. Spencer de Grey. Fosters 
partner, explains: “Underpasses no 
longer have to be bare concrete walls. 
By sloping the sides, and introducing 
ledges to catch water, you can entirely 
cover them with grass." 

The strength of Foster? plan is 
likely to be the way it throws all the 
major historic buildings in® sharper 
focus, by cleaning, floodlighting and 
generous paving. De Grey also 
places welcome emphasis on keeping 
foe grand entrances of the V&A and 
foe Natural History Museum as the 
main approaches. 

“Ar presen, people walk up the 
carriage ramps to foe Natural Hist¬ 
ory Museum," he says. “Why not 
opai up the main gates, dear away 
the staff cars and let them walk up the 
main steps?”

BRITAIN’S most crassly named chart 
regulars came to this focal point of 
their current tour on a high. Dismissed 
many times as pop featherweights, 
they have completed six-and-a-haJf 
years of hits to release a best-of album 
that sits snugly in the Top Ten again 
this week and of which the Scottish 
quartet was proud to announce plati¬ 
num sales. 

But the title of the retrospective. End 
of Part One. and the fact that these 
dates are billed as a greatest hits tour, 
suggest that Wet Wet Wet have 
reached a career crossroads. One path, 
dearly marked for a short distance, 
leads to further adulation from their 
predominantly teens-and-young-twen- 
ties audience. The road less travelled 
might just have an improved credibil¬ 
ity rating at the end of it Certainly the 
night’s one new song. “Julia Says”, 
performed as an encore, hinted that the 
Wetties. to use the wretched vernacu¬ 
lar. have a more mature songwriting 
style trying to break through to the 
surface. Usually, it lost out to their 
throwaway pop persona and a surpris-

ingly lacklustre performance. 

Such is the focus on lead singer 


Marti PeDow that his three colleagues, 
and three further horn players, re¬ 
mained almost wholly anonymous 
throughout The problem there is that 
Fellow’s good looks alone cannot 
sustain the show and he is sadly 


lacking in stage presence: cant dance, 
can sing a little, but he treated most of 
the show almost as a soundcheck. often 
sounding bored with the material and 
rarely injecting any life into routine 
run-throughs of the band’s consider¬ 
able hit catalogue. 

Certainly the crowd screamed at 
“Sweet Little Mystery, “Angel Eyes", 
“Temptation” and the rest But the 
relatively small extra effort needed to 
turn the spark to a flame never 
happened, and The set suffered from 
poor pacing. The mood of the most 
spirited performance, on the funky 
“Lip Service”, was dampened to 
drowning point by Hallow'S departure 
for a costume change and a dismal 
rendition of “We Can Work It Out”, 
with bassist Graeme Clark tilling in, to 
put it kindly, on vocals. 

They showed a worrying tendency to 
sound like first-round losers on New 
Faces with other cheap and nasty 
covers such as “Ain’t No Stoppin’ Us 
Now” and tin fishiest kind of cod- 
reggae on Bob Marley*s “ Is This Love”, 
bland enough to make UB40 sound 
Jamaican. Perhaps that crossroads 
needs a third fork, the one bade to 
performance school.

WHILE the London orchestral fund¬ 
ing fiasco has been unfolding before 
our disbelieving eyes, the Royal Phil¬ 
harmonic has been busy forging 
valuable links with the Kirov Opera 
and its artistic director Valery Gergiev. 
The plan is for re-runs of the St 
Petersburg White Nights Festival se¬ 
ries with the RPO in London, concert 
performances of rare operas (Rimsky'S 
Kitezh is promised), and the introduc¬ 
tion of Little-known Russian composers 
and soloists. If the concert performance 
of Iolanta that launched the collabor¬ 
ation on Monday is anything to go by, 
we are in for untold riches. 

Admirers of Tchaikovsky’s last op¬ 
era, the one-acter composed to share a 
double-bill with Nutcracker in 1892, 
have in the past had to be a little 
defensive about it: it does not always 
come off in performance. No need for 
sheepishness now—it is simply that no 
one in the West can have heard it so 
brilliantly conducted and sung as it

The plot has a special Tchaikovsky- 
an resonance. The Provencal princess 
of the title is blind,' her over-sotiotous 
father. King Renfe, orders that on pain 
of death her affliction is to be concealed 
from her; a wise Moorish doctor 
advises him that only if the affliction is 
acknowledged, and thence the win for 
a cure aroused, can that cure be 
effected. Enter a passing tenor, love, a 
threatened death sentence, and on to 
the Happy End. 

Tchaikovsky frequently composed 
first the passage that originally drew 


Vaudemont in which her blindness is 
gradually revealed to her, one of the 
most touching and perfectly sustained 
dramatic paragraphs in all Tchaikov¬ 
sky’s operas. Its full emotional weight 
was here conveyed with searing yet 
properly contained passion. 

Even more impressive was the way 
Gergiev’s steady tempo turned the 
potentially banal tune to which 
Vaudemont describes light to Iolanta 
into something of genuine dramatic 
weight And his handling of the great A 
flat major finale of affirmation, so 


unexpected from a com]: 
given to gloom, was faultiest 

The soloists were superb:'the amaz¬ 
ing Galina Gorchakova (Iofanta] im¬ 
pressing as much with her beautifully 
shaped soft singing as with her 
bronzed-sword of a tepj register; 
Gegam Grigorian, last season’s unfor¬ 
gettable Lensky at Covent; Garden, 
confirming his status as one pf today's 
great tenors; Sergei Leiferkup making 
Robert's not awfully good baritone aria 
sound great simply through foe imagi¬ 
nation of his verbal inflections. 

Bulat Minzhilkiev's King was really 
sung, not (as can happen) bawled, araL 
so emerged as a more sympathetic 11 
character than usual, and: Nikolai 
Putilin exerted proper mystery and 
authority as the Moor. But every Kirov 
singer, down to the merest Ftorter and 
Nurse, was outstanding. It was a quite 
wonderful evening. More, more, more.

WITH scarlet blood coursing down 
their faces, the frenzied Shiites of 
Lebanon march the hot dusty streets 
shouting in commemoration of the 7th- 
century martyr Imam Hussein. Even 
from the safety of one's living-room, 
this procession looks scary — the men 
and boys chanting, wailing, and 
repeatedly pounding their specially 
pre-skewered foreheads to produce 
fresh streams of blood. But from dose- 
up, says Robert Fisk in voice-over, it is 
“a bloody and terrible spectacle ... 
disgusting, appalling for a westerner 
to behold". 

“Why do Muslims hate the West?” is 
the question Fisk ostensibly poses in 
his new three-part series From Beirut 
to Bosnia (Channel 4). To answer it, he 
last night traced Lebanon’s 17-year 
history of Israeli occupation and attack 
— countless corpses, massacres, tom 
buildings, burning trees, injured civil¬ 
ians — thereby generating consider¬ 
able sympathy for their inevitable 
sense of grievance. As a newsman with 
17 years' experience of Beirut. Fisk (of 
The Independent) had witnessed the 
mounting embitterraent: “More than

physically wounded, these people are 
invisibly mutilated". 

So much, so understandable. But it 
was the obverse, virtually unstated 
question. “Isn't religious zeal scary?”, 
that absorbed Fisk more, partly 
because he seemed so puzzled by it 
Here are people who gladly sacrifice 
themselves in suicide missions, confi¬ 
dent of a passage to Paradise. 

The famous 1983 truck-bomb which 
blew up the American marine base 
("the largest bomb since Hiroshima") 
was driven, apparently, by a happy 
man. Showing us a news-tape of a 
shocked survivor. Fisk rewinds twice, 
re-playing. "He says he'll always 
remember that the guy was smiling, 


he’ll always remember that foe guy 
was smiling, the guy was smiling." 

Actually, martyrdom is not quite 
such a distant concept for westerners to 
grasp. Saints have yet to be abolished. 
Once a year at foe Cenotaph we hear of 
people "giving their lives". But Fisk 
still interviewed Hezbollah soldiers in 
foe Occupied Zone (a television first) 
and also questioned their leader 
Hassan Nas rail ah in Beirut, urging 
them to explain martyrdom in such a 
way that westerners could understand. 
Nasrallah said Fisk should imagine . 
being hot and thirsty in a sauna bath, 
and knowing that beyond the door (all 
you had to do was open it) was a nice 
cool room with cocktails. Well, I don’t 


know about Fisk, but at tins pointl had 
the nasty feeling that westerners were 
being talked down to. 

As so often with programmes made 
by journalists. From Beirut to Bosnia 
■- flipped repeatedly from objective as¬ 
sessment to personal reminiscence. 
Thus, mdiscussmg-foe hostage-takmg, 
Fisk described his own fears, his own 
personal tactics for evading-kidnap. 
He revisited the sceneof a massacre he 
had reported, where he had scrambled 
up an earth embankment for a better 
view, and then felt the heap sink under 
him — because it wasn't an earth 
embankment at all, but a heap of 
bodies. lightly covered. 

But obviously, more important than 
anything for a programme of this sort, 
is foe quality of his contacts book (look 
under “H" for “Hezbollah"?) and the 
respect Fisk commands by his writing. 
And other journalists will have been 
jolly interested to witness him filing his 
copy by phone, with all the familiar 
tedium of “Close quote. Point New 
para."

Tonight, one of these performers 
opens a production of Molfere*s 
Schoolfbr Wives in which the other 
plays the lead. 

The answer is Jonathan Kent and 
Ian McDiarmjd's Almeida, Its trans¬ 
fers of Pinters No Man's Land and 
Rattigan’s Deep Blue Sea may have 
run their courses; 
but David Leveaux's 
production of Pin¬ 
ter’s Moonlight is 
still at the Comedy 
and Kent's revival of 
Medea still at 
Wyndhams. Indeed, 

Euripides’s tragedy, 
with Diana Rigg ra¬ 
diating grim-foced 
charisma, -has 
proved the autumn's 
most unexpected hit. 

Kent and 

McDiarmid insist that they have 
never picked a play with a view to

and you needn’t give a scalecWown 
performance. Yet if you want to give 
one, you can." Kent “You can do big 
plays like AH for Love and intimate 
ones too. Our cliche is dial it's an epic 
space in miniature." 

But the finest theatre will not 
attract top talent without the right 
people and approach behind it Kent 
and McDiarmid may not be every¬ 
day names on the Clapham omnibus, 
but each has spent 20 years building 
a reputation for enterprising perfor¬ 
mances. And when men of their 
calibre talk of the “primacy of acting 
and of language", meaning that a 
playwright’s words must never be 
swamped tjy visual ado, it is not 
surprising their fellow professionals 
listen. 

__ They have avoid¬ 
ed formulating a 
more precise policy 
than this, feeling 
that it can only 
categorise, trap and 
limit them. In prac¬ 
tice. they follow their 
own very similar 
and pretty catholic 
tastes, trying to en¬ 
sure a balance be¬ 
tween new plays and 
revivals. That has 
brought Islington 


shifting it westwards and add that, 
since the Almeida has no production 
company, the profits from even a 
long run are tiny. Still, four transfers 
is a remarkable total, given their 
theatre's slim resources and the West 
End public's resistance to serious 
drama. When die two long-time 
friends join tty applied for the 
Almeida’s top job in 1989 (“we'd 
talked and dreamt of having our own 
place, as actors do”) they never 
expected to land it, let alone be 
receiving an Olivier Award for 
excellence just three years later. 

What is the secret of the Almeida's 
rapid success? Well, it got off on foe 
right foot in 1990. To open with 
Howard Barker's scabrous Scenes 
Jwm an Execution was risky in itself. 
especially as there was money only 
for that and half another production; 
but with Glenda Jackson in the lead, 
it was always going ■ to attract 
attention. Since then major actors 
have proved willing to come to the 
Almeida for its basic wage of £185 a 
wed;: Paul Eddington in No Man’s 
Land. Alan Bates in Bernhard’s 
Showman, Janet Suzman in Hippobh 
tus. and Diana Rigg. first in Diyden’s 
AU for Love, then in Medea. 

“We just ring up and ask." explains 
Kent The attraction is partly the 
Almeida itself. The stage is large, 
larger even than one or two West End 
theatres, yet no spectator is more 
than a few yards from it 

McDiarmid: “It’S not a studio. 
People aren’t looking up your nostrils 


dramatists as various as Wedekind 
and Anouilh, die young Asian- 
American Han Ong and. of course, 
our own Harold Pinter. 

He was impressed enough by the 
theatre’s production of his Betrayal to 
offer it both his short Party Tune and 
his first full-length play in years. 
Moonlight. Moreover, he himself 
appeared in its revival of No Man’s 
Land, consolidating what already 
seems one of the more important 
creative relationships of our era. But 
then a playhouse which can persuade 
Brian Friel to remodel Turgenev's 
Month in the Country and David 
Hare to adapt Brecht'S Galileo — 
both promised for 1994 — can 
anyway rely on a place in the theatre 
histories. 

Interviewing Kent and 
McDiarmid is like talking to a man 
with two heads. Ideas and opinions 
flow seamlessly, with changes of 
speaker sometimes occurring in mid- 
sentence. dearly, their easy-going 
rapport is another reason for the 
Almeida’s success. They share all 
management duties and they say, 
seldom if ever disagree about essen¬ 
tials. The main difference is that 
while one is still primarily an actor, 
the other has found unexpected 
fulfilment in direction. Kent’s revival 
of Schoolfor Wives, with McDiarmid 
as the jealous Amolphe, is his 
seventh production at the Almeida. 

“I sometimes fear I’ve lost my 
nerve about acting." says Kent 
“During performances I think, how 
did I ever get onstage? How did L 
learn the lmes? Nor can I just sit

down and watch something I've 
directed. I get this feeling that if I do 
so. the play will stop. I stand at the 
back, and if something goes wrong, I 
go into a sort of jack-knife position 
and fall to the floor. I find direction 
terrifying—and fascinating." 

There are of course less exhilarat¬ 
ing anxieties in the Almeida air. 
mostly financial ones. The crisis that 
struck in 1991. when the London 
Borough Grants Committee threat¬ 
ened to withdraw £55,000, may have 
passed; but the theatre must still take 
an annual £400,000 at the box-office, 
which means selling 80 per cent of its 
seats. Since they mount just six 
productions a year, McDiarmid and 
Kent know that one flop could 
destroy them. 

But that fear has yet to influence 
their programming. Many choices, 
such as Gribpyedevs Chius ky and 


Ong’s LA. Plays, have been highly 
risky. A new play by the little-known 
Phyllis Nagy is scheduled for 1994, as 
is a revival of Jarry’s Ubu Roi by 
Jonathan Miller,-with a cast of 
teenagers. “We would never do a play 
we thought was not good so as to 
afford one that was," says 
McDiarmid. “If we fail, we faiL" 

Well, their Almeida has had its 
critics, including some on Islington 
Council, which gives it a derisory 
£2300 a year. The word is that it is 
too mandarin or. as the LBGC said in 
1991, has not targeted “the physically 
or economically disabled” or “pro¬ 
moted cultural identities". “The im¬ 
plication is that excellence equals 
elitism," says Kent “I find it depress¬ 
ing that it’s not enough to offer great 
performances in great plays.” 

But that is what the theatre has 
offered and. it seems, will continue to 


offer. Plans are afoot for the Swedish 
actor Peter Stormare to appear in 
something by Strindberg, and for 
Ralph Fiennes to play Hamlet. 
Moreover, Kent and McDiarmid 
hope to start a touring arm. which 
would bring work to London, though 
not necessarily to the Almeida, as 
part of a European runaround. 

McDiarmid: “I’ve seen organ¬ 
isations that have found a pattern for 
success go on repeating it ad nause¬ 
am. You can’t let yourself be 
categorised. You’ve got to keep mov¬ 
ing."- Kent “Also, the secret of 
running anything is creative energy. 
If ours falters, it will be time to go.” 
Late in 1993, that particular danger 
looks far away.

Ideal setting for 
songs of sorrow 


FOR some Gdrecki’s “Sym¬ 
phony of Sorrowful Songs" 
is a poignant lament that 
strikes profound chords in 
the contemporary psyche; 
for others it is a monoto¬ 
nous exercise in mind- 
numbing Minimalism. 

While confessing my own 
position to be closer to the 
latter, I did find this perfor¬ 
mance. by the BBC Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra under 
Alexander Lazarev, more 
engaging than usual. Per¬ 
haps the experience of hear¬ 
ing it live for the first time 
had something to do with it 
one cannot but be im¬ 
pressed by the rapt atten¬ 
tiveness of a sympathetic 
audience that allows a full 
15 seconds to elapse between 
the last notes and the first 
applause. 

But more than that, i 
think it had to do with the 
cornea of the BBC’s Polish 
season, which has deepened 
one’s understanding of the 
background to GOrecki’s 
Third. A broadcast of his 
First Symphony, dating 
from 1959, the previous 
evening, demonstrated the 
fragmented, frenetic style of 
his earlier years. His subse¬ 
quent turn towards the sim¬ 
plicity of chant and ritual in 
the Sixties and Seventies 
was against the grain of the 
times. 

Hearing music that is the

antithesis of the brash, go- 
getting spirit of our age, 1 
wish I could respond more 
positively. Yet it is always 
the moments of change, the 
pivotal points in the struc¬ 
ture, that arrest me — the 
first appearance of the so¬ 
prano soloist (here the excel¬ 
lent Loma Anderson), the 
entry of the rich, velvet- 
toned brass — rather than 
the repetitions. 

Fully accepting that this 
is missing the point of the 
piece, I admired Lazarev's 
handling of its massive 
arches, and admired even 
more the vibrancy of the 
drama he extract^ from 
Szymanowski’s Symphony 
No 4 CSymphonie Concert- 
ante"). This compatriot 
composer's folk-derived 
melodies provided more 
valuable context, even if the 
dynamism, the scintillating 
orchestration and the virtu¬ 
oso piano pan (played with 
glittering panache by 
Janina Fialkowska) are all 
worlds away from the peni¬ 
tential austerity of the 
“Symphony of Sorrowful 
Songs".

Unsound fury 


EXTREME playing pro¬ 
duces extreme reactions: 
eavesdropping in the inter¬ 
val of Friday’s' Wigmore 
Hail recital by Joshua Bell. 
Steven Isserlis and Olli 
Mustonen yielded a rich 
and varied harvest Those 
familiar with the piano 
playing of young Mustonen 
will know that this is where 
the business starts and 
ends. Staccato stings like a 
whiplash, grace notes sigh 
almost to expiry, chords are 
hit as if an entire drum kit 
were in action. He is intu¬ 
itively musical, and his 
responses are genuinely 
passionately felt. His 
thrashing about should not 
be mistaken for display or 
affectation; but it is fast 
approaching the point 
where physical indiscipline 
is actually undercutting in¬ 
terpretation and technique 
itself. 

What is more, the violent 
mid-phrase eddies, the per¬ 
cussive shock tactics and 
the perversely exaggerated 
phrasing which badly dis¬ 
torted the Schumann Trio 
in G minor (Op 110) inevita¬ 
bly rubs off on his fellow 
players. Bell and Isserlis are 
either forced to respond in 
kind, as they did in the 
variations of the Beethoven 
B flat major Trio (Op II), or 
are dogged into the merely 
maudlin, as in the finale of 
the Schumann.

It is unpleasant to have to 
say this of musicians of 
such individual imagina¬ 
tion and enterprise. Their 
joint chamber music mak¬ 
ing. borne out of festivals, 
has not yet learnt how to 
modify and pace the proper¬ 
ly excited and excitable 
playing of such seasonal 
encounters into a partner¬ 
ship for all seasons. I sus¬ 
pect. too, that the frenetic 
hyperactivity of Friday’s 
concert was also a form of 
overdrive brought on by the 
nervous and physical ex¬ 
haustion which a European 
tour of daily gigs inevitably 
brings- 

Shostakovich alone re¬ 
mained relatively un¬ 
scathed: this E minor Trio 
contains music of extremes 
whose central dance of 
death can take a fair 
amount of sawing and 
thumping. But Bell, Isserlis, 
Mustonen and their several 
agents should take a long, 
hard look at what is going 
on here. A videotape and a 
post-mortem might offer a 
salutary experience for all 
concerned.

J oshua Redman's stray is 
the stuff that publicists 
dream of. Here he is. a 
handsome, articulate young 
man from a poor background 
who graduates summa cum 
laiide at Harvard, lands a 
place at Yale Law SchooL and 
then turns his back on it all. 
virtually on the spur of the 
moment, to devote himself to 
the saxophone — and to play it 


so well that within months he 
is hailed by many as the most 
exciting jazz musician to hit 
New York since Wynton 
Marsalis. 

And he is only 24. At this 
point even Frank Capra might 
have suggested that the story¬ 
line was a touch too sunny. 
Redman himself gives a half- 
suppressed groan when he is 
asked, for the umpteenth time. 
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to describe the route from the 
Ivy League to the Village 
Vanguard. 

The feet that be is the son of 
Dewey Redman, a brilliant 
but undervalued tenor player 
who has worked with Ornette 
Coleman and Keith Jarrett, 
adds an extra twist Yet 
Redman’s performance on has 
new album.

found himself in the imposing 
company of Pat Metheny, 
Charlie Haden and Billy Hig¬ 
gins — goes some way to 
justifying the hyperbole. 

The two points that strike 
new listeners are his full, 
seasoned tone and his un¬ 
abashed love of melody. Those 
are attributes that have not 
been in fashion over the past 
quarter century. There are 
plenty of amservatory-trained 
virtuosos, to be sure, bur very 
few who give the saxophone 
the warmth and resonance of 
the human voice. 

H e names Sonny 
Rollins as a prime 
influence, but he has 
a passion, too, for unfashion¬ 
able. raw-toned tenor men 
such as Stanley Turrentine. 
He also has a refreshingly 
unconventional taste in mate¬ 
rial; Stevie Wonders “Make 
Sure You're Sure" and Eric 
Clapton's “Tears In Heaven" 
sit comfortably alongside 
Charlie Parker's "Moose The 
Moocfte". “I don’t feel the need 
to uphold some standard of 
purity," he explains. “Jazz 
musicians have always drawn 
from disparate sources." 

Bom In the year of Wood- 
stock in the radical haven of

Berkeley. California, he was 
raised by his mother, seldom 
seeing his father except during 
Redman Senior's occasional 
musical sorties to the West 
Coast Joshua, who had no 
formal musical tuition, played 
in bands at high school and 
university, but music always 
took second place to his aca¬ 
demic studies. * 

It was in 1991, when he took 
a year off in New York prior to 
entering Yale Law SchooL that 
he began to give the saxo¬ 
phone his full attention. While 
sharing a house with musi¬ 
cians he started playing on the 
dub circuit and soon after¬ 
wards took first place in the 
Thelonious Monk Internation¬ 
al Jazz Saxophone Competi¬ 
tion. It was not Ifflig before he 
he was getting phone calls 
from EMn Jones, Jack 
DeJohnette and other veteran 
bandleaders. 

As a self-taught player. 
Redman confesses to gaps in 
his knowledge of music 


theory. Yet he dearly knew 
enough to gain the imprima¬ 
tur of Pat Metheny who, 
whatever the merits of his soft- 
focus fusion albums, is a 
renowned master of harmony. 
Missing out on music school 
has not. Redman thinks, 
proved too much of a disad¬ 
vantage. “I know a lot of great 
soulful musicians whove 
come out of music college, but 
there are things that you 
cannot leach about music, and 
one of those is creativity. 

"People crane out with tre¬ 
mendous technique and tre¬ 
mendous knowledge of theory, 
but they don’t have any sense 
of themselves as musicians 
and they don’t have any 
emotional involvement with 
the music — which in the end 
is the only thing that realty 
matters. The technique and 
the theory are all means to the 
end. The intellect is just a 
resource through which you 
express what your soul has to 
say." 


THEATRE: Triumph for an unfamiliar name at the National 


S ome forceful actresses 
have played Brecht's 
“vulture of the battle¬ 
fields" in recent years, but in 
some ways they should cede 
precedence to a name you may 
not know. Eliie Haddington 
has done big things in Bolton. 
York and Manchester, but she 
has been little seen further 
south. On the evidence of the 
touring production Anthony 
Clark has mounted for the 
National's education depart¬ 
ment that is London’s lapse 
and loss, for she has a tough, 
hard energy that suits Mother 
Courage better than the emo¬ 
tional bravura the role some¬ 
times provokes. 

I saw her Courage in Ful¬ 
ham the other day, a reddish¬ 
faced. prematurely aged 
woman truculently pushing 
an ancient pram complete 
with bawling baby through 
the North End Road market It 
is easy to imagine her with her 
hands on her hips, yelling at 
her neighbours or (a compari¬ 
son her vaguely 1940s mix of 
headscarf, battered cardigan, 
old dress and baggy brown 
trousers invites) making V- 
signs at Hitler's V-rocfeets. 
Certainty, I fully believed she 
had spent years tramping 
Europe with her brood and 
her canteen, exploiting the 
Thirty Years War and being 
systematically destroyed by it 
“All I want is to get me 
children, me cart and me 
through all of this," she says. 
Those plain words — charac¬ 
teristic of Hanif Kureishi’s 
blunt translation — sum up 
her performance very welL 
Nobody can put anything over 
on her when she is in pursuit 
of profit, or so she believes. 
Witness her raucous, combat¬ 
ive glee when she thinks of her 
business skills. Witness, too. 
her gloom when peace briefly 
breaks out 

Brecht’s suggestion is that

she is streetwise but so to 
speak, road-foolish. She can¬ 
not see far enough beyond her 
raw. bony nose to twig that her 
successes imperil those for 
whom she wishes to succeed. 
But for this point to cany 
weight we must believe that 
rough and unsentimental as 
she is. she genuinely cares for 
her difldren. Fbr Haddington, 
that’s no problem. She is 
excellent throughout the fam¬ 
ous sequence in which she 
loses a son to the firing squad 
fry haggling over a bribe. 


especially at a dimax which 
leaves her rocking with 
throaty grief, then stumbling 
off with a half-nonchalant, 
half-broken shrug. The bent, 
exhausted figure she cuts after 
her daughter’s murder is al¬ 
most more eloquent 
Not everything in the perfor¬ 
mance — a self-mocking girl¬ 
ishness, for instance — quite 
succeeds. Nor does everything 
in the production. Its blend of 
periods — a parody Cavalier 
here, a plummy BBC voice 
delivering stage directions 
from a creaky radio over there 
— seems over-emphatic. But 
Haddington is a real find, and 
Clark's revival kept me. no 
Breditian, engrossed 
.It has clarity, pace 
and a supporting cast consis¬ 
tently strong enough to make 
me feel a bit guilty for picking 
out Michelle Joseph, emotion¬ 
ally most articulate as 
Courage's speechless daugh¬ 
ter. Kattrin.

Whitlock 
returns 
to domestic 
defeat in 
Manchester

PHILIP Whitlock's lucrative 
visit to the PSA Super Series 
finals in Zurich over the 
weekend proved costly on the 
domestic front when, on his 
return to Britain, he lost 9-0, 
5-9, 9-10, 9-0, 9-0 to Simon 
Parke in the all-Manchester 
tofHrf-the-table meeting in the 
SRA National Squash League. 
Even so. it failed to stop him 
from leading his Manchester 
Northern side into pole pos¬ 
ition in the league. 

Northern defeated WF Vil¬ 
lage Manchester 3-1 at the 
Village Prestwich leisure hotel 
to take a four-point lead, the 
points coming from an in¬ 
creasingly resilient locally- 
based lower order. 

Whitlock. 31. the English 
champion, who runs a sports 
retail business in Cheadle. 
was included in the Super 
Series play-offs as newly-pro¬ 
moted world NoS and. after 
injuries forced Jahangir Khan 
out of contention, had to wait 
for the last qualifying match in 
Zurich late on Sunday night to 
be certain that he would not 
take one of the semi-final 
places. 

In fact, if was Peter Mar¬ 
shall, the double-handed Eng¬ 
land No 1. who qualified in 
Zurich and went on to remove 
Rodney Eyles. of Australia, on 
his way to the final of the 
Super Series against Jansber 
Khan, the world champion. 
Whitlock Dew back fatigued 
from a non-stop run through 
the Qatar international, world 
championships and the Super 
Series finals that may well 
marie the pinnacle of a long 
professional career. 

Parke, perhaps still smart¬ 
ing from losing opportunities 
to Whitlock in England's 
world championship cam¬ 
paign. was fresh, but the rest 
of the Village squad could nor 
raise a wind against 
Manchester Northern. Paul 
Gregory went down to Craig 
Van der Wath, the South 
African Nol, who has long 
been resident in Manchester. 
Marie Cairns, from Oxford, 
lost to Paul Lord, a Congleton 
youngster, who rose to inter¬ 
national notice for the first 
time in Qatar and Karachi last 
month, and Nick Taylor, of 
Oldham, went down to the 
Irish No I. Derek Ryan, also 
based in Manchester. 

Leekes Wizards, the pre¬ 
season favourites, had the 
forethought to rearrange their 
home fixtures in Cardiff 
against Rackets Club and 
Village when it became obvi¬ 
ous that Marshall, their first- 
string. would be involved in 
the Zurich series, but they may 
regret allowing Nonhem to 
open a seven-point lead over 
their fourth position, which 
may be difficult to reclaim 
before the league season turns 
in January.

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Village folk reap mixed tour harvest

mer village businessman, 
William (later Baron) Romes, 
who set up a bicyde hire and 
repair shop in Church House, 
at the top of the steep High 
Street The tour’s passing 
would have represented a 
money-spinning promotional 
vehicle. As it was he later 
moved to nearby Hawkhorst 
where the massive Rootes 
motor car empire was 
conceived. 

Across the road from 
Church House is the Star and 
Eagle Hotel, originally a mo¬ 
nastic house constructed in 
the thirteenth century and 
now ran by Michel Dimet a 
Frenchman. 

He admitted that he was 
not a great fan of cycling, 
despite his country’s passion 
for the sport but remembered 
watching the tour pass 
though his village in France 
during his childhood and 
knew what to expect “As a 
boy 1 watched it but it is all 
over so quickly." he said. 

“The leaders go by in 
maybe ten seconds and the 
rest of the field arc not far 
behind. The whole field lasts 
only 30 or 40 seconds, they 
come and are gone before you 
realise. Then you see the cars 
and so on for the next half 
hour. There is always a kit of 
noise from die spectators and 
it is very exciting We are 
planning on staging some 
special events. But to til you 
the truth l don’t even know 
the precise date yet 1 think 
well put on something the 
day before, then on the day 
itself and perhaps the day 
after, making it a sort of 
French festival or whatever. Ir 
will be great fun."

Kent countryside are waking up to the impact 
cycling’s greatest show will have on their lives 


N orman armies. Flem¬ 
ish weavers. French 
iron workers, smug¬ 
glers Goudhurst has seen 
mem all. Every year, hoppers 
and fruit pickers descend on 
the Kentish village in the 
autumn to help gamer in the 
harvest 

Local people are used to 
seeing crocodiles of tourists, 
their cameras snapping hun¬ 
grily at aspects of village life. 
But the multi-national many- 
headed serpent that will be 
the 1994 Tour de France 
winding its way through Kent 
on its return to England next 
July is another matter. 

For much of the year, 
Goudhurst sits peacefully 
high in the Weald, a rural 
idyll stirred by adverse wea¬ 
ther at harvest time, but 
rarely shaken where com¬ 
merce is concerned. The 
branch of NafWest Bank in a 
tiny, eccentric building in the 
village centre, opens for three 
hours on Tuesdays and Fri¬ 
days. reinforcing an apparent 
preference for haymaking to 
money-making. 

There are no plans to open 
it for an extra day on Wednes¬ 
day. July 6, but on that day 
business will be disrupted 
The village centre will remain 
untouched, but an invasion 
force larger than the popular 
turn of Goudhurst and num¬ 
bering 3,000 people of various 
nationalities, wfli hit the top 
side of the village, carefully 
skirting rt and much of its 
colourful history. 

But if the 2900 residents 
think they will remain un¬ 
touched they are mistaken. 
The passing of the unwieldy 
circus that is the Tour de 


France will entail the closure 
of roads fin' up to four houra 
ahead of the arrival of the 
focus of the column — the 200 
or so cyclists. One police 
officer working to minimise 
the traffic problems said: “It 
will be horrendous.’* There is 
a bonus, though- Roadworks 
will be banned on and around 
die route the week before. 

Dave Dobinson, the area 
traffic engineer for north-west 
Kent in the county council’s 
highways and transportation 
department, is liaison officer 
for the event and watched a 
few stages on the tour last 
year. 

“We are treating this like a 
military operation" he said. 
•The public will be given four 
weeks' wanting of the road 
closures. The diversion routes 
wifi be suitable for larger 
vehicles, but we have to get all 
the signs and barriers down 
as quickly as possible after 
the race has gone through. 
That will indude collecting 
up some 15 kilometres of 
crowd barriers from towns 
and spectator points along die 
way. The whole thing prom¬ 
ises to be a challenge." 

The passage of die heroes 
of the hour will be measured 
in seconds rather than min¬ 
utes. a stream of colour, 
bodies bunched over handle¬ 
bars. a blur of effort Preced¬ 
ing those few precious 
moments there trill have been 
a lumbering vanguard trum- I 
peting sponsors’ names and [ 
selling programmes and sou- I 
venire. U is anticipated that 
this parade of accessories will 
take 45 minutes to creak past 
onlookers, appearing proba¬ 
bly up to an hour before the 


competitors charge by. Then 
there wifi be more tour duller, 
in the shape of support vehi¬ 
cles, amhnlflnres, TV and 
media, trailing behind the 
race. After that, the roads wifi 
reopen and normal life will 
resume. 

At the moment the tour is 
Ear enough in the future to 
arouse only vague curiosity in 
the business community. 
Even the local tourist board 
appeared relaxed. "We are 
going to be co-ordinating the 
districts involved to get the 
best publicity out of it but it is 
early yet We have not actual¬ 
ly formulated plans." a 
spokesman said. 

There have been no ad¬ 
vance bookings for accommo¬ 
dation. although there have 
been a handful of inquiries. 
And locals are chiefly un¬ 
aware ot or indifferent to 
what is about to hit them. 


Judy Hill is one exception. 
She is an employee of the 
bank serving the village twice 
a week and as a fanatical 
cydist welcomes the news 
that NatWest wifi not be 
opening the Goudhurst 
branch for an extra day. Her 
idea of a relaxing holiday is a 
ten-day thrash by bike from 
Land’s End to John o"Groats 
at more than 100 miles a day. 

Some village business 
people are beginning to wake 
up to what is going on. Elvira 
Dorman'S Pied Piper chil¬ 
dren's boutique plans to start 
selling cyde shorts and 
vests.Berry Williams, a news¬ 
agent. is talking of stocking 
up with flags. 

Tunbridge Wells Borough 
Council has set up a series of 
meetings with parish and 
town councils on the 128-mile 
route which runs from Can¬ 
terbury to Brighton. “It repre¬ 


sents a marvellous opportuni¬ 
ty for the region in terms of 
tourism and commerce," 
Nigel Bolton, the council’s 
leisure development manag¬ 
er, said. “We will be looking 
for ideas from communities 
such as Goudhurst for things 
they want to do to get on the 
tour bandwagon." 

NkkMartm. Goudhurst 
restaurateur and wine mer¬ 
chant, is already armed with 
the route map. "What we’d 
like to do is get the village as a 
whole co-ordinated and pro¬ 
mote ourselves." he said. “We 
are not proactive enough in 
making sure people under¬ 
stand that Kent and particu¬ 
larly the Weald, is somewhere 
worth visiting." 

There would be greater 
urgency, or at least aware¬ 
ness, if the caravan was going 
to pass through the centre of 
Goudhurst bat the tour au¬ 
thorities deemed the double 
right-angled bends skirting St 
Mary’s churchyard and its 
grave of the unknown seven¬ 
teenth-century pirate as too 
dangerous. 

Instead, the whole army 
will wheel right at the Che¬ 
quers pub on the edge of the 
village and pass a few houses 
before strea min g down the 
hill on their way to 
Horsmonden, Brenchley and 
eventually Royal Tunbridge 
Wells. At feast there will be no 
parking restrictions in the 
village centre, which is good 
news on the commercial 
front provided spectators and 
camp followers can be per¬ 
suaded to stop off there before 
or after the invasion.

Archive material illuminates 
non-vintage publishing year 


Rozsa returns to

IT has not beat a vintage year 
for sports books. There has 
been nothing to compare with 
Fever Pitch or Haunts of the 
Black Masseur — the Swim¬ 
mer as Hero, which were 
reviewed on the literary pages 
in 1992. There has also been 
linle of the investigative zeal 
which meant that The Lords 
of the Rings, despite its 
flaws, had such an impact 
in 1992. 

The recession has hit pub¬ 
lishing hard and there seems 
to have been fewer books for 
review. When one discounts 
many of the valuable statisti¬ 
cal and instructional volumes, 
there has been a scarcity 
of books of merit When 
times are hard, publishers 
are reluctant to take 
chances. 

Significantly, one of the 
most compulsive books to read 
this year was one that relied 
on archive material. Great 
Moments in British Sport 
depicts exactly what its sub¬ 
rifle states: Legendary Tri¬ 
umphs and Dramas Reined, 
It begins with die description 
of tire fight in 1860 between 
Tom Sayers and John Heenan 
by Dentil Batchelor, whose 
writing on cricket and boxing 
distracted me from my school- 
work 35 years ago. and ends 
with the report by Rob 


Hughes, football corres¬ 
pondent of the The Times, on 
the retirement ol Brian 
Clough as manager of Not¬ 
tingham Forest in April. 

In between are cameos of 
celebrated occasions. Some of 
them have been extensively 
recorded, like England’s 1966

and the Old Trafford Test 
in 1981, when Botham insp¬ 
ired England to retain the 
Ashes.

So time can indeed be put into 
reverse, if you get incontrovertible 
evidence to prove that something that 
happened was not fair. sir. AH of 
sporting history will now need to be 
re-written. 

For a start. England were never 
knocked out of the World Cup in 1986. 
That was not fair, if you like; 
Maradona scored the unforgettable 
Hand of God goal and went on to win 
the tournament So perhaps it would 
be only fair to award thw World Cup 
to England retrospectively. 

A bit dangerous, that Now the 
Germans will say they won the World 
Cp in 1966: the Russian linesman gave 
the vital third goal, but nobody has 
ever been truly convinced about his 
geometry. 

Germans may think it would be fair 
if they won die 1966 World Cup 
retrospectively; but unquestionably, it 
is not fair that they reached the final 
in 1982. They beat France in the semi¬ 
final because Schumacher, the Ger¬ 


man goalkeeper, made a homicidal 
assault on Battiston. The referee did 
not see it or perhaps did not believe it 
was happening: replays show that 
Schumacher should have been sent 
off on the spot France should then 
have won this semi-final, so perhaps 
the revised version of history 
gives them the World Cup instead of 
Italy.

Board delays decision over Hide I Lazio deny Gascoigne for sale

HERBIE Hide, the British 
heavyweight boxing champi¬ 
on, from Norwich, must wait 
another five weeks to find ait 
whether he can carry on 
calling himself champion. 

After doubts were raised 
about his eligibility last 
March, the British board of 
control met yesterday to con¬ 
sider the matter. After a 45- 
minute discussion, it was 
decided to adjourn until Janu¬ 
ary 11. Barry Hearn, Hide's 
manager, has promised to 
provide answers to specific 
questions about Hide’s nation¬ 
ality. answers which can only 
be given by the Home Office. 

“We are dealing with techni¬ 
calities here.” John Morris. 


the secretary of the board, 
said. “Barry will find out fee 
definitive answers from the 
Home Office." The board, too, 
will be making enquiries. 

The situation arose when 
Hairy Akinwande, the Euro¬ 
pean and Commonwealth 
heavyweight champion, who 
is managed by Mickey Duff, 
issued a writ challenging 
Hide's eligibility at the time he 
won the vacant title against 
Michael Murray in Dagen¬ 
ham last February. 

Hearn has since produced 
papers from the Home Office 
to say that Nigeria-born Hide, 
who was adopted by British 
foster parents when he came 
to Norwich as a boy. was 
granted British citizenship as 
a minor. "Irs confirmation of 
our position from day one that 


Herbie is British champion,” 
Hearn said. “We’re not going 
to let Duff or Akinwande get 
the publicity they don’t de¬ 
serve. If a title is going to. be 
lost it’s got to be lost in the 
ring. 1 think the board are 
unanimous that they want 
Herbie to be British champion 
but are awaiting specific 
wording from the Home Of¬ 
fice. To manipulate a situation 
like this is despicable. 
Akinwande will never have 
the pleasure of fighting 
Herbie. That’s his punish¬ 
ment” 

Hide was nominated by the 
European Boxing Union as 
challenger for Akin wander 
title but on Monday, refused 
to take part in the negotia¬ 
tions. He will defend his 
World Boxing Council (WBQ 


international title against Jim¬ 
my Thunder, of New Zealand, 
at York Hall. Bethnal Green, 
on January 11 and then seek a 
title bout with Michael Bentt 
the World Boxing Organis¬ 
ation champion. 

Akinwande has started le¬ 
gal proceedings against the 
board and if the British title is 
declared vacant on January It 
Duff hopes to stage a bout 
between Akinwande ' and 
Frank Bruno for the three 
titles.

IT WAS another normal day 
in die Paul Gascoigne fantasy 
world yesterday, with Leeds 
joining the list of clubs who 
have been linked with the 
enfant terrible and Lazio de¬ 
nying that the player was for 
sale anyway (Peter Ball 
writes). 

The latest round of rumour 
started last week with the 
report that Gino San tin. the 
London restaurateur, friend of 
Terry Venables, and occasion¬ 
al football “fixer", had been 
appointed fry Lazio to sell 
Gascoigne back to England, 
the Italians presumably be¬ 
lieving nobody else would 
want him. Yesterday, how¬ 
ever, Lazio denied the story'. 

“Paul Gascoigne is not 
going to be sold by Lazio at 
any price," Enrico Bendoni, 


the club's general manager, 
said. “He is simply not for 
sale.” San tin believes other¬ 
wise. and last week ap¬ 
proached Blackburn Rovers. 
Newcastle United and 
Manchester United. Yester¬ 
day. it emerged that Leeds had 
also been involved. 

Manchester United and 
Newcastle have shown no 
interest If Gascoigne is to be 
sold, and Bendoni's rejection 
of the idea may not be the final 
word with Lazio in a volatile 
state. Blackburn seem the 
most likely candidates. 

The arrival of Leeds in the 
picture was surprising, since 
the dub was forced to sell 
David Batty only six weeks 
ago.

“We were contacted along 
with a number of clubs and 
asked if we would be interest¬ 
ed," Wilkinson said.

“My main aim 
at the moment is to prove to 
myself and to Lazio that I can 
do it in Italy," he said yester¬ 
day. If he does so, then 
Bendoni’s insistence that he 
stays will be fulfilled. But time

NEITHER sultry sides nor a 
defiant, if adventurous, in¬ 
nings from Ken Rutherford 
could deny Australia victory 
by an innings and 96 runs in 
the third Test match and a 2-0 
triumph in a series that fizzed 
at first and then fell fiat 
New Zealand were over¬ 
whelmed- Rain delayed pro¬ 
ceedings for 55 minutes, 
returned within an hour or the 
last wicket falling and might 
have saved a more resolute 
side. Alas, New Zealand could 
not summon the spirit of KJine 
and Mackay or Bailey and 
Watson long ago, and their 
resistance lacked conviction. 
Once Tony Blain had missed a 
straight one during a lively 
spell from McGrath the end 
was not Ear away, though the 
pitch was still arid perfection 
itself. 

As usual, the New Zealand¬ 
ers were all at sea against 
Wame; Blain and Patel were 
reduced to a series of kicks and 
hinges, a tactic that did not 
impress Wame. who behaves 
like an enraged goose every 
time an appeal is rejected. 

Happily Patel received his 
comeuppance when he shoul¬ 
dered arms and was bowled 
between his legs by Wamje. 
operating from round the 
wicket South Africa beware— 
Craig Howani, younger than 
Wame and not much inferior, 
has just bowled Victoria to an 
easy victory over them. South 
Africa's display in a six-wicket 
defeat prompted Dean Jones, 
the Victoria captain, to warn 
they would be “destroyed" by 
Wame in the Test series if they 
do not improve their technique 
against spin. 

Danny Morrison’s appear¬ 
ance at the crease provoked 
much interest, for he had not 
troubled the scorers on four 
previous visits. Overnight he 
had vowed not to bother 
taking a bat out with him. and 
team-mates had nicknamed 
him Audi (four circles) and 
were eager to name him 
Olympic (five). 

After a somewhat hazard 
ous period, during which the 
bat was put to little u.se, 
Morrison finally drove a sin¬ 
gle off McGrath and 'July 
shook hands with opponents 
and waved to a crowd of 679. A 
total of 20,934 watch .ed the 
match. Morrison p romptly 
danced out to drive '^arne to 
long-on and. what is more, 
carried his bat 
Rutherford, r.ieanwhile, 
had been driving, and pulling 
fluently, and pi aying Wame 
with “soft" handjs, a rare sight. 


He had asked his team to fight 
and plainly knew he had to 
lead the way. For 201 minutes 
he held firm and it took the 
second new ball to undo him. 
its steeper bounce causing a 
hook to be lifted to backward 
square leg. Rutherford’s game 
innings had been to no avail. 

McGrath bowled a 13 -over 
spell, broken by luncb, and in 
it he found pace and move¬ 
ment, late and mostly into the 
bat For the first time, he 
looked every inch a Test- 
match bowler. 

Defeat for New Zealand 
was not Ear away. Doull hit 
cleanly, passed 500 runs in his

As a boy Crawley admired

Anglers angry over licence fee increases 


T he revised rod licence 
structure announced by 
the National Rivers Au¬ 
thority (NRA) last month was 
the latest of several attempts 
by the NRA to rationalise the 
system and to generate more 
money for its fisheries work. 

Each attempt has brought 
the NRA into sometimes heal¬ 
ed debate with representatives 
of the angling community and 
in some circles — notably 
among fishery owners and 
salmon and sea trout anglers 
— there has been a dilution of 
the goodwill with which the 
NRA was universally greeted 
at its launch in 1989. 

It would be a great pity if 
these early encounters caused 
attitudes in either camp to 
harden. While the NRA has 
unquestionably made mis¬ 
takes. anglers as a whole are 
an infuriating bunch. At the 
same time, the creation of the 
NRA is the most important 
development for fisheries in 
the lifetime of living fisher¬ 
men. For the first time they 
have a national body charged 
with and, I believe, genuinely 
dedicated to. the maintenance 
and improvement of the war 
ters on which all angling 
depends. For this reason 
alone, the NRA deserves all 
the support that anglers and

fishery owners can reason¬ 
ably give it 

In many ways, the NRA’s 
fisheries function is a victim 
of circumstances and its own 
zeal. It inherited a shambles 
from the regional water au¬ 
thorities. These authorities, 
and their predecessors, for a 
century, had not only failed to 
maintain and improve fisher¬ 
ies, but had presided over, 
and contributed to. a catas¬ 
trophic decline in them. 

In seeking to address the 
problems, the NRA has inev¬ 
itably deflected attention from 
Its less glamorous but vital 
work on the ground — not 
least the research and data- 
gathering that frustrates most 
fishermen but that will lead to 
better fisheries management 

The NRA is singularly un¬ 
blessed in its customers. In 
most of the specialist media 
that should be making an¬ 
glers aware of events, space 
devoted to a balanced analysis 
of issues is as rare as a rise of 
eels. 

The other side of the coin is 


that the N RA has shown it can 
be ham-fisted and bureaucrat¬ 
ic and, for all Us dear commit¬ 
ment to consultation, to be 
desperately poor at communi¬ 
cation. 

A year after it had intro¬ 
duced a single licence en¬ 
abling anyone to fish for all 
species for £1325 a year, the 
NRA said it wanted to move 
to a licence based on fish 
classes. Coarse fishermen 
would have to pay £15. trout 
fishermen £2150 and salmon 
and sea trout fishermen. £75- 
The scale and split of rhe 
proposed increases took ev¬ 
eryone by surprise. 


D uring the debate, the 
NRA left anglers with 
a feeling that the fig¬ 
ures had been structured sim¬ 
ply lo take account of 
bureaucratic need and that 
the trout and salmon figures 
especially bad been plucked 
from the air. 

Hie fact that the authority 
has been able to settle for E15 
from trout fishermen, has 


done nothing to dispel this 
view. The fact that the NRA 
has said it wfll make up much 
of the shortfall by improved 
enforcement likewise has won 

it little ground. Before the 
review, the NRA stubbornly 
refused to accept the over¬ 
whelming view of the people 
on the bankside that licence 
avoidance is rife and that 
improved enforcement could 
bring in much of the extra 
money needed. 

The pitching of the salmon 
and sea trout licence at £75 
was particularly puzzling. No 
satisfactory reason for choos¬ 
ing this huge figure was ever 
given. It was simply stated 
that the NRA spends much 
more on salmon and sea trout 
fisheries than on other fisher¬ 
ies and so game-fishermen 
should expect to pay more 
than others. But exactly how 
much more and on what 
basis? And given the ratio¬ 
nale, how could salmon an¬ 
glers who nationally averaged 
less than one fish a year in 
1992possibly accept a five-fold 
hike, when commercial nets 
paying a fraction of the over¬ 
all duty, took an average of 40 
fish each in the same year? 

A wise man would suggest 
that when planning future 
negotiations on funding with 


the angling community, and 
when deriding what argu¬ 
ments they need to prepare, 
tire NRA makes four assump¬ 
tions. 

First, that anglers wfll ob¬ 
ject to paying for something 
they have not paid for previ¬ 
ously. Second, that they will 
object to paying for a“benefit" 
they cannot perceive or quan¬ 
tify. Third, that they will not 
pay an apparently unreason¬ 
able amount for any benefit 
Fourth, that they will not pay 
any amount they cannot aff¬ 
ord, no matter bow great a 

benefit 

There is a fifth assumption 
that the NRA is no doubt 
making: that in any negotia¬ 
tions. the angling community 
wfll be unable to speak with 
one voice because the institu¬ 
tions which speak for the 
sport are obsessed with rival¬ 
ries and the defending of 
territories. 

It has long been so, but it 
should not be. The bodies 
representing anglers and 
owners owe it to the sport as a 
whole to find a single voice on 1 
important matters. If they can 
do so. they will find them¬ 
selves better placed to get 
value from everyone with 
whom they deal — and that 
indudes the NRA

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West Ham reap rewards of transfer dealing

WEST Ham United may not be able 
to match the millions invested by 
Manchester United or the blank 
chequebook Kenny Dalglish wields 
at Blackburn Rovers, but if there was 
a prize for the shrewdest piece of 
football transfer business this season, 
Billy Bonds would walk away with it 

Bonds knew he was taking a 
gamble when he sold Julian Dicks to 
Liverpool for £1-5 million in Septem¬ 
ber. The full back may have had a 
dreadful disciplinary record, but he 
remained the supporters' favourite 
and, with the team struggling on its 
return to the FA Carling Premier¬ 
ship. there was a threat of unrest on 
the terraces at Upton Park. 

Tonight, though, when Leeds Uni¬ 


ted play in east London, they will be 
taking on a team transformed. Such 
has been the impact made by David 
Burrows and Mike Marsh—who left 
Anfield as makeweights in the deal — 
and Lee Chapman, who was bought 
from Portsmouth with the cash left 
over, that Dicks's departure has 
almost been forgotten. 

"Fortunately, their arrival paid 
dividends from day one, when we 
won 2-0 at Blackburn, and it has 
given the whole dub a lift,” Bonds 
said. West Ham have lost only two of 
their last 12 games, at Anfield and St 
James' Park, and conceded only six 
goals in the process to rise to tenth in 
the Premiership, the dub's best 
placing for seven years. 

Burrows has revelled in the oppor¬ 
tunity to attack from left back and 


Marsh, who missed the victories at 
Southampton and Wimbledon last 
week because of a family bereave¬ 
ment, has been a key figure in 
midfield as West Ham have added a 
touch of steel to their more traditional 
attributes of accurate passing and 
attractive approach play. 

Chapman, too, has made an im¬ 
pact with Ms eighth English dub. 
"He has taken a lot of weight of 
Trevor Morleys shoulders." Bonds 
said. Moriey had not scored in seven 
games before Chapman's arrival hut 
has managed seven goals since, 
while Chapman, who was 34 on 
Sunday, has also scored seven, 
including three in the last two 
matches. Leeds, one of Chapman’s 
former dubs, will be hoping that 
Pemberton and Wetherall, their 


central defenders, pass late fitness 
tests. 

Tonight's match will be the 
sternest test yet of West Ham’s 
revival. Leeds’s form — eight wins 
and five draws in 13 matches — is 
bettered only by Manchester United 
and, much as Howard Wilkinson's 
decision to pay Sheffield United £27 
million for Brian Deane was derided 
at the time, the investment is 
beginning to pay off. Deane has 
scored four goals in Leeds' last five 
games and his strike partner. Rod 
Wallace, six in six. 

Sheffield Wednesday, who have 
been following West Ham’s climb up 
the table, will also be defending a 
long unbeaten run tonight Wednes¬ 
day. who travel to Aston Villa, have 
not lost in 12 league and cup games. 


Chelsea, one goal in the last 12 hours 
and having taken one point from 27, 
may be without Dennis Wise, their 
captain, for the visit of injury-hit 
Wimbledon. 

Galatasaray, the Turkish champi¬ 
ons who knocked Manchester United 
out of the European Cup, will have to 
overcome unfamiliar conditions as 
well as Spartak Moscow if they are to 
maintain any realistic hopes of 
progress in the Champions' League. 
Their flight from Istanbul was de¬ 
layed for three hours because of 
heavy snow in Moscow.The other 
match in group A sees Barcelona, the 
favourites, at home to AS Monaco. In 
group B. Werder Bremen play An- 
derlechu while Milan prepare to play 
Sao Paulo in the Inter-continental 
cup in Tokyo on Sunday.

AS THE Norwich City players 
stepped out onto the San Siro 
turf in desultory weather last 
night, some of them looked up 
into the steep bank of some of 
the most expensive seating in 
the world. It will cost specta¬ 
tors around E75 to watch 
Norwich’s attempt to become 
tiie first English club to beat 
an Italian side in European 
competition in Italy for more 
than a decade. Beyond that. 
since they are already a goal 
down after the game at 
Carrow Road two weeks ago, 
it requires an enormous leap 
of faith for Norwich even to 
contemplate victory by two 
coals. 

Yet they do. Mike Walker, 
rheir defiant manager, will tell 
them in the dressing room 
before their Uefa Cup third- 
round, second-leg tie to respect 
Intemazionale. but not go out 
in awe of them. He will 
suggest that if they play the 


game properly, they can — 
and will — win 2-0. 

As the players performed 
their workout in the stadium 
yesterday, the sheer enthusi¬ 
asm of Jeremy Goss took the 
eye. Now 28. bom in Cyprus 
and a Wales international, his 
personal transformation over 
ten years at Norwich is surely 
a message that anything can 
happen if a player has both the 
desire and the opportunity. In 
the season and a half since 
Walker became manager, 
Goss has blossomed from a 
makeweight in the team pool 
into a midfield player who can 
come from the deep positions 
and score magnificent vol¬ 
leyed goals against any oppo¬ 
sition on any stage. He has 
already done it against Bayern 
in Munich and has scored 
three times in five Uefa Cup 
games so far. 

Yet all is far from hope and 
faith and chart tv with Nor¬ 


wich. Robert Chase, their 
chairman, confirmed yester¬ 
day that at least one of his 
players. _ Darren Eadie, the 
young winger, is paid precise¬ 
ly £150 a week, and stands to 
win more than his annual 
salary in one night should he 
participate, even as a substi¬ 
tute. as he did in Norwich’s 
uplifting exhibition of skills 
and willpower at Old Trafford 
last Saturday. That perfor¬ 
mance. in which the ground 
control of the Norwich pass¬ 
ing was at least equal to much 
of Inter’s work this season, 
fuels the insistence by Walker 
that the away form of Norwich 
means this tie is far from over. 

Their task, however, is com¬ 


plicated by the loss through 
suspmsion of three key per¬ 
formers — the playmaker. Ian 
Crook, the captain. Ian 
Butter-worth, and most crucial 
of all, the sweeper. Ian 
Culverhouse. Walker would 
not confirm yesterday that he 
even intends to play with a 
sweeper in Milan, but by 
musing that the extra man at 
the back has been an integral 
part of Norwich’s success and 
that it buys time and space to 
allow Norwich to play, the 
hint was broad enough. The 
players expea David Bowen, 
29. the stylish Welsh full bads, 
to step into the breach and 
start a match as sweeper for 
the first time in his Ions 


career. Given the unruffled 
calm of his game against 
Manchester United and die 
readiness with which he 
switched roles at the manag¬ 
ers behest when Butterworth 
was injured on Saturday, the 
players can place their trust in 
him. 

To underestimate 
Internationale would be folly. 
Their team has players, in¬ 
cluding Dennis Bergkamp 
and Ruben Sosa, who can 
destroy any defensive garri¬ 
son. They should have proved 
it at Carrow Road, where 
Bergkamp admits he was 
strangely profligate, and they 
did give a demonstration of 
emphatic power in their away 
game at Lecce in the league 
last Sunday. 

There. Bergkamp did score, 
but his Dutch partner. Wim 
Jonk. was absent through 
injury, an absence that merely 
allowed the Russian. Igor 


Shalimov, to step bade into the 
team and to score twice. 
Shalimov is some substitute. 
His first torch with his left foot 
is almost magnetic yet he can 
bend die ball 30 yards through 
the air to strike at goal from 
virtually any angle. 

Goss’s career should, never¬ 
theless. offer hope for die 
English club. It was said for 
him many years ago by 
Laurence Sterne, who almost 
anticipated the quality as 
“Perseverence in a good cause, 
obstinacy in a bad one". The 
cause, for the good of English 
football, is certainly a worthy ; 
one and. until the fmal whistle 
in Milan this afternoon, a 
hopeful one.

Roker pantomime brings few laughs 


the Christmas pantomime 
season gets into full swing, 
few productions can rival the 
comedy of errors being staged 
•it Roker Park. 

Gleefully renamed 
’ Blunderiand" by Newcastle 
supporters. Sunderland Foot¬ 
ball Club is in turmoil. The 
team is near the bottom of the 
first division. This season it 
lost seven successive matches, 
ic-« worst sequence for 17 
years. 

Sunderland dismissed Ter¬ 
ry Butcher, who boasted the 
poorest managerial record In 
liirir 114-year history. 12 days 
;:eo. two hours before the 
chairman. Bob Murray, 
resigned. 

The dub hopes to relocate 
tn a new £70 million stadium 
and leisure complex at nearby 
Washington. Unfortunately, 
the proposed site adjoins land 
owned by the Japanese car 
manufacturers and leading 
local employer, Nissan. It 
objects, arguing that the pro¬ 
posed development would in¬ 
terfere with motor delivery 
deadlines. 

The consensus is that the 
scheme will become the sub¬ 
ject of a 12 to i8 month public 
enquiry in January, when the 
proposals are scheduled to be 
pul forward for planning 
permission. It seems bizarre 
that Sunderland spent more 
than a year acquiring funding 
for the project before discover-

ing that Nissan would dig its 
heels in so deep. 

The dub insists there are no 
suitable alternative sites, 
which could leave Sunder¬ 
land stuck with Roker Park. 
Only essential repairs have 
been undertaken at the 100- 
year-old stadium in recent 
seasons and it is showing its 
age. 

Anticipating moving 
grounds in 1995. the dub 
received special dispensation 
from the Football Licensing 
Authority, freeing it from the 
requirement to make Roker 
Park an all-seat stadium by 
1994. With relocation now in 
doubL such dispensation 
could be withdrawn. 

If so. Roker Park might 
have a capacity of only 8.000. 
all sealed, next season. Even 
with a struggling side, Sun¬ 
derland regularly attract 
around 17.000 and the board 
may have little choice but to 
cut its losses and invest up¬ 
wards of £20 million on 
revamping die ground. 

Most supporters arc more 
worried about the team, but if 
(he new ground falls through 
money is unlikely to be avail¬ 
able for players. Butcher 


spent £2J5 million on five 
newcomers last summer but 
his failure to motivate the 
likes of Phil Gray and Derek 
Ferguson almost certainly 
cost him a career in football 
management. 

Mick Buxton, his successor, 
has been told that difficulties 
with the new stadium dictate 
that he must sell before buy¬ 
ing. Hardly a household 
name, Buxton. 50. seemed 
baffled by his elevation. His 
curriculum vitae includes 
spells in charge at Hudders¬ 
field and Scunthorpe but 
Buxton said he had “settled 
for walking the dog and being 
with the wife", before accept¬ 
ing the job. “I thought my 
managing days were over 
but I couldn't say no," he 
added. 

Steve Coppell and Dave 
Bassett said no when sounded 
out about succeeding Mal¬ 
colm Crosby before Butcher's 
appointment last February. 
Like Buxton. Coppell and 
Bassett are advocates of the 
long-ball game. But most 
Sunderland followers yearn 
to see a passing game, in (he 
mould of Kevin Keegan's side 
at Newcastle. 


Some at the club saw the 
landing of Butcher, a former 
England captain, as a similar 
publicity coup to Newcastle's 
capture of Keegan. It did not 
work out like that The ap¬ 
pointment of Buxton until the 
end of the season goes to the 
other extreme. Murray said 
there was a “lack of manageri¬ 
al talent around" at the mo¬ 
ment. The outgoing chairman 
overlooked creditable candi¬ 
dates like Brian Little, of 
Leicester, and the Bolton 
Wanderers management 
team of Bruce Rioch and 
Colin Todd last season. 

Little and Rioch have per¬ 
formed praiseworthy jobs at 
their present dubs. Increas¬ 
ingly die mood among Sun¬ 
derland followers is that 
Rioch. a believer in quality 
passing and firm discipline. is 
the man to sort things out at 
Roker. Maybe if Murray had 
appointed the right man in 
preference to Butcher, he 
would still be chairman of a 
successful dub. 

While Newcastle support¬ 
ers marvel at the brave new 
world inspired by Keegan 
and Sir John Hall, things 
seem ever more shambolic at 
Sunderland. A pantomime 
has been staged at Roker 
Park, hut it cannot hold a 
candle to the real thing. No 
wonder the place is rapidly 
becoming known as Joker 
Park. 


Fry ready to talk

"The potential at St 
Andrews is enormous," Fry 
said, “but whether I go there is 
another matter." 

John Maddock. the Man¬ 
chester City general manager, 
has followed his former chair¬ 
man's example. Less than a 
week after Peter Swales re¬ 
signed. Maddock yesterday 
did likewise after just over 
three months in the job. 

“I'm going to ease the way 
for the new chairman," 
Maddock said. “He doesn’t 
want public enemy No 2 
around and I'm also going for 
the sake of the team. If l*m still 
around, the supporters will 
continue to attack me." 

Maddock had been criti¬ 
cised by supporters for recom¬ 
mending the dismissal of 
Peter Reid as manager three 
weeks into the season and the 
appointment of Brian Horton 
as Reid’s successor.

Cambridge unable to exert control at Twickenham 

Back-row trio pave way for Oxford

THE University match contin¬ 
ues to defy both the restrictive 
modem rugby ethos and 
tactical thinking: a crowd of 
66.000 at Twickenham yester¬ 
day enjoyed both an exciting 
match and Oxford's assertive 
denial that the team that 
controls the lineout controls 
the destiny of the game. 

Oxford were entirely deserv¬ 
ing victors of the 112th match 
against Cambridge, the first 
time they have held the 
Bowring Bowl since 1990 and 
their 48th win in the series 
against SI by Cambridge. 
Their back row dominated the 
match and gave them a level of 
control that the Light Blues, 
for ail the efforts of Roy, 
Bramiey and Meadows, only 
looked likely to break once. 

The turning point of a game 
in which Oxford were never 
headed came when Cam¬ 
bridge soared the try that took 
them to 12-8. The score permit¬ 
ted them to shake off the 
disappointment of three 
missed penalties by Tynan 
and consider the possibility of 
a win which had hitherto 
seemed out of sight: when Joy 
was caught in front of his own 
posts under a howitzer from 
Kennedy, the stage was set 

But Kennedy's drop at goal 
hit a post and within minutes 
Oxford were at the North end: 
Rees dropped for goal on the 
run and was narrowly wide, 
but his third penalty gave his 
side the points. 

Even more heart-breaking 
was Oxford's clinching try: to 
their credit they had put 
pressure on Kennedy 
throughout and now du Toit 
charged down the standoffs 
kick and pursued the bail 
before raring over, ft was the 
justification for his selection 
which had been in the balance 
even at the start of the match. 

“I was pleased to have made 
that selection," Lion-Cachet 
the winning captain, said. “It 
has been very difficult at 
Oxford this term because we 
had strength in depth and 
there were 22 players who 
might have won a Blue. Fanie 
was out of my books but he 
proved me right in the end." 

Lion-Cachet revelled with 
his back-row colleagues. Ait- 
ken and Martin. These two 
effectively wrapped up any 
Cambridge effort to bring 
continuity to their game: pri¬ 
mary' possession was not a

Light Blue problem but retain¬ 
ing the ball was and towards 
die end Lion-Cachet admitted 
that he was content to concede 
penalties in order to retain his 
12-point cushion. 

At that stage Cambridge 
had to work for a try, but they 
must have been disappointed 
that their fine start on a bright 
but crisp and windy day had 
earned them nothing. Not 
only could Tynan not find his 
kicking touch but the deri¬ 
sions of how and where to run 
the ball were going awry. 
Once Meadows, who had an 


effective game at No 8. turned 
bade to his forwards when 
there was space for his 
thieequarters and Oxford 
emphasised their missed op¬ 
portunities by snapping up 
their own. 

Rees, the Canadian whose 
kicking beat Wales a month 
ago. chipped over a dose- 
range penalty and Boyle 
snapped over a slightly-inebri¬ 
ated dropped goal. Callow. 
Cambridge's captain, left 
briefly for repairs but re¬ 
turned as Kennedy dropped a 
goal of his own. 


It was the signal only for the 
Cambridge line to come under 
siege: the lively Rayner made 
a hole and first Rees, then 
Henderson, went dose. But 
Oxford had to be content with 
Rees’S second dropped goal, 
long and low from 40 metres, 
to give them a half-time ad¬ 
vantage of 9-3. Buoyed up by 
Tynan's inability to dose the 
gap Rees powered through 
only to be gobbled up by the 
voracious Richardson and du 
Toit sustained the pressure. 

Oxford ran the .ball wide 
and were unfortunate not to be 


awarded a penally try when 
Arentsen knocked down the 
final pass between Rayner and 
Joy. At 10 metres from the line 
a try certainly seemed likely, 
but Derek Bevan was having 
none of it Rees had to be 
satisfied with the goal instead 
but for the first tune. Oxford 
appeared to relax slightly. 

For once Cambridge found 
space and Flood sliced 
through to provide Boyd with 
the try and then went off 
injured. 

Rees remarkably missed the 
easiest goal of all. a penalty 


from only 12 metres which hit 
a post arid caused his captain 
some anguish.

THE Programme Commit 
sion of the International

Last night the IOC and 
those associated with die dis¬ 
cussion were swearing them- A 
selves to secrecy, but the news r 
has already, it seems, filtered 
widely across Europe. 

Although it is by no means 
certain that the IOC full 
membership — which next 
meets in session at the Winter 
Gaines in UUehamroer in 
February — would approve 
such extreme alteration to the 
programme, or even that the 
executive board would recom¬ 
mend it wholesale, the 
shockwaves will ripple round 
tiie world of sport 

Sound reasons, of course, 
do exist for trimming the 
programme of the five sports 
that are. I understand, under 
threat in order to introduce 
more popular, widespread or x 
less expensive events. Boxing. 9 
for instance, has Increasingly 
been viewed as questionable 
on several grounds. 

Equestrianism is consid¬ 
ered to be a relative elitist and 
minority sport as wdl as 
expensive for the competitors 
and the organising committee 
of each successive Games. 

Modem pentathlon has 
long been a target, because of 
its complexity and the tmy 
numb er of international com¬ 
petitors. though many would 
regret its passing. It was 
devised by de Coubertin 
because it epitomises the best 
spirit of Olympic competition. 

Few would complain, apart 
perhaps from the competitors, 
of the elimination of 
synchronised swimming. 

The oddity among the five, 
at least at first glance, is 
cycling, a seemingly thriving 
and relatively inexpensive 
sport, though of course most 
of tiie competition, outside the 
Olympics, is on the roads. 

There will of course be 
dismay within the ranks of 
the international and national 
federations of all those sports 
on this hit list but I think that 
point of elimination is still at 
this stage some way oft $
